REGARDING THE RATE OF INTEREST— 


THE BILL LIKELY TO PROVOKE A LONG 
DEBATE—ALL AMENDMENTS TO THE 
RIVER AND HARBOR BILL VOTED DOWN 


IN THE HOUSE. 
WasuinoTon, Feb. 15.—The debate upon 


‘the Refunding bill began in the Senate to-day. 
Mr. Bayard introduced the bill, as reported by 


‘him from the Finance Committee, in a care- 
‘fully prepared speech. His remarks were fol- 
owed by a general expression of opinion, and 
‘it became plain that the House is not the only 


pody in which nearly every member has a 
theory of his own concerning Government 


finance, The Greenbackers of the House 
ame over and listened attentively, nod- 
ding their approval whenever an attack was 
made upon the national banks. The first im- 
portant amendment to the House bill proposed 
by the committee is the obstacle which threat- 


ens to cause a prolonged debate, Thisis the 


‘amentiment which provides that the rate of 
interest on the bonds shall be 314 instead of 3 
percent. There are indications that the com- 
maittee will not easily secure the adoption of 
this amendment, and there are some who be- 
Hieve that it will be rejected by a close vote, It 
Js known, from the statements made to-day 
on the floor and from the conversation of some 
who took no part in the debate, that many of 
‘the Democratic Senators are not at present sup- 
porters of the amendment, but favor concur- 
rence with the House in fixing the rate of inter- 
est on the bonds at 3 per cent. The representa- 


tions made by bankers who have placed their 


arguments before Senators have had much 
Influence in shaping their views. Some, like 
Mr. Eaton, believe that a 3 per cent. bond 
can be floated, but will vote for the 
committee’s bill if refunding can be secured 
in no other way, on the ground that the oppor- 


tunity to save a heavy annual expenditure of 


interest should not be neglected. One of the 
Senators who has changed his mind and be- 
come an advocate of 3 per cent. is Mr. Voor- 
hhees, a member of the committee. Mr. Plumb 
(‘thinks that there should be no refunding at all, 
from the stand-point of the Treasury, but would 
support a refunding bill simply because of the 
effect which a reduction in the rate of interest 
on Government bonds would have upon the 
rate of interest charged in private financial 
transactions. Mr. McPherson favors a 3 per 
cent. bond to run 40 years. The first day’s de- 
bate has set before the publica large assort- 
ment of financial theories. The supporters of 
the committee hold that in fixing the rate of 
interest for the new bonds no risk should 
be incurred, and no experiments made, be- 
rause of the intimate connection existing 
between our national credit and our currency. 
The indications are that the debate will con- 
tinue for two or three days, and it is doubtful 
if the bill will be disposed of until the latter 
part of the present week. The only amend- 
ments made by the Finance Committee which 
were voted on to-day were those authorizing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to issue bonds to 
an amount not exceeding $400,000,000, and pro- 
‘viding that the denominations of the bonds 
shall be $50 and multiples thereof, both of 
}which were adopted. 

The House spent to-day’s session in the 
further consideration of the River and Hartor 
bill, but made slow progress with it in conse- 
quence of the attempts made by members to 
secure additional appropriations for their re- 
spective districts. To every item aren upon 
‘to-day an amendment was offered, and as de- 
(bate is allowed for and against each amend- 
ment, considerable time was consumed in mak- 
jing arguments. In no instance, however, was 
jthe increase asked for allowed. Mr. Van 
;Voorhis, of New-York, wanted the item for 
‘Charlotte Harbor increased from $2,500 to $25,- 
‘000, while Mr. Lounsbery wanted the $10,000 
named for improving Flushing Bay cut out 
altogether, and made two speeches to induce 
the Bouse to save that amount to the Treas- 
ury. Mr. Covert called Mr. Lounsbery to ac- 
count for thus attempting to defeat an appro- 
priation for Flushing Bay and his own State, 
which evidently had the effect to make 
that gentleman feel ashamed of himself, 
as he withdrew the motion to strike out. 
jMr. Camp made an earnest but unsuccessful 
‘effort to induce the House to increase the 
amount for improving Great Sodus Bay to 
$20,000, $5,000 being the amount named in the 
bill, and, having failed in this, he tried to get 
the item for Little Sodus Bay increased from 
$7,500 to $20,000, but with like want of suc- 
cess. None of the efforts made to amend the 
bill succeded, the purpose of the friends of 
the measure being to preserve it  in- 
tact and force it through in its orig- 
inal form. Should a single breach he 
made in the bill by amendment, its advocates 
could hardly resist the assaults that are being 
made upon it, and the result would be that the 
‘bill would be swollen to such a degree in Com- 
mittee of the Whole thatits passage in the 
House would be endangered. For this reason 
the Committee on Commerce will not 
permit any amendments whatever to be 
made if they can prevent it, and par- 
ticularly in the direction of imcreas- 
ing the aggregate amount appropriated. 
‘An interesting question was raised as to wheth- 
er the River and Harbor bill isa general ap- 
propriation bill. The rules provide that it 
Shall not be in order to offer an amendment to 
@ general appropriation bill involving an ap- 
seg sng of money not authorized by exist- 

g law. This rule, if applied to the River 

nd Harbor bill, provided it be con- 

idered as a general appropriation bill, 
would exclude all items for beginning 
ew works. After a long discusson, the 
airman, Mr. Carlisle, decided that the River 
nd Harbor was nota general appropriation 

ill, either according to the spirit or letter of 

be rules, This bill offers fine opportunities 
for buncombe speeches, and in every instance 
where an increase was moved, the member 
making the motion improved the opportunity 
to say something about the commercial im- 

ortance of his district and the necessity for 
ncreasing the particular appropriation. 
After 6 o’clock the opponents of the bill tried 
several times to secure an adjournment, but its 
friends were sufficiently strong to resist this, 
and the House was held in session until after 
8 o’clock, when a recess was taken until 10 
o’clock to-morrow morning. Thus far only 
B of the 48 pages of the bill have been 
passed upon. The friends of the measure will 
make a determined effort to finish it to- 
morrow. 
: Mr. Blake, of New-Jersey, asked consent in 
‘the House this morning for the passage of the 
bill to te the collection of taxes on weiss 
beer. The bill provides that there shall be paid 
on weiss beer, brewed or manufactured and 
sold, or removed for consumption and sale, in 
bottles within the United States, in lieu of 
the tax of $1 per barrel of 31 gallons, a tax of 
B cents per gallon. To this amendments were 
offered fixing the tax on brandy distilled from 
fruit at 50 cents per gallon, and reducing the 
tax on saltto 1 cent per ton. Mr. Conger 
raised the point that the Chair must call for 
five objections to each amendment. This be- 
ing overruled, an appeal was taken and a mo- 
tion entered to lay the appeal on the table. 
Mr. Conger thereupon claimed the floor to de- 
bate the appeal, and a sharp colloquy ensued 
between him and the Speaker as to his right. 
The morning hour expired before the question 
‘was decided, and the House proceeded with the 
River and Harbor bill.

he will vote with the Democrats in the Senate, 
but there are good reasons for believing that 
he will not go into their caucus. 

A joint resolution introduced in the Senate 
to-day by Mr. Plumb, relative to the sale of 
alcoholic beverages, proposes to amend the 
Constitution so as to prohibit the manufacture, 
sale, and importation of all intoxicating 
liquors, except for scientific, medical, and me- 
chanical purposes, in any portion of the United 
States and Territories. e resolution was re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee. 

The Sundry Civil Appropriation bill was 
completed by the. sub-committee of the House 


Committee on Appropriations this afternoon 
and sent to the printer. It is expected that the 
full committee will agree upon it at their meet- 
ing to-morrow and report it to the House. The 
General Deficiency is the only appropriation 
bill now in the hands of the committee, and it 
will probably be reported to the House this 
week. 

The House Committee of Ways and Means 


to-day elected Mr, Tucker, of Virginia, Chair- 


man, to sueceed Mr. Fernando Wood, deceased. 
The committee agreed to a favorable report 
upon the bill to admit free of duty any copies 
of the revised translation of the Holy Scrip- 
tures which may be transmitted from the uni- 
versity presses of England to the American 
Committee of Bible Revision for their use. 
The committee ordered a favorable report to 
be made on Mr. McKinley’s substitute for the 


bill in relation to the duties on manufactures 
of iron, which was adopted at their last meet- 
ing. Mr. Phelps was instructed to make a fa- 
vorable report upon Mr. Covert’s bill to amend 
the statutes relative to the bonds to be given 
by cigar manufacturers. 


The committee of conference on the Naval 
Appropriation bill reached an agreement to 


day. The amounts in dispute between the two 
houses on this bill (aggregating about $260,000) 
were compromised about evenly. The confer- 
ence ‘committee on the Indian Appropriation 
bill this afternoon reconciled all the pointsjof 
difference except one, (the only one of any 
general interest,) namely, the disagreement in 
regard to the House clause abolishing the 
Board of Indian Commissioners, for which 
the Senate has substituted an amendment 
expressly providing for its continuance. The 
conferees have decided to report their disagree- 
ment to their respective houses, and ask for in- 
structions. The committee of conference on 
the Consular and Diplomatic bill reached an 
agreement to-day, which will probably be re- 
,0rted to the Senate and the House to-morrow. 
he only controversy was in regard to the desig- 
nation of the proposed displomatic and con- 
sular officer at Bucharest, Roumania. The bill, 
as agreed upon, will provide for him as a 
‘*Chargé d’ Affaires and Consul-General.”’

IN THE INDIANA HOUSES OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 15.—An incident in 
the Legislature this morning was the adjourn- 
ment of the House of Representatives, 
for 10 minutes, on motion of the Demo- 
cratic ex-Speaker, Cawthorne, in honor 


of the visit of ex-Vice-President Colfax, 
who is in the city for a few days, on 
his way South. Mr. Colfax made a speech, in 
which he alluded to the fact that his first 
participation in public affairs was in 
reporting the proceedings of the State 
Senate, more than a_ third of a 
century ago, for the Indianapolis Journal. He 
said: ‘‘I learned in that early period of my 
life to appreciate and sympathize with the 
labors of legislators intrusted with the 
maintenance of the best interests of 
the State and its citizens, in all the multiform 
processes of legislation, and to look, with 
honor as well as pride, on the leading public 
men of that long past era of both 
parties who did so much to develop 
the resources as well as to add to the true 
glory of our then young State of Indiana.’’ He 
alluded to the giants of the old times in both 
parties who were prominent in State affairs— 
on the one side Govs. Noble, Wallace,and Bigger, 
with the two Smiths, one so distinguished in 
the Senate and the other in the Cabinet, and 
Samuel W. Parker, Joseph G. Marshall, and 
George G. Dunn, of the Whig Party, and on 
the Democratic side Gov. Whitcomb, with his 
marked ability, Gov. Wright, Senator Hanne- 
gan, and the two Brights, one honored with a 
seat in the Senate and the other conspicuous in 
State affairs, all of them now dead. He urged 
the members of the present Legislature to 
emulate their virtues. The incident was an 
exceedingly pleasant one.

PARNELL AND HIS FRIENDS 


THEIR WORK iN PARIS AND IN PAR- 
LIAMENT. 


THE LEAGUE'S MONEY INVESTED—HOW THE 


COERCION LAW WILL BE MET—OBSTRUC- 


TION CONTINUED IN THE HOUSE OF COM- 
MONS—DAVITT’S IMPRISONMENT. 

Lonpon, Feb. 15.—The Zimes this morn- 

ing says: ‘‘ At a meeting of the executive offi- 


cers of the Land League, in Paris, on Sunday 
last, Mr, Parnell stated that the funding of 


£70,000 of the League’s money had finally been 
arranged. He said:a manifesto would be is- 
sued, explaining everything that had been done 
in regard to the funds, to the branches of the 
League, which will be published soon after his 
return to Ireland. It was also intended, he 


said, that, immediately after the passage of 


the Coercion bill, the Irish members of Parlia- 


ment should hold aconference in Dublin. They 
would then place themselves at the head of the 
people, thus meeting the blow the Government 
is aiming at the organization.”’ 

The bill for the protection of person and 


property in Ireland continues to make very 
slow progress in Committee of the House of 
Commons, but so far nearly all amendments 


tending to limit its scope have been rejected by 
an overwhelming majority. This was the case 
last night with an amendment to strike out the 
words ** wherever committed,” the promoters 
of which pointed out that as the bill at 
present stands a man will be liable to arrest 
on suspicion of having committed, or incited 
to, an offense even in England or the United 
States, and with an amendment providing that 
a person to be arrested must be in Ireland of 
his own free will, and not have been brought 
there on some other charge. Mr. Forster, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, during the debate 
made the definite statement that mere ad- 
vice to tenants not to pay rent, or 
to pay only Griffiths’s valuation, would 
not be deemed ground for arrest, 
but incitements to acts of violence or intimi- 
dation would be so regarded. There still re- 
main to be considered about 80 amendments 
on the notice paper. Irish members are steadi- 
ly obstructing the progress of the bill in com- 
mittee. The Times, in an article on this sub- 
ject, says: ‘The dispatch of measures in urgen- 
cy is not to be easily distinguished from the 
leisurely movement of ordinary bills in com- 
mittee.’’ 

The House, in committee, resumed the con- 
sideration of the Protection bill to-night. The 
Home Rule members continued to move amend- 
ments, which were all rejected. 

In the House of Commons to-day Sir Wil- 
liam Vernon-Harcourt, Home Secretary, re- 
plying to a question, said that he had informa- 
tion that James Stephens (the Fenian head 
centre) has arrived in Paris. 

Mrs. A. M. Sullivan, wife of the member for 
Meath, visited Mr. Davitt in prison to-day by 
special permission of the Home Secretary. All 
aliusions to politics were forbidden. Mr. Davitt 
spoke favorably of his treatment, but com- 
plained bitterly of the treacherous manner in 
which he was arrested. He expressed the be- 
lief that he would soon be released. 

DuBLIN, Feb. 15.--A returned Irish-Ameri- 
can named Loughlin has been arrested in con- 
nection with an outrage and robbery near Cas- 
tle Island, County Kerry. 

The Lord Lieutenant, Earl Cowper, speak- 
ing at the Lord Mayor’s banquet to-night, 
said, though persons receiving in-door re- 
lief were now fewer than at the same 
time last year, the number of _ those 
receiving out-door relief was greater. Wheth- 
er the present calm was the nagening of 
a permanent ace, or whether a_ sharp 
struggle was before them, what had hap- 
pened was full of grave meaning. t 
showed that below the apparent smooth- 
ness there was a certain amount of mischief 
lurking. It was a very serious matter that 
a comparatively small body of men should 
have been able to establish such tremendous 
influence throughout the country in so short a 
time.

THE GERMAN RHEICHSTAG OPENED. 

RELATIONS WITH OTHER POWERS AND IN- 
TERNAL AFFAIRS DISCUSSED IN THE EM- 
PEROR’S SPEECH. 

Beri, Feb. 15.—The speech at the 
opening of the Reichstag:to-day was read by 
Count von Stolberg-Wernigerode, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Council. The Emperor states that 
the empire maintains peaceful and amicable 
relations with all foreign powers; that its po- 
litical relations with the great neighboring 
empires are especially in consonance with the 
friendship which personally unites the Emperor 
with their rulers, and that there is among the 
European powers not only complete concur- 
rence in the wish to maintain peace, but in 
principle there is no difference of views con- 


cerning the essential objects of the pending 
negotiations at Constantinople, The Emperor, 
therefore, is confident that an agreement 
among the powers will succeed in averting 
even partial disturbances of the peace of Eu- 
rope, or, in any case, be able so to restrict 
them that they will affect neither Germany nor 
her neighbors. The Emperor expresses satis- 
faction at the results of the new financial poli- 
cy, and says he hopes the negotiations for 
treaties of commerce with neighboring States 
on the basis of the new Customs policy will 
terminate favorably. The speech announces 
astamp tax, a brewing tax, and workman’s 
insurance and trade guilds bills. Barely 50 
Deputies were present at the opening ceremony. 
he speech from the Throne, on account of 
the peaceful tendency of its allusions to for- 
eign affairs, has produced a favorable impres- 
sion. The passage referring to the relations 
of Germany with the neighboring empires is 
interpreted as an indication of the renewal of 
intimate relations with Russia. . 

The National Gazette publishes an article, 
which is believed to be inspired, stating that 
Germany has, at the instance of the other 

owers, put forward a plan, which is general- 
y approved, arranging the procedure in the 
negotiations at Constantinople.

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PENNSYLVANIA LOCAL HLECTIONS 


MAYOR STOKLEY DEFEATED IN PHILADEL- 
PHIA—THE RESULTS IN OTHER PLACES, 


ParLapepuia, Feb. 15.—By a coalition 


of the Democrats with the reform element in 
the Republican Party, to-day’s munici- 
pal election turned over the Mayoralty 
to the Democracy. Mayor  Stokley, 
the Republican candidate, for a fourth 
term, is defeated by King, a Liberal Democrat, 
by amajority of about 6,000, City Solicitor 
West, Republican, is re-elected by a majority of 
about 18,000. Pierce, the Republican candidate 
for Receiver of Taxes—the office both factions 
struggled with more than ordinary effort to 
secure—was beaten. His successful oppo- 
nent, John Hunter, an Independent Re- 
publican, was placed in the field by the 
Citizens’ Committee of One Hundred, and 


received the indorsement of the Democrats. 
His majority will not fall short of 18,- 
000. The ‘result cannot be esteemed 
a Republican defeat, as if is purely traceable 
to the work of the reform element in the 
party. A full vote was polled, and the elec- 
tion passed off without any serious disturbance. 
PITTSBURG, Feb, 15.—The city elections 
passed off quietly. Major Lyons, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Mayor, has defeated the 
Hon. Miles Humphreys by a majority of from 
600 to 800. The Republican candidates for 
Controller and Treasurer are elected by several 
thousand majority. McCarthy, the present 
Controller, made a vigorous fight, but his 
popularity has been on the wane for some 
time, and he is now most effectually beaten. 
The defeat of the Mayoralty candidate is 
a hard blow to Republicans. This is the sec- 
ond time Humphreys has_ been beaten for this 
office. He is Chief of the State Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, was formerly a puddler, but, 
on account of some alleged anti-labor legisla- 
tion, isnot very popular with working men. 
Major Lyon was a gallant soldier and had the 
support of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
He is Superintendent of Anderson’s steel- 
works. ames Lappen, a well-known iron 
man and a member of the Select Council, was 
badly used by ruffians during a quarrel at the 
polls this afternoon. His condition is serious. 
READING, Feb. 15.—The Republicans of 
this city are jubilant to-night over the fact 
that they have elected their candidate for 
Mayor in this Democratic stronghold over his 
competitor who, two years ago, received a ma- 
jority of over 1,100. The Democrats have 
een boasting that their whole ticket 
would be elected, but the result proves their 
mistake as to the Mayor. The election passed 
off quietly with few exceptions. The total vote 
aa was nearly 8,000, and was as follows: 
illiam G. Rowe, Republican, 3,855; Henry 
A. Tyson, Democrat, 3,825, For City Treas- 
urer, John E. Arthur, Democrat, is elected by 
asmall majority over his Republican compet- 
itor, Jacob §.

BLAINE AS SECRETARY OF STATE, ALLISON 


IN THE TREASURY, COL. JAMES A8 POST- 


MASTER-GENERAL, AND EX-SENATOR 
HOWE IN sCHURZ’S8 PLACE—POSSIBILI- 
TIES OF THE THREE REMAINING OFFICES. 
PAINESVILLE, Ohio, Feb. 15.—Four of 
the Cabinet officers can be almost as certainly 


named to-day as on March 4, They are as fol- 


lows: Secretary of State—Senator Blaine; 
Secretary of the Treasury—Senator Allison; 
Postmaster-General — Col. James, of New- 
York; Secretary of the Interior—ex-Senator 
Howe, of Wisconsin. This leaves the Attorney- 
General, Secretary of the Navy, and Secretary 


of War to the South, the far West, and Illi- 
nois and Pennsylvania. Illinois will furnish 


either the Attorney-General or Secretary of 
War. California will have one of the two left, 
and it may be possible that no Southern man 
will go into the Cabinet. Gen. Garfleld has 
come to no conclusion touching the three un- 
filled places, and any decision he may have 


made as to the four named may be changed by 


contingencies yet unseen. Ohio will not go 
into the Cabinet‘ unless Col. James is taken 
from the list and Gov. Foster is added. 

One point emphasized’ by 7all who have stood 
near Gen. Garfield in the past or now are ad- 
mitted to any part of his confidence is that he 
intends to do everything in his power to give 
to the country an Administration above re- 
proach. He recognizes the influence of the 
President and his advisers upon the social life 
of the country, and will do all he can to select 
men who will bring to Washington the best 
and purest social influence, Candidates for 


Cabinet positions have been carefully scanned 
in this respect, and if any scandal touches any 
member of his Cabinet it will come without 
any foreknowledge of the chief. I can trace 
no expression on this point to Gen. Garfield 
himself, but his friends have been talking it 
with an earnestness that almost looks like 


authority. One story is that Gen. Gar- 
field intends to send several of Presi- 
dent Hayes’s Cabinet abroad on im- 
portant missions, providing they will accept. 
It is said that he believes men like Evarts, 
Schurz, and Maynard should not suddenly 
drop into private life when so thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the needs of the Government, 
and that when Mr, Maynard was at Mentor he 
was commissioned to sound his colleagues upon 
this point. There may be no truth in the re- 
port, and it is given for what itis worth. The 
literary men are to be dealt with liberally, 


and if the President has his way, several hard- 


worked college men throughout the country 
will be given a much-needed rest abroad. 

One of the gentlemen who has been to Men- 
tor within a few days, and who stopped here 
on his return, said: ‘‘One thing you can count 
on for sure. Gen. Garfield is not going into 
the White House handicapped by the dictation 
of any man. He may conciliate when he can 
do so without loss of credit or the compromise 
of dignity, but he will not surrender one jot of 
the Presidential power to any one. It may 
have become understood, as I have seen pub- 
lished, that bull-dozing will go a great way at 
Washington the next four years, but I do not 
believe it. The people will be with Gen. Gar- 
field, and he can beat any man in the land if 
he has a Cabinet he can depend on.” It can

SCHEMING OFFICE-SEEKERS. 
A CHOICE LOT, HEADED BY THE HON. DE- 
WITT C. WHEELER. 

Wasuineton, Feb. 15.—The-honor con- 
ferred on the Hon. Stephen W. Dorsey by the 
dinner given to him in New-York on Friday 
evening last is, it is whispered in political cir- 
cles in this city, likely to be turned to account 
by that gentleman in a manner not antici- 
pated by most of the large number of dis- 
tinguished guests who sat at the table 
with him and heralded to. the world his 
great services to the Republican Party by 
securing the State of Indiana for Garfield. It 
was generally understood here during the 10 
days before the dinner that the main object 
of the feast was to aid, either directly or indi- 
rectly, the aspirations of Mr. Dorsey to the 
office of Collector of the Port of New-York, 
but recent disclosures would seem to indicate 
that the object of the banquet was more 
far-reaching than this. It is understood 
that Mr. Dorsey left New-York on 
Sunday evening, covered with all the 
glory of the recent demonstration in his 
honor, with the avowed purpose of going to 
Mentor and using his influence with the Presi- 
dent-elect to push the claims of Chief-Justice 


Charles J. Folger, of the New-York Court of 
Appeals, for the office of Secretary of the 
Treasury. Judge Folger is an able man, a 
very popular man, and a gentleman against 
whose elevation to the Secretaryship of the 
Treasury not a word could be said. Secretary 
Dorsey knows that Gen. Garfield will not ap- 
point Mr. Morton tothe Treasury, and he has 
probably urged that Judge Folger’s nomination 
would harmonize the party in New-York, and 
satisfy the whole country as well. This was 
the ostensible purpose, as given out, for the 
trip to Mentor, and it is possible that Mr. Dor- 
sey may have some idea of succeeding, but 
anybody of the slightest political sense knows 
that such a result from the visit of Mr. 
Dorsey is impossible of accomplishment. 
The gentlemen, with Senator Conkling at their 
head, who have been pushing Mr. Morton’s 
claims, have placed themselves in such a posi- 
tion that they could not take another name 
from New-York without a base betrayai of the 
man who has done so much for them. The 
real reason for Mr. Dorsey’s trip lies in a very 
different direction. It is not generally known, 
but it is a fact that the late Secre- 
my of the National Republican Committee 
is largely interested as a side partner in 
the famous star route contracts, and it is un- 
derstood that Mr. Dorsey and his friends are 
pressing the claims of the Hon. DeWitt Clin- 
ton Wheeler, late of the New-York Police 
Board, for the office of Second Assistant Post- 
master-General. Asis well known, the Second 
Assistant Postmaster-General is the officer who 
has rah ot the letting of all contracts 
in the Post Office Department, and if 
this field is opened to Dorsey, Wheeler, 
and their friends, with Wheeler installed in 
the office which has already been so thorough- 
ly dragged inthe mire by the preSent occu- 
pant, Brady, the result can be better imagined 
than described. Mr. Wheeler’s valuable ser-. 
vices to the City of New-York asa Police 
Commissioner are still fresh in the public mind 
from one end of the land to the other, and the 
same gentlemen who managed to keep him in 
that position for so long a time when the 
better class of New-York’s citizens were try- 
ing to eject him are now engaged in 
endeavoring to force him into the Postmaster- 
General’s Department. These men, with Mr. 
Dorsey and Wheeler, care nothing about New- 
York’s representation in the Cabinet so long 
as she does not secure the Postmaster- 
Generalship. They know, as_ everybody 
else knows, that if New-York does 
secure this position there is but one 
man to whom the place will, by any 
possibility, be offered, and that under that 
man there would not be the shadow of a 
chance for the raid upon the Treasury which 
is evidently contemplated. Mr. Wheeler’s name 
was not printed on the menu of the dinner of

MR. WOLFE AND SENATOR CAMERON IN CON- 


FERENCE—GEN. BEAVER PROPOSING TO 
MAKE A STRONG FIGHT. 

HARRISBURG, Feb. 15.—The contest for 

United States Senator presents no new phases 


to-night. The situation is, however, becom- 
ing more interesting as the hours pass, 
owing to developments expected before 
the end of the week. One effect of the 
candidacy of Gen. Beaver has been to bring 
Senator Cameron and Representative Wolfe, 


the head and front of the bolt, together in con- 
ference, a result which was brought about last 
night. The overtures for the meeting are 
said to have come from Senator Cameron. Mr. 
Wolfe at first refused to agree to the confer- 
ence ; however, after taking into consideration 
the high position of Senator Cameron, 
Mr. Wolfe agreed to visit him, pro- 


vided the fact was clearly made known 


that the proposition emanated from the Sena- 
tor, and that he (Mr. Wolfe) be permitted 
to take with him a friend who should be a wit- 
ness to the interview. This was agreed to, and 
Mr. Wolfe and his close friend, Representative 
Mapes, visited Senator Cameron at his residence, 


where they remained about two hours, The 


Senator offered Gen. Beaver to the bolters as a 
compromise candidate. Mr. Wolfe said it was 
too late to consider such a_ proposition, 
that the independents opposed Gen. Bea- 
ver, not because he was _ personally 
distasteful to them, but because of the manner 
of his nomination. The independent element 
of the party in the State desired a rep- 
resentative in the United States Senate 
who would be independent of Senator 

Cameron, and who, if he differed 

with the Senator on any question, would have 

independence and manliness enough to tell him 
so, and to oppose him to the extent of his abil- 
ity and influence. Such a man they desired to 
represent them in the Senate, and such a man 
ae would have, 

he meeting ended without result, save to 
show the spirit which animates the jeaders of 
the opposition, or bolt, and to demonstrate 
still more clearly than before the futility of 
attempts to secure a compromise on any 
one not inimical to the Cameron interest 
and influence in State politics. A singular 
unanimity of hopefulness and conviction pre- 
vails among the leaders of the bolters re- 
garding the steadfastness of their asso- 
ciates and the impossibility of electing 

Gen. Beaver. The TimEs’s correspondent had 
a conversation with a Senator who is consid- 
ered a leading spirit in the bolt regarding the 
possibilities and probabilities of a change in 
the situation. This gentleman said he expect- 
ed accessions to Bayne and no defections 
from that candidate’s forces, beyond, perhaps, 
two or three who are anxious to get away 
from their agreement. So far from weak- 
ness being manifest in their ranks, 
he says they seem to grow firmer by 
the flying rumors which prevail as to the in- 
tention of some of them to abandon their can- 
didate upon the first favorable opportunity. 
An incident which had a stiffening effect on 
these men occurred to-day. <A list was pre- 
pared by some of Gen. Beaver’s friends of 
those of the Bayne men who, it was thought, 
could be brought to support that gentleman. 
When this fact came to the knowledge of the 
leaders of the opposition, an immediate in- 
vestigation was instituted, which, according 
to the Senator named, discovered no founda- 
tion for the alleged defections. On the con- 
trary, many of those whose names had been 
thus used became indignant at. the liberty 
taken -with them, and expressed their deter- 
minetion to wage a more unrelenting fight 
than before. . 

Gen. Beaver has given his opponents plainly 
to understand that he intends to fight it out 
on this line. He was made a candidate with- 
out his knowledge and without solicitation 
on his part, but now that he has been 
set up he does not propose to be 
slaughtered in the way contemplated. He 
says if the contest is not settled in a reasonable 
time by his election, he will go to 
the people represented by the _bolters, 
and resent his cause to them for 
their decision. If they sustain their repre- 
sentatives in their opposition to him, he will 
withdraw. If they say their representatives 
are not properly representing them, and that 
he, as the candidate of the majority, should be 
elected, he will remain acandidate. Hethinks he 
can make a tour of the counties in about two 
weeks, and can reach the people in a satisfac- 
tory manner. He says the present contest will 
decide whether he is to enter on a long political 
career or retire to his law practice. Strong 
protests are coming in from various parts of 
the State against the action of the bolters in 
opposing Gen. Beaver. A delegation of Union 
County men is expected here to-morrow with a 
memorial, signed by all of Mr. Wolfe’s lead- 
ing constituents, declaring their choice for 
Beaver. Several gentlemen are also here from 
Erie, Bucks, and other counties, who represent 
that the sentiment of the Republicans of those 
counties is strongly favorable to Gen. Beaver. 
Col. Bayne is expected here late to-night 
or in the morning. Gen. Beaver an- 
nounces his determination to make a 
friendly call on him, when he _ will 
put if to him whether the majority 
should ge to the minority or vice versa. The 
Independents will hold another caucus to-mor- 
row night, when they will probably reiterate 
their willingness to treat with the regulars on 
a fair basis, and to adhere to their present can- 
didate until two-thirds order another change. 

A new scheme has been evolved, which, it is 
hoped, will solve the difficulty and break the 
dead lock. It has the approval of some of the 
leaders of both factions, and on that account 
is worthy of notice. chimerical as it may seem 
at first glance. The scheme contemplates 
the selection of four men by each fac- 
tion, each four to select a man, and these 
two a third, the whole number, 11 in 
all, being empowered to select a candidate 
on which both regulars and bolters can unite. 
The a ballot to-day resulted in 
few changes from that of yesterday. One 
hundred votes were cast, distributed as fol- 
lows: Beaver, 31; Wallace, 31; Bayne, 36;

REVISING THE TAX LAWS 


THE COMMITTEE AND COMMISSION 
TO DO THE WORK. 


THE ASSEMBLY CONCURS IN THE RESOLUTION 


FOR A COMMISSION—MR. ALVORD REST- 


IVE UNDER THE DELAY IN ACTION UPON 
HIS BILL—THE COMMITTEE WAITING FOR 

ITS ADVISERS. 
ALBany, Feb. 15.—Again this morning 
the Assembly heard discussions on the general 


subject of taxation, particularly directed for 


and against the resolution amended by the 
Senate calling for the appointment by the Gov- 
ernor of a commission to assist the joint com- 
mittee in revising the assessment and taxation 
laws. When the resolution was called up, Mr. 
Alvord, who has been absent several times when 


this subject was considered, took the floor te 


oppose it. The Senate had belittled the 
original proposition to have a separate com- 
mission, and he was opposed to any sort of 
commission. These gentlemen experts could 
only. suggest opinions which would be worth 
nothing without the sanction of the Legisla- 


ture. At $20 a day for seven Commissioners, 
they would cost about $8,000 to do nothing. 


Mr. Steele advocated the resolution, as it 


had been approved by the joint committee as 
the best thing that could be done. Mr. Crap- 
ser opposed the resolution, Mr. Warner favored 
it, and Col. B. F. Baker defended the propo- 
sition as it came from the Senate as the most 
practicable one to be offered. It did not give 
full power to the commission, and he was 
opposed to putting that power into the hands 
of a commission. Mr. Skinner, following the 
line of argument taken by him on previous oc- 
casions, thoughtit was the business of the Legis- 
lature to first attack this question, and to ask 
for help when it found it could not cope with 
the subject. He said he knew the commission 
as constituted would not be acceptable to the 
Governor. It was but another branch of the 
House, a third house, so to speak, as large as 
the working force of the Senate. After re- 
marks by Mr. Brooks, in favor of the resolution 
as it came from the Senate, and by Mr. 
Andrews, also in its favor, the resolution was 
— by a vote of 72 to 29. 

Mr. Alvord, whose assessment and taxation 
bill was referred, upon its introduction,{to the 
Ways and Means Committee, where it has 
since remained unacted upon, will to-morrow 
move to discharge the committee from further 
consideration of the bill, and that it be re- 
ferred to the Committee of the Whole. He 
proposes to accompany his motion with a 
on. and, from what he has already said on 
the floor, it may be expected that he will ask 
to have the bill considered in its regular order 
on general orders, without waiting for action 
upon it by the joint committee and advisory 
commission. 

The Joint Committee on Assessment and 
Taxation held a meeting this afternoon, nine 
members being present, and immediately en- 
countered slight difficulty in endeavoring ta 
decide whether it should or should not go on 
with its work before the appointment of the 
Commissioners authorized by the Senate and 
Assembly. The proposition was made to take 
up the programme laid out by the committee 
and published as its rules. Mr. Steele sug- 
gested that the committee take up the sugges- 
tion.of the Governor, contained in his Message. 
Senator Forster, to open a discussion to ascer- 
tain the relation of the commission to the com- 

‘mittee, moved to lay aside the order of busi- 
ness to consider the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the commission, when appointed, 
be required to advise this committee: 

L Whether a tax on sales of stocks, bonds, and 
other securities does not furnish a source from 
which a revenue can be raised by a special tax for 
the benefit of the best interests of the State, and 
what the probable revenue so to be raised would 
be - such rate as the commission would recom- 
mend. 

II. Whether a tax on sates of manufactured ar- 
ticles rannot be imposed on manufacturers whose 
annual sales exceed a certain ‘amount, whether 
such manufacturers are gorporations, individuals, 
or partnerships, and wha rate of taxation, if any, 
can be imposed which would not jeopardize the 
interests of manufacturers inthis State as com- 
pared with those of other States. 

III. Whether an Excise tax on wines, ales, 
liquors, and tobacco would be a wise imposition. 

V. What further sources of revenue proper for 
State taxation exist, and from which tax can be 
raised to meet the whole or the greater part of 
the State tax and free real estate therefrom. 

Mr. Bowen and Senator Forster had some 
discussion as to the propriety of either first 
taking up different parts of the work to see 
what property could be relieved, or what sort 
of property which has escaped taxation shall 
be taxed. Senator Forster advocated the lat- 
ter course, but he could not advise any proced- 
ure until it was decided whether the rules 
should be enforced prior to the ap- 
pointment and attendance of the com- 
mission. Senator Winsiow understood that 
the committee was to act on its own judgment, 
and not to take the say-so of the commission 
on any proposition. r. Morgan did not 
think it necessary to wait for the commission, 
but that the committee could go on if reces- 
sary and frame a bill. Mr. Steele advised 
waiting for the appearance of the commis- 
sion. Senator Forster was of the opinion of Mr. 
Morgan, but the action of the two houses in 
voting for a commission, led him to defer to 
that wish, and to propose to wait for the com- 
mission before acting. He thought the com- 
mittees of the two houses are competent to take 

up the subject, but, in deference to the action 
¢ + the Legislature, he regarded it as but cour- 
teous to refrain from acting until the commis- 
sion was ready to work with the committee. 
On motion of Mr. Steele, the committee ad- 
journed to meet after the appointment of the 
commission by the Governor.

GENERAL LEGISLATIVE WORK. 
THE REVISION OF THE CODES—WESTERN- 

BOUND FREIGHT TOLL ON THE CANAL. 

ALBANY, Feb. 15.—Most of the time to- 
day was occupied in debate on the tax resolu- 
tion and other matters, but several bills of 
interest were introduced. The biil introduced 
by Mr. Dayton, and entitled “‘ An act to pro- 
vide for revising and publishing the Civil 
Code and the Code of Civil Procedure,” pro- 
vides for acommission, not named in the bill, 
to revise, collate, consolidate, and arrango the 
acts of 1876 relating to courts, officers of us- 
tice, and civil proceedings, and the act supple- 
mental to the Code of Civil Procedure 
passed in 1880, and to revise and amend 
the Civil Code of 1865, with such amendments 
as they deem expedient, especially to reconcile 
and harmonize the Codes and make each com- 
plete in itself. The Commissioners are te~kave 


power to cause the revision of the Codes to be 
printed and circulated before the meeting of 
the Legislature of 1882, among all judicial 
officers of this State, not less than 1,000 
copies in all, and afterward submit 
their report to the Legislature. I? 
the revision of either or both of the Codes re- 
ported shall be adopted, in whole or in part, 
the Commissioners are to prepare the revision 
as enacted, with by ote seem indexes and mar- 
ginal notes. The Commissioners are to be 
allowed $7,500 for necessary disbursements. 
for desk hire and other assistance, exclusive of 
printing. No compensation is to be allowed 
the Commissioners, but they are to be allowed 
payment for all their expenses. If any of the 
persons named by the bill shall decline to 
serve, the Governor may appoint others in 
their stead.

Mr. Moller’s bill provides that no Director 
or officer of a life insurance company shall re- 
ceive any money or valuable thing for negoti- 
ating, procuring, or recommending any loan 
from such company, or for selling or aiding 
in the sale of any stocks or securities to or by 
such company. 

Mr. Raines, who had talked with Gov. Cor- 
nell about the large number of bills introduced 
to legalize the acts of individual notaries, in- 
troduced a bill; at the suggestion of 
the Governor he said, designed to cover 
all such cases. It provides that the 
official acts of every persen as notary public 
within the State heretofore duly commissioned 
as such, so far as such official acts may beaf- 
fected, impaired, or questioned by reason of 
the same having been after the ex- 
piration of his term o office, or by reason of 
said person not having duly qualified as such 
notary public, are hereby legalized and con- 
firmed.

Mr. Ticser’s resolution, recommending the 
Canal Board to abolish all tolls on western- 
bound freight, was called “owen in the Sen- 
ate this morning, when Mr. Forster asked 
leave to amend his resolution so as to abolish 
all tolls on domestic salt. He said he moved 
this amendment to satisfy the Senator from 
the Twenty-fifth District, (McCarthy.) It would 
wake no practical difference, for he had found 
‘on examination that the tolls collected on do- 
‘mestic salt had averaged less than $20,000 a 
year for the last four years, the amount last 
year being $17,801. Mr. McCarthy was satis- 
fied with this amendment, and took occasion to 
inform the Senate that the Syracuse manufac- 
turers of salt were now in condition to make 
as good salu as was made anywhere, and would 
begin to compete in price with foreign salt. 
Mr. Madden was opposed to the resolution; it 
was a move toward free canals, and he did 
not believe the people of this State would ever 
consent to tax themselves to maintain free 
canals, Sucha resolution as this was calculated 
to bring the canals into disrepute and incite op- 
position to them among the people. If he werea 
Central Railroad man he would want nothing 
better than a movement to make the canals 
free, for it would be the first step toward their 
abandonment. Mr. Pitts did not think there 
was any probability of the people being 
taxed to support free canals on account of the 
abolition of tolls on western-bound freight. 
These tolls amounted last year to only about 
$100,000, which was less than the surplus after 
keeping the canals in repair. Mr. McCarthy 
said if the question were the taxing of the peo- 
ple for the support of free canals, he would 
not vote for the resolution, but he did not 
think there was any danger of such a result. 

After some further discussion the resolution 
was put to vote, and carried by 19 to 7, as fol- 
lows, (Republicans in roman, Democrats in 
italics :]

All the New-York and Brooklyn Senators 
voted for the resolution. The Chairman of the 
Canal Committee, Mr. Baker, says that if the 
receipts from tolls could be guaranteed equal 
tolast year, and the cost of repairs should never 
be greater than last year, there could be no 
objection to reducing tolls on western-bound 
freight; but if there were to be a dull year, or 
there was unusually large damage to the 
canals, the State might, with the Constitution 
as it now is, be placed in a position where it 
would have no power to save the canals from 
destruction. The resolution, it will be noticed, 
is simply a recommendation to the Canal 
Board, is of no binding force, and may result 
in nothing. 

The bill appropriating $100,000 for tem- 
porary use of the New Capitol, pending the reg- 
ular annual appropriation, came up for a third 
reading, and barely got votes enough to pass 
it. There is a constantly growing dissatisfac- 
tion with the men who have charge of the 
completion of the New Capitol, and if New- 
York, or any other city, were to offer to erect, 
without further cost tothe State, a suitable 
Capitol, it would not be difficult to induce the 
present Legislature to abandon all further ap- 
propriations for the miserable abortion here in 
Albany. Three years ago the Capitol Com- 
missioners positively promised that the 
building should be completed in three 
years, and at a cost not to exceed 
$3,000,000. Nearly that amount has already 
been spent and the structure is apparently no 
nearer completion than it was five years ago. 
Over $1,500,000 was spent last year, and no- 
body can discover by looking at the buildin 
where it went to. It was positively veouained 
last Winter by the Capitol Commissioners that 
the Senate Chamber should be ready for occu- 
pation on the first day of the present session. 
The Commissioners now ask for $100,000 sim- 
ply to complete the Senate and the Executive 
chambers. Among the Senators who voted 
against the appropriation were Madden, Bixby, 
Astor, Pitts, and Forster. 

The bill giving full power to the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction to appoint and 
remove teachers of normal schools was ordered 
to a third reading. Mr. Schroeder introduced 
by request, a bill amending the Rapid Transit 
law of 1875 so as to prevent any Commissioners 
appointed under that law from locating a rail- 
road in Downing-street, Brooklyn. Petitions 
continue to flow in asking the Legislature to 
vat the telegraph consolidation, but the 

enate committee which has the Assembly 
bill in charge still holds on to it, and no Sen- 
ator appears to have courage enough to move 
to take it out of its hands, 

The Governor has signed the act to amend 
the act to enforce the collection of taxes in 
Oneida County.

NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATION. 
=> 
FAVORING BIENNIAL SESSIONS—THE WASH- 
INGTON-STRERT BRIDGE BILL. 

TRENTON, Feb. 15,—Thismorning the Repub- 
licans of the two houses had a joint caucus, with a 
special view of ascertaining the views of the mem- 
bers as to the length of the session. Senator Sewell 
favored fixing March 11 as the day for the final 
adjournment. Senator Hobart was in favor of 
March 18. Other members did not think an adjourn- 
ment practicable before March 25, and this was 
finally selected as the day upon which to 
close the doors “‘if it be advisable.” Another mat- 
ter agitated in the caucus was the advisability of 
the passage of the concurrent resolution providing 
for biennial sessions. No binding action was taken, 
but the general sentiment of the caucus was in 
favor of the proposition. Mr. McDonald’s bill, 
providing for a constitutional convention to make 
2 general and thorough revision of the State Con- 
stitution, passed the House this afternoon. The 
bill which restored Joe Cornish, the head and front 
of the Warren County ring, the rights of citizenship, 


was called up this morning, and, after prodigious 
efforts, the needed 31 votes to pass it were scraped 
together. Last evening Gov. Ludlow vetoed a sim- 
lar act for the relief of Edmund Teel, and to-day 
ee was sustained by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

The bill for the construction of a bridge at the 
foot of Washington-street, Jersey City, reached its 
second reading in the House. Mr. Munn offered 
an amendment providing that the bridge shall not 
be constructed on lands granted or leased by the 
State without the written consent of the ntees. 
The opposition of the sugar-house and of the Morris 
Canal, who occupy leased lands at the foot of 
Washington-street, is the stumbling-block the bill 
is designed to remove. The amendment failed. 
Mr. Parrott offered an amendment striking out the 
fifth section of the bill, which makes it mandatory 
on the city authorities to proceed with the con- 
struction of the bridge. The adoption of this 
amendment would practically have killed the bill 
too, for, through the local boards, the corporations 
seem to be able to control the action of the city 
Government in the matter. The amendment was 
defeated. The bill was ordered to be engrossed 
fora third reading. The bill authorizing railroad 
companies to do a general telegraph business over 
their wires was passed in the House, and now goes 
jo the Governor for approval.

ONLY A WEEK'S WONDER 
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ZOLA’S “* NANA” AT THE AMBIGU. 

THE UNREALITY OF REALISM—ANALYSIS OF 
THE PIECE—THE PUBLIC LIKELY TO 
SPEEDILY TIRE OF IT. 

Paris, Feb. 2.—If M. Zola really ex- 
pected to fight the decisive battle of realism 
with ‘ Nana,’’ he has miscalculated. The 
piece is nothing, after all has been said that 
can be said, but a vulgar melodrama, skill- 
fully cut out of a novel by a clever playwright 
versed in every trick and artifice of his trade. 
It givesrise to no questionsof ssthetics, in- 
volves no literary principle; it is a play writ- 
ten to make money, and it will make money. 
M. Busnach evidently found it impossible to 
dramatize the whole story, so he has selected 
some of its most typical episodes, and, ina 
series of 10 tableaus, exhibits the life of a cour- 
tesan, the passions which she excites, the ruin 
of which she is the cause, ‘‘ Nana” is in the 
same order of dramas as the once famous 
*“Trente Ans de la Vie d’un Joueur.’’ There 
the author’s hero is a gambler, whose life he 
serves up in slices, each representing one of 
the consequences of his fatal mania, but not 
connected by any common action. Some 
might be omitted, new episodes might be in- 
troduced, yet the interest of the whole would 
not be affected, as no onescene is indispensable. 
This system is admitted at the theatre, where 
any system is admitted provided the public 
be satisfied, which is the sole end of the author 
and of the manager. Literary art may suffer, 
but that is of no consequence; people will run 
away rather than listen to Beaumarchais or 


Moliére, and will flock to witness the epileptic 
ravings of adying drunkard, and the small- 
pox «pustules an expiring prostitute. 

I shall not attempt an analysis of each tab- 
leau, but only cite them in order; nearly 
everybody has, I suppose, read the novel, and, 
moreover, each act being, as I have said, a 
piece complete in itself, I should never get 
through with the details: 

First Tableau.—Nana’s apartment in which, 
on the morrow of her theatrical début, she 
receives the visits of her admirers. 

Second Tableau.—The hotel of Count Muffat. 
Here we have an exposition of the characters 
of the personages of the drama, the commence- 
ment of the Count’s infatuation, the moral 
tirades of Philippe Hugon, and the frenzies of 
the other adorers of the actress. 

Third Tableau.—The green-room of the the- 
atre, Nana’s coquetry, and the Count’s dec- 
laration. 

Fourth Tableau.—The ruins of Chamont, a 
chef d’ceuvre signed Cheret, with a brook of 
real water and a mechanical nightingale, 
which warbles an accompaniment during 
Zizi’s love duet with Nana. 

Fifth Tableau.—The Hotel of the Avenue de 
Villiers. Nana’s fortune is at its height, Phil- 
ippe, in another edition of the scene of the 
‘*Dame aux Camelias,’? where old Duval im- 
plores Marguerite Gauthier to give him his 
son, beseeches Nana to release his young 
brother from her clutches, and finally the sen- 
sational Hy 8 eer of the chiffonnier, who 
draws the horoscope of the triumphant courte- 
san. 

Sixth Tableau.—The grand stand at Long- 
champs. This is the prelude to Nana’s fall; 
she is turned out of the ring, in the presence 
of all her lovers, of whom not one dares to 
offer her his arm. 

Seventh Tableau. —Nana’s boudoir. The 
break-down has become irremediable. The 
Count is ruined; Nana’s creditors are pitiless ; 
Muffat is dismissed because he cannot pay her 
bills; Philippe arrested for stealing the money 
which he has squandered on Nana; Georges 
stabs himself at her feet in a transport of 
jealous rage, and their mother, as she carries 
out her child, curses the siren who has been 
their destruction. Then the old Marquis de 
Chouard brings the 50,000f. which would save 
the woman, and is surprised by his son-in-law, 
the Count, who puts his mistress aside, exclaim- 
ing, ‘‘ Catin !” 

Kighth and Ninth Tableaus.—The end of a 
family. The Muffats have lost everything. 
Their daughter goes into a convent. The 
Count and Countess set fire to their hotel and 
perish, like Sardanapalus, in the flames. 

Tenth Tableau.—Room No. 206 at the Grand 
Hotel. Here we are up to the ears in 
naturalism. Nana has caught the small-pox 
from her son; her face is covered with the 
green and yellow scabs and pustules of that 
loathsome disease. She has been deserted by 
every one, and dies hofribly in front of the 
foot-lights. As some critic has remarked, it is 
the strongest. argument ever made in favor of 
vaccination. 

The first six of these tableaus are tiresome, 
and I doubt if they would go through were it 
not for the introduction of a comic character 
which M. Busnach has borrowed from the 
*‘Assommoir.’”? There he was named Mes 
Bottes, and wore a cap and blouse; here we 
are introduced to him as M. Steiner, the man 
of fashion, the banker of crowned heads, but, 
notwithstanding his ‘proud clothes,” evi- 
dently ‘‘hand-me-downs’” ‘from la _ Belle 
Jardiniére, the distinction and refinément 
of this eminent financier’s sallies are on a 
par with those of Bibi-la-Gaillarde; all 
that he says is coarse and commonplace. Peo- 
ple laugh, it is true, but gentlemen do not use 
such language, and, therefore, amusing though 
he be, Steiner is unnatural. He wants to win 
the heart of Nana, and for this tries to get him- 
self talked about, and so sets up a racing estab- 
lishment and rides his own horse at Long- 
champs and wins the stakes. Now, gentlemen 
do commit all these follies, but they do not put 
on a jockey’s cap and jacket and get into the 
foe sere all they do not win—when, like 

ailly, they weigh over 200 pounds, have legs 
not more than 18 inches long, and a paunch like 
that of Falstaff. Dailly is indescribably funny 
in the part; there is a smile on every 
face whenever he comes upon the stage, and a 
rueful look whenever he goes off of it. But he 
does not look his part, and it is a dereliction to 
realistic principles to give it to him, Nor is 1t 
realism to make Nana refuse the millionaire’s 
homage, disdain his rolls of bank-notes and his 
title deeds of a hotel worth 110,000f. Crea- 
tures of Nana’s class would no more refuse a 
rollof bank-notes or the title deed of a hotel 
than, to quote Dumas, “a stage-coach would 
refuse to transport a traveler who might offer 
to pay double fare.”” One of Dailly’s scenes is 
a positive ite Bo and yetsuchis its vulgarity 
that, interpreted by aay one else, it would be 
hissed even by a French audience, tolerant as 
the natives generally are. I need only add 
that I could not describe it to American readers. 

All through the first six tableaus the specta- 
tors at the first performance gradually worked 
themselves up to such a pitch of exasperation 
that Abel, who played the Countess ffat’s 
lover, Fanchéry, could not show himself with- 
out some “interpellation—not only from the 
‘*gods’’—and even Mille. Massin paled beneath 
her rouge with apprehensions ot a storm. But 
with the seventh tableau there was a change; 
it is admirably worked up; the situation is 
strong, it is in the order of human sentiments. 
Those which follow are equally pregnant; the 
confession by Phillippe that he has robbed 
the regimental funds to satisfy the caprices of 
his mistress, her burst of joy on finding that 
his love for her went even to the commis- 
sion of a crime, the suicide of her boy 
lover, the malediction of the heart-broken 
mother as she carries out her dying child, the 
despair of Nana—all this is first-class melo- 
drama, and is received, as it should be, with 
round after round of applause. With the 
eighth tableau, in which the author pretends 
to show the ravages of Nana’s deleterious in- 
fluence, I was displeased. Nothing in it in- 
terests me; Count Muffat is a solemn ass; the 
Marquis de Chouard a disreputable old repro- 
bate; the Countess Muffat a shameless hussy. 
They all wail and gnash their teeth over their 
wickedness, and talk about morality and vir- 
tue and give a lecture on vice and social 
philosophy. What use is there, I ask, of 

hilosophical homilies in a melodrama? 

tters have gone too far to be mend- 
of: they have spent all their money, 
there is not a leg left to either of 
the trio to stand upon. The Count 
avows his faults, which his wife already knew 
as well as himself, and asks her forgiveness, 
The Countess—nobody can imagine why— 
avows to her husband that she has had a lover. 
and then they fall into each other’s arms and 
decide-upon expiation by fire—in plain Eng- 
lish, me appliesa match to the window- 
curtains, and the repentant pair are burned to 
death. Of the tenth tableau, I shall dispose 
very briefly: Mlle. Massin, her beautiful fea- 
tures disfigured with the ravages of the loath- 
some disease, jumps out of bed, runs about 
the stage, chokes, has a rattlein her throat, 
and dies with a horrible shriek, while, through 
the windows come the strains of the ‘ Blue 
Danube,’”’ played by the orchestra of some 
pelgnnerth ‘ball. Some prone like such ex- 
hibitions; [:do not; the death of Coupeau was 
ve; the death of Nanais simply nause- 


“To. “pretend ‘that the author proposed to 
teach any moral lesson by this courtesan’s 
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history would be, I think, absurd; M. Zola; 
his adapter, M. Busnach, and his manager, M. 
Chabrillat, wanted something emotional, 
which might draw. ‘This they have accom- 
plished, because Parisian play-goers will al- 
ways be tempted by anvthing likely to ex- 
cite their unhealthy appetite, just as they 
made almost any sacrifice to get a window on 
the Place de la Roquette, when a notorious 
criminal was about to be guillotined. Nobody 
can really like the piece, and in no other 
country in the world, except, perhaps, 
Italy and Spain, where the people would en- 
courage gladiatorial exhibitions if licensed by 
the authorities, could ‘* Nana” be put upon the 
stage. Of its continued success even I am not 
perfectly assured ; it certainly will never attain 
the vogue of the ‘ Assommoir.” Strangely 
enough, the only thing real is the detail; the 
personages are unnatural, false are the senti- 
ments expressed, but the properties are exact. 
To obtain exactitude in petty matters 
seems to have been the main object 
of the stage manager’s solicitude, and 
yet this very attention to exactitude 
is cause that the only refreshing scene 
in the drama becomes almost a —" failure. 
The fourth tableau shows little Georges 
Hugon, familiarly known as Lizi, a lad of 17 
at the feet of the enchantress; they bill and 
coo, and talk sentiment, and Nana remembers 
her innocent girlhood and weeps with pleasure 
as she hears the song of the nightingale in the 
trees. The scene is pretty. It is a bright 
oasis in a desert of turpitudes. Alas, the 
nightingale introduced for the sake of realism 
ruins everything. Is it a mechanical con- 
trivance, or is Fuscin engaged to whistle in 
the slips? asked some wag in the audience on 
the first night. The question passed round 
the house, and from that moment everybody 
lost sight of the idyl. Besides, the nightingale 
is an intermittent nightingale, a well-bred 
nightingale, who never interrupts conversation, 
but stops his melody at the proper moment, 
and only resumes it to fill up the pauses of con- 
versation, whereas every person familiar with 
nightingales knows that such is not their habit. 
Then, in the same scene, there isa brook of real 
water which was much counted upon as an 
effect, as the fat banker, trying to jump 
over, does jump into it, and is drenched to the 
skin. But, like the nightingale, the brook is 
intermittent; the water only runs when 
wanted, which some spectator having noticed 
told his neighbor, after which three-fourths of 
the audience lost all their interest in the actors 
in watching for the resumption of the hydrau- 
lic operation, until another spectator dis- 
covered that, although VDailly indubitably 
falls into the water, his clothes do not cling to 
his body, as they would be sure to doif you 
or I, dear reader, fell into a brook, but, 
on the contrary, swell out like a balloon, 
which phenomenon, I heard explained by a 
matter-of-fact bourgeois who sat next me, is 
due to ‘‘his wearing india rubber undergar- 
ments.”? Now, all these trifles damage the 
piece by bringing it into ridicule, and against 
ridicule nothing can struggle long. The dis- 
favor encountered at the opening performance 
becomes more accentuated as time goes on, 
and the real public takes the place of the crit- 
ics. Last night, when I saw it, the audience 
murmured and manifested its displeasure so 
unmistakably that the author aud manager 
have acknowledged the necessity of eliminat- 
ing several of the most objectionable scenes. 
The third tableau, in which Nana appeared 
in her dressing-room, in a state of semi- 
nudity, had already been deprived of much 
of its realism by the Censorship Bureau, 
and what was left in produced so little effect 
that it has been struck out altogether, with it 
disappearing, also, the personageof Bordenave, 
the theatrical manager, one of the leading parts 
of the novel, but after this expurgation a mere 
supernumerary. Again, as the public is only 
interested in the adventures of Nana, and cares 
naught whatever for the misadventures of 
Count and Countess Muffat, MM. Zola, Bus- 
nach, and Chabrillat agree to suppress the 
ninth tableau, the effect produced by the burn- 
ing of the Muffat hotel not being more satis- 
factory than the effect of Mlle. Massin’s un- 
dress, These modifications,and a few others 
of minor importance, have brought down the 
piece to four acts, and will allow the curtain to 
fall finally at midnight, quite late enough when 
we consider that it rises at 7:45. 

Who was Nana, who was the original of M. 
Zola’s heroine? M. Zola’s friends and admir- 
ers will probably assert that she is the incar- 
nation of a class of which the type is a crea- 
tion of M. Zola’s genius. I presume to differ 
with this opinion, believing that when he wroie 
his novel, the individual whom he took asa 
model was the once famous Blanche d’ Antig- 
ny. For10 years this beautiful demi-mond- 
ane astonished all Europe with her prodi- 
galities. .At Bucharest she was on the eve of 
marriage with a Greek Archbishop; at St. 
Petersburg the gravest of statesmen committed 
all sorts of follies for her sake; on the banks of 
the Rhine a celebrated composer dedicated to 
her a waltz, ‘‘ La Reine de Wiesden ;”’ at Paris, 
whether she were present or absent, the 
newspapers were filled with praises. of 
her charms; so that she won an amount of pop- 
ularity not often acquired by even real talent. 
She, too, was born in humble life; a worthy 
village priest adopted.from charity the home- 
less orphan, gave her the first elements of educa- 
tion, and then got her admitted to the fashiona- 
ble Convent des Oiseaux, where this education 
was completed. Thence she passed, as cashier, 
into la Fileuse, a well-known shop in the Rue 
du Bac, not far from the Bon Marché, and 
thence, via Russia, into the demi-monde, 
where she appeared one day covered with 
rubies and diamonds, She was to be seen 
everywhere—in the Bois, at all the first 
representations, at every supper given by 
fast men at the Café Anglais or the Mai- 
son d@’Or. Gay Paris acknowledged her as 
its queen, and, when the fancy seized her 
to go upon the stage, flocked to applaud her 
début. She had no talent; she could neither 
sing well nor play well, but every one was 
fond of her, and her friends worked so dili- 
gently that the fogos accepted her as an art- 
ist. The Palais Royal, the Folies Dramatiques, 
the Menus Plaisirs, were, in turn, witnesses of 
her successes in the ‘‘ Chateau A Toto,’’ ‘ Les 
Mémoires de Mimi de Bamboche,”’ ‘‘ Le Petit 
Faust,’’ ‘* L’Csil Crevé,’? ‘* La Boite de Pan- 
dore,’’? and ‘“ Chilpéric.”? At heart Blanche 
was nota bad sort; she spent money like 
water, but never ruined any one, except her- 
self, wittingly. Charitable withal, if extrava- 
gant, adored by the poor, to whom 
she always left some souvenir of 
her munificence. In the court-yard of 
the Golden Chariot Hotel, at Forbach, 
there still remains an inscription scratched 
with a knife on the wall: ‘ Blanche d’ Antigny, 
21 Juillet, 1860,’ which the landlord preserves 
with jealous care, as he maintains that her 
warm recommendation of his establishment 
was the cause of its prosperity, and the 
hunchbacked hostler will tell you, with tears of 
gratitude in his eyes, that the first louis he 
ever owned was given to him by the actress, 
who wanted to ‘‘rub his hump for luck,’ on 
her dramatic tour through Germany. It was on 
her return from this excursion that happened 
an adventure typical of her character. She 
was in a carriage with two staid dowagers of 
the noble Faubourg. A conversation began, 
and Blanche, profiting by her refined 
training at the Oiseaux, so charmed 
her companions that they expressed 
hopes of a continuance of their acquaintance 
with this interesting widow who had thus en- 
listed all their sympathies. At the frontier, 
however, a change came over the spirit of their 
dream; the Custom-house officers were rude or 
careless, or tossed about her clothes irreverently, 
and in a rage she shouted from her seat, ‘‘ Vous 
ne pourriez eee aller plus doucement, tas de 
pigneufs !’’ I need scarcely add that the rest of 
the journey was passed in silence, 


Blanche’s ending, like Nana’s, was asad one; 
heart-broken by the death of the actor Luce, 
discouraged by a cabal of Italians at Alex- 
andria, she fell ill, and so soon as Paris learned 
her danger Paris forgot her existence. Only a 
few friends staid by her to the last. She was 
buried almost by charity, and yet the Hotel 
Drouot never saw such a throng of demi- 
monde celebrities as crowded to the sale of her 
effects. There was nome of great value to 
be disposed of; nearly all her jewelry had dis- 
appeared already, but all the women 
wanted some relic of her who would no longer 
be a rival, and the bidding reached fabulous 
proportions over a vase in massive silver, on 
the bottom df which was engraved: 


“‘ Le Club Rigolo reconnaissant 
A BLANCHE D’ANTIGNY, 
Saint Fetersbourg, 6-18 June, 1865." 


Blanche’s motto was: ‘‘ L’ Amour fait vivre,” 
and it killed her. In my humble judgment 
it is in the lifeof this woman that M. Zola 
has sought his prototype, as he has borrowed, 
in the matter of incidents, from Leon Gozlan, 
from the ‘‘Mémoires de Casanova,’ and, 
especially for the character of Count Muffat, 
from Otway’s ‘t Venice Preserved,” in which 
the courtesan Aquilena treats the Senator An- 
tonio precisely as Nana treats her stultified 
adorer. I recommend acomparison of the two 
books to all persons who may be curious to see 
for themselves that perhaps one of the most 
striking poomensin of naturalism is the plun- 
dering of the dead.

The vessel was built and owned in Sears- 
port, Me., and was of 547 tons burden. A dispatch 
from London states that the cargo is on fire. 

Lonpon, Feb. 15.—The British brig Elizabeth 
Scott, Capt. Scott, at Queenstown from Wilming- 
ton, had bulwarks and boats damaged on passage. 

The British beg Brunette, Capt. Winsor, from St. 
John, Newfoundland, Jan. 3, has arrived at Figuera. 
She lost two men on passage; also, boats and bul- 
warks, and jettisoned part of her cargo, 

The British bark Ada Melmore, Capt. Sewell, 
from New-York Jan. 26, has arrived at Queens- 
town. She lost her mate on passage; also, boats 
and stanchions, 

vEBEC, Feb. 15.—A letter received by Marine 
and Fisheries Department gives the particulars of 
the wreck of the ref Nonantum, near Cape An- 
guilla, on the coast of Newfoundland, in the latter 
part of December.

THE LATE FERNANDO WOOD. 
HIS BODY TO BE TAKEN TO WASHINGTON— 
HONORS TO HIS MEMORY. 

St. Louis, Feb. 15,—The remains of the Hon. 
Fernando Wood left Hot Springs at 10:30 o’clock 
this morning. 

Wasuineton, Feb. 15.—According to present ar- 
rangements, the special committees of the House 
and Senate will meet the remains of the late Fer- 
nando Wood at Pittsburg on Thursday morning, 


leaving Washington for that purpose to-morrow 
night. It is the present intention to bring the body 
to Washington, and have the funeral services in the 
hall of the House of Representatives. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed by the Committee of Ways and Means to-day. 

Resolved, That the Committee of Ways and Means 
have heard with profound sensibility and sorrow of the 
death of their late Chairman, the Hon. Fernando Wood, 
ot New-York; that wet desire to place on the records 
of the committee their high appreciation of the ability, 
dignity, and sonra wit whieh he presided over the 
committee, and of his distinguished services to the 
country as a member of the House of Representatives; 
that acopy of these resolutions be transmitted by the 
Chairman of the committee to the family of the de- 
ceased, with the expression of the deep sympathy of 
the members of this committee in the irreparable be- 
reavement which his family and friends have sus- 
tained. 

Littie Rock, Ark., Feb. 15.—Joseph L. R. Wood, 
the eldest son of the deceased Fernando Wood, ar- 
rived at Hot Springs yesterday afternoon. This 
morning all the business houses of that city were 
closed, while a committee of the City Council 
and of leading citizens escorted the remains to 
the depot. United States Deputy Marshal Barnes 
and Alderman Cuthbert escorted the body to this 
city. They were met here by a committee of the 
Arkansas Legislature, who will accompany the 
funeral party to St. Louis. From St. Louis the 
party will go direct to Washington via the 
Vandalia route. The funeral will take place from 
the late residence of Mr. Wood, in Washington, on 
Saturday afternoon. The remains will be taken to 
New-York for interment. The Legislature ad- 
journed over to-day out of respect for the memory 
of the deceased. 


MINING ENGINEERS’ MEETING. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 15.—The American In- 
stitute of Mining Engineers held its opening session 
this evening in the hall of the Franklin Institute, 
President W. P. Shinn in the chair. he delegates 
were welcomed by the Hon. Wayne MacVeagh. 
The President delivered an address, in which he 
claimed for the institute a large influence in the 
progress made during the last five years in the 
quantity and economy of production in the mining 
of iron and the precious metals, the manufacture 
of pig-iron and Bessemer steel, and other arts 
and industries of kindred nature. Pref. Moses 
read a paper on the new electric mining lamp 
perfected by Edison. The paper claimed that 
Edison’s invention met all the requirements which 
other inventions had failed to meet, and at its 
close a number of the lights, graded from 16 down 
to 4 candle-power, were exhibited. Afterthe meet- 
ing the members adjourned to the Penn Club 
rooms, where a reception was tendered them.

UNABLE TO FORM A POOL. 

CuicaGo, Feb. 15.—At an adjourned meet- 
ing of the managers of the South-western Railway 
lines to-day, the committee on a pooling plan sub- 
mitted a report, giving shares to the different 
roads on passenger traffic to points on 
the Missouri and beyond, The report met with 
opposition on account of the percentages 
given to several roads, and a difficulty arose 
over a number of unlimited tickets sold by the 
Wabash Road during the recent war in rates. The 
Wabash people declined to give the figures untii 
the pool was established, and the representa: 
tives of the other lines refused to agree 
to the terms of the pool until they knew 
the number of tickets the Wabash had sold. Neither 
party would give in, and the result was that the 
report of the committee was not agreed to,and 
the matter is left in statu quo.

St. Louis, Feb. 15.—While two locomotives 
were attempting to clear the track of the Rich- 
mond Branch of the Wabash Road late on Satur- 
day night, a rail broke, and the rear engino, with 
eight men on it, was thrown down a 80-foot 
embankment. Conductor Killiff was badly scalded 
and otherwise hurt; the engineer, Horace Denery, 
badly scalded; J. Sullivan, section boss, had sev 
eral ribs broken, and three others were more or less 
injured. 

As an engine of the St. Joseph and Western Road 
was crossing the bridge over Blue River, near 
Marysville, Kan., yesterday, the rails spread, and it 
was thrown to the river below and wrecked.

THE SUPPRESSION OF VICE. 


—$< 
GOOD WORK EFFECTED BY MR. COMSTOCK’S 
SOCIETY. 


The eighth anniversary of the Society for 
the Suppression of Vice was attended by a large 
audience of gentlemen in Association Hall last 
evening. The Treasurer’s report showed receipts 
of $7,500, and a balance on hand of $97 after clear- 
ing off all past indebtedness. Secretary Comstock 
said that the results of the past year’s work had 
been of the most gratifying character. 
In 1872, 165 different obscene books were printed 
in this country. Last year but two such books 
had been discovered, and the only immoral pic- 
tures captured had been imported from abroad. 
Not one in tenof those who to-day advertise to 
sell obscene matter do so. Their business is purely 
aswindle. None of the others keep any consider- 
able stock on hand, where formerly truck-loads 
were dealt in. Mr. Comstock gave numerous in- 
stances of the special work done bythe society 
last year. In one case the Superintendent ofa 
public school in Iowa had been detected 
writing for a supply of filthy books, 
and when confronted with this pleaded that 
he was forming a gentleman’s library. Two persons 
who were endeavoring to secure catalogues of 


students in schools under false representations 
were exposed. A quantity of foul matter ha ' been 
found in the hands of little children in various in- 
stitutions of learning. One lot had been thrown 
into the grounds of a young ladies’ seminary. Con- 
tinuing, he claimed that the streets of the Citv 
had been unusually free from peddlers of obscene 
articles, and the shop windows and secular 
newspapers had shown a greater regard for 
decency. There were, however, some newspapers 
still that ought to be suppressed at all hazards. | Ap- 
plause.] Passing to the subject of lottery-policy 
swindies, Mr. Comstock said that at the beginning 
of last apa there were 30 places which boldly ad- 
vertised to sell lottery tickets in defiance of law 
and 600 others which conducted their business 
more privately. He also referred to the low dives 
on Sixth-avenue, and charged that together 
they are responsible for a large proportion 
of the criminal classes. ‘‘None of these 
laces,” said the speaker, ‘‘could exist, except 
y the connivance of officials whose sworn duty it 
is to see the laws enforced.” [Applause.] As illus- 
trative of this fact he asserted that, although last 
year the lottery and policy dealers received $5,000,- 
000 of the people’s money in this City, a number 
who were convicted in the General Sessions were 
fined on an average a little over $9 each, and one 
manager who pleaded guilty last October was let 
off on payment of $5. In cases where policy shops 
had been “ pulled’ and policemen put in charge, 
the speaker at subsequent visits found the police- 
men present and the business going on as usual. 
Gov. Cornell’s Message, however, had awakened 
the United States courts to their duty, and of 13 
cases recently tried, 12 dealers had been convicted 
and fined $500 each, one had died, and the case of 
one is pending. This action had done more good 
than all the efforts that had previousiy been made 
in the same direction. What was still needed was 
a stronger ree sentiment and a condition of le- 
gislation which will not grant the criminal breeder 
impunity while punishing the criminal. [Applause.] 
President Colgate then delivered an of Seng in 
which he said that one of the most significant 
facts that had come to his knowledge was a state- 
ment recently made by the General Manager of 
the Dead-letter Office in Washington. Formerly, 
so many obscene articles passed through that 
office that it had never been deemed proper to 
employ ladies there until owe years ago. Last 
year not a single obscene book or article of 
any sort made its way into the office. Mr. Colgate 
said that continued vigilance was necessary not- 
withstanding, as the dealers only await an oppor- 
tunity to resume their work. The laws against 
obscenity and gambling were all that could be de- 
sired, but the Police could not be depended on to 
enforce them or the courts to sustain them. The 
Secretary then read the following letter amid great 
applause: 
MENTOR, Ohio, Feb. 8, 1881. 
DEAR Sir: Your letter of the 3lst January, inviting 
me to attend the anniversary of your society on the 
15th inst., is received. Iam glad to learn of the suc- 
cess of the society, and should be happy to comply 
with your suggestion of contributing to its future 
welfare by my presence on the occasion named, but 
my time is already disposed of in such a manner as 
to render it impossible. Regretting this, but thanking 
you none the less for the compliment of your invita- 
tion, I remain, very truly yours, J. A. GARFIELD. 
Taking advantage of the opportunity, Mr. Com- 
stock held the floor while he gave an explanation 
of *‘ policy,’? characterizing it asa scheme to rob 
the poor based on two fraudulent lotteries. The 
Rey. T. B. McDowell, of Brooklyn, then addressed 
the meeting. He ascribed the lack of popular 
sympathy for the society to ignorance 
of the magnitude of the evils which 
it seeks to _ eradicate, and to ae *mis- 
conception of the work thatis being done. The 
society was not interfering with liberty, because 
liberty is always in consonance with law. Nor did 
it tempt men to betray themselves in the sense 
meant, because it does not create the crimes which 
it exposes. As to the charge that its agent is an 
enthusiast, the speaker found nothing in that to 
grey for, but much tocommend. [Appiause.] 
If he occasionally made mistakes he might well be 
forgiven for that. An occasional train off the track 
and an occasional explosion are the penalties so- 
ciety pays for the blessing of steam. [Laughter 
and applause. } z 
The Rey. Dr. J. B. Thomas, who was the next 
speaker, delivered an earnest and eloquent plea in 
behalf of the society’s work. Ancient Athens, he 
said, preferred the draped to the nude Venus 
offered them by Praxiteles as their goddess. Yet, 
in the nineteenth century, in a City like this, little 
children cannot go to _ school without having 
their imaginations slimed by posters on the walls 
and papers on the stands. He decried the assumption 
that the evils complained of were exaggerated on 
the one hand, or that the labors of the society were 
exaggerated on the other. As for the so-called lib- 
erty of the press, he denied that anything of the 
kind existed. As well might people speak of the 
liberty of nitro-giycerine. [Laughter and applause.] 
If the nobler press of the City would take more in- 
terest in the work of the society, they would be 
serving their own interests in beating down those 
renegades who take shelter under their wing. [Ap- 
plause. | 
At this point a gentlemanin the audience arose 
and announced that $250 had been placed in his 
hands to be devoted to the special work of secur- 
ing evidence against lottery and policy dealers. 
Applause.] A contribution of $100 from Cornelius 
Janderbilt was also announced. A general col- 
lection was taken up, at which a goodly sum was 
realized. After benediction the meeting dispersed.

BREAKING UP A GANG OF THIEVES. 
Special Treasury Agent Brackett yesterday 
arrested Capt. David Evans and first mate Robert 
Jones, of the British bark Caroline, lying at Pren- 
tice’s stores, on a charge of stealing sugar from the 
vessel and selling it to one of the 500 speculators who 
deal in stolen goods along the Brooklyn river front.

FINANCE IN THE SENATE 


——_> 
A DAY OF DEBA‘1E ON THE FUND- 
ING BILL. 

MR. BAYARD ARGUING IN FAVOR OF A THREE 
AND ONE-HALF PER CENT. BOND AND 
THE OTHER COMMITTEE AMENDMENTs— 
THE LOW-INTEREST MEN MAKING A 
STOUT FIGHT. 

WasHInGTON, Feb. 15.—Mr. BAYARD opened 
the debate on the Funding bill in the Senate to-day, 
Calling attention to the proposition of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for a 3.65 loan, redeemable 
after 15 years, and that of the billasit came from 
the House for a 3 per cent. 5-10 bond, he said 
the provision for 314 per cent. five-twenty 1! onds 
reported from the Senate committee was a modifica- 
tion of both of these, while the amount of the is- 
sues remained as recommended by the Secretary 
and the House. As the term “five-twenties” appli- 
cable to this loan was favorably known tothe 
country, and one to which it had  be- 
come: accustomed, this feature alone was 
regarded as tending to enhance the proba- 
bility of the popular success of the 
loan. After referring to the exceptionally favora- 
ble condition of the times for the success of the 
loan, Mr. Bayard proceeded to detail the reasons 
influencing the committee's action in the choice of 
the rate reported. He said this choice was made 
because the committee believed the weight of au- 
thority was in favor of incurring no risk of failure 
in the negotiation of the loan. The feature of a 
permanent national debt possessed by the English 


Consols did not apply to our securities, and yet, 
during the last 50 years, the loans of Great Britain 
had touched par, he believed, only twice. The 
rate on the Consols during that peried had varied 
between 4and 844—he was speaking now of the 
return on their market value—and sometimes they 
had paid less than 3 to the investor. but these 
were the extreme figures. It might be said 
that investors in Consols during the 
Jast quarter of a century had _ received 
rather more than 3% per cent. for their money. 
The conditions applying to United States bonds do 
not apply to those of other countries, and yet are 
such as render it imperative that the United S:ates 
should maintain her bonds at par always. The 
credit of the country is all based upon Govern- 
ment foans, for we have tied together by 
law our credit and our banking system, 
and a sense of s-curity is needful where 
credit alone is relied upon. Our seeurity to- 
day for securing or assuring resumption was not 
the coin in the Treasury, but the authority of the 
Resumption act to the Secretary of the Treasury 
to sell the 4, 444, and 5 per cents at any time, and to 
any amount necessary, to buy gold and pay United 
States notes when presented. If there was 
no other consideration, the duty of placing 
specie resumption beyond doubt would be worth 
ten times the difference between 8 and 8%. We 
have no right to run any risk in that respect, and, 
moreover, the weight of opinion is against the 
lower rate. Under our free banking system, the 
volume of our currency depends upon commercial 
demand, not upon political exigencies. Except for 
wise restriction as to the securities and’supervision 
astoreserve, the affairs of the banks are managed 
and controlled by self-interest and without Gov- 
ernment interference, and the rate of interest, 
after all, is controlled by the average rate of profit 
derived from the employment of capital. oney 
will be cheap where confidence is abundant. The 
demands for capital all over the country in legiti- 
mate enterprises will make a Government loan at 
31% equitably low enough. 

In reply to the argument in favorof the lower 

rate, that the 4 per cents were now at $1 12 and 
$1 13 in the market, and thatif a 4 percent. was 
worth that a 3 per cent. was worth par, Mr. Bayard 
said the fact itself was in a great degree owing to 
the clamor and threat of issuing a 3 per cent. 
and compelling the banks to take them as the 
basis of their circulation. He did not think it busi- 
nesslike or reasonable to take the present exalted 
price of the 4 per cents. as a basis for calculation as 
to the price of the new issue. Under the fifth sec- 
tion, which the Senate committee had stricken out, 
the new bonds were to be the only ones receivable 
as security for national bank circulation, and 
the banks were to be compelled to ex- 
change higher rate bonds for those now 
issued, the intention thereby being to make a 
market for some $269,000,000 of the latter. In the 
opinion of the committee an exhibition of arbitrary 
power by the Government over matters touching 
its credit has never proved of value. To pass from 
the voluntary to the involuntary system would 
suggest distrust and want of credit, and this com- 
pulsory action would involve an interference with 
the rights of contract and propertyin the stock- 
holders of banks created by an act of Congress. It 
would be contrary to the spirit of our policy and 
government to compela reception of loans by any 
class of people. The committee’s amendment 
made the Road receivable, but not compulsorily 
so, by the banks. Then, in the first section $300,- 
000,000 of Treasury notes, payabie in 10 years, with 
a Government option to buy in one year were pro- 
vided for, the rate not to exceed 344. If the mar- 
ket proved favorable there would be nothing to 
prevent the saie at 8 or 244 percent. These Treas- 
ury notes are analagousin their use to what are 
termed Exchequer bills in the English system. The 
substitution of the words “Treasury notes’ for 
‘certificates’ has no special significance, the 
former being used as the more correct term. 
The fourth section, allowing the Secretary from 
time to time to assist the process of refunding by 
pao himself or by paying off the maturity 
»onds from the fund in the Treasury, had been 
amended to provide that this should be done tem- 
porarily, and that the resumption fund of gold and 
silver coin shall not be permanently reduced, and 
the Secretary would be enabled to avail himself of 
a 3 per cent. rate, if the opportunity afforded. 
The committee had differed with the House as to 
the amount to be allowed for the expense of pre- 
paring and disposing, &c., of the bonds, and the 
rate had been raised to one-half of 1 per centum. 
It had been shown to the committee that the ex- 
peuses of refunding amounted to three-eighths of 
1 per cenf., and our own, and the history of other 
Governments showed that such an operation had 
never been conducted atso lowa rate as one-fourth, 
in addition to modifying section 5, the committee 
had interpolated a new section (6) providing for 
the deposit of none but United States intere:t- 
bearing securities as collateral for deposits of Gov- 
ernment money. Under the law relating to these 
deposits, it seemed to have become a habit for the 
Secretary of the Treasury to recelve mortgages and 
otker securities upon the real estate of the institu- 
tions in which such deposits were made, and the 
amendment would prevent this hereafter. 
In conclusion, Mr. Bayard remarked that 
in the flush of hopeful confidence he 
would previde against dangerous surprises. 
The option of redemption in five years would give 
full opportunity to test the wisdom and efiiciency 
of the proposed rate, and a still lower rate could 
then be resorted to if practicable; but the present 
time afforded an opportunity not to be overlooked. 
While he appreciated the importance of refunding 
at a lesser rate, he would reaffirm his belief that it 
was even more important. to settle the currency in 
the bed-rock of staple value than even to reduce 
the yearly interest. 

Mr. McPuerrson, of New-Jersey, advocated a3 
per cent. 10-40 bond, claiming that the lower rate 
would effect a saving which otherwise would go to 
speculators and investors. He asserted that, aside 
from those interested in speculation. (and their 
number was small as compared with that of in- 
vestors,) very few financiers doubted the practica- 
bility of floating a 3 per cent. bond at this 
time. Those speculators, aided by a subsidized 
press, had attempted to influence Congressional 
action against the lower rate by manipulations of 
the market, but the fact that the 4 percents had 
meanwhile advanced was an additional proof that 
the committee’s recommendation would be an act 
of folly. The provision that the Treasury notes 
might be negotiated at less than 3% per cent. im- 
plied that this rate was not to be adhered to, and 
the committee had set at defiance alllaws of 
finance in assuming that a short loan would have a 
preference over the one fora long term. Accord- 
ing to his own understanding, the long bond sub- 
served its own purpose and that of the short 
bond also. ; 

Mr. Ferry asked Mr. McPherson whether he did 
not recognize the fact that a bond on which there 
was alarge premium must necessarily be subject 
to fluctuations in value. Persons in business would 
not be so likely to invest ina long bond at a high 
premium as they would in a short boid selling at 
par. : 

Mr. McPurrson replied that he was surprised to 
hear such a query froma member of the Finance 
Committee if that member had favored the com- 
mnittee’s report. The 4 per cents were selling to- 
day at a premium that yielded but little more than 
8percent. to the purchaser, and were liable, of 
course, to fluctuation. At the same time, the 
Finance Committee proposed to pay 344 on bonds 
to be issued, and therefore had assisted the fluctua- 
tion. Had it not been for this the proposed 
3 per cents could to-aay be sold at a premium. As 
long as this hope was held out he (Mr. McPherson) 
was not surprised at the fluctuation. He went on 
to argue that experience had shown that along 
bond was more valuable for investment than a 
short one at like rate. : 

Mr. Kernan, of New-York, spoke in opposition 
to along bond. He believed it a wise policy on the 
part of the Government to keep control of the 
option of paying the debt. He did not believe that 
even a 3 per cent. debt was a blessing to the coun- 
try. Instead of relieving the people of the pay- 
ment of interest, the surplus revenue wouid be used 
in other ways, and it was not always good for the 
people to spend their money instead of paying their 
debts. He understood the House of Representatives 
to be firm in the determination to have a bond 
with a short option, so as to be able to pay the 
debt out of the surpius revenue. He understood 
that that body would rather pay a higher rate of 
interest with a short bond than pay a lower rate 
on a long bond: and he thought that the gentlemen 
who held that opinion were right. 

The question was thentaken on the amendment 
reported by the Finance Committee to make the 
clause read: “The Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authonzed totssue bonds to an amount not 
exceeding $400,000,000,"" and it was agreed to. The 
next amendment of the Finance Committee was 
to imsert.the words ‘“‘in denominations of $50 
or some multiple of that sum,” and was also 
adopted. 

The next amendment of the Finance Committee 
was to make the rate of interest 344 instead of 3 
percent, Mr. Voorszes. of Indiana, (a member of 
the Finance Committee,) said that, while in the 
committee he had agreed to the amendments re- 
ported, he had still reserved the right of CoS gre 
them in the Senate, and he now opposed this 
amendment eases he ae that the bonds 

e@ floated at 3 per cent. 
cnn Eaton, of Connecticut, expressed the belief, 


from conversations with financiers of great ability, 


that a 3 per cent. 10-30 bond could be floated with 
ease. He regretted that when the last Funding 
bill was under consideration he had yielded hia 
opinion (that a 31% per cent. bond could be floated} 
to that of the Secretary of the Treas : 
thought that only a4per cent. could be floated, 
He should vote for the pending bill if it could not 
be soenees, he ossnt it ought to be changed, 
and as a sort of compromise he m that 
of fag: pees be gcd er por — atate 
Tr. BAYARD Op the amen ‘ 
port of the Committee on Vineoes wen tha Geman 
sion of its best judgment as to wnat was most de- 
sirable for the Government. The Finance Com: 
mittee could conscientiously advise the Senate to 
accept the proposition of the committee, but it 
could not advise the Senate to accept the amend- 
ment suggested by the Senator from Connecticut. 
There ought not to be experitental legislation in 
this matter. The Senate owed it to the country to 
make the bill a certainty and a success. In his 
judgment the great weight of such i as was 
entitled to influence was in favor of fixing tie rate 
of interest at not less than 344 per cent. 

Mr. Bayarp, in reply to a question, said thata 
friend had just made for him the computation of 
the return to the investor of a 4 per cent. bond at 
the present market rate—113. The return was 3.54 
per cent. 

_ “Mr. PLump asked Mr. Bayard whether that took 
into consideration the loss of the premium. 

Mr. BaYarp expressed the opinion thatit did not. 
He eulogized the French Government for their 
financial management during the last 40 years, and 
remarked that the French rentes (paying 3 _ 
cent.) were selling at 84, which paid the holder 
tween 4 and 5 per cent. 

Mr. Watace, of Pennsylvania, (a member of the 
Finance Committee,) said that that committee had 
fixed upon 34 as the best rate at which Govern- 
ment bonds could be floated. Still, that was not a 
unanimous report. Some members of the commit- 
tee (including himself) held a different opinion. If 


"a 3 percent. bond could be floated it ought to be 


done and there should be no hesitation about mak- 
ing the attempt. He did not see why, in view of 
the fact that one-tenth of the whole debt would ba 
redeemable at the end of 10 years, and would be 
payable at the end of 40 years. the Government 
should be deprived of a 10 instead of a 5 years’ 
option as to these new bonds, particularly while 
there was an abundance of obligations that 
would mature during the next 10 years in 
the form of Treasury notes and in the form 
of sinking fund requirements. Hence, he favored 
a 3 per cent. bond redeemable in 10 years and‘pay- 
able in 40 years. He was opposed to the section in 
the House bill which made it compulsory on the 
national banks to use 3 per cent. bonds as deposits 
for their circulation. He agreed with the conserva- 
tive “enator from Delaware in Ry 5 pomeener to that 
section. He wanted no coercion of financial insti- 
tutions in this matter. 

Mr. Becx, of Kentucky, also a member of the 
Finance Committee, expressed the doubts which 
he had entertained on the question. Holders of 
the outstanding 5 and 6 percent. bonds did not 
want any funding bill at all, because they would 
receive in the next year $12,000,000 more as interest 
than they would if they exchanged their bonds 
even for 344 per cent. bonds. The national banks, 
too, were afraid that they would be compelled te 
take 8 percent. bonds, and these classes would 
endeavor to make a 3 per cent. bond a failure. 
Persons had been before the committee asserting 
their confidence in the success of a 3 per cent. bond, 
who, he had no doubt, were actuated by a desire 
to make the funding project a failure, and thus 
get this $12,000,000 out of the Treasury next year, 
and yet at the same time, while he was apprehen- 
sive in their regard, he was almost persuaded by 
other men whom he believed in good faith, and 
who represented to the committee that a 3 per 
cent. bond could be floated. That was wherein lay 
his aifficulty. 

Mr. McPuerson made a suggestion about avoid- 
ing a surplus in the revenue by reducing taxation. 

Mr. Breck, in answer to the suggestion, turned 
fiercely upon Mr. McPherson, and in an angry 
tone said: ‘‘Yes, and have ali the pro- 
tectionists howling at us, and have the Sen- 
ator from New-Jersey howling at us in the 
interest of the silk manufactories of his State.” 
He went on to say that if there were any doubts 
about floating a 3per cent. bond, it might be made 
certain by giving to the national banks who 
deposited them for their circulation a rebate 
of one-half of 1 per cent. on the present tax 
on circulation. However, nothing was so bad 
as inaction in the matter, and he was in 
favor of a 84% percent. bondif a3 per cent. bond 
could not be fioated. But he was not willing to 
lose the opportunity of the present favorable con- 
dition of things by doing nothing and paying $12,- 
000,000 interestjunnecessarily next year. He should 
vote against the 344 per cent. amendment, hoping 
that other amendments would be made which would 
enable a 3 per cent. bond to be floated; but if he 
could not get that done, and if the bill threatened 
to fail, he would vote for a 3% per cent. bond 
rather than that the bill should fail. 

Mr. Krrxwoop offered an amendment, making it 
the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
authorize public subscriptions to be received at ail 
Government depositories and national banks, for 
the bonds and Treasury notes authorized in the bill 
for 30 days before giving any award to, or making 
any contract with, any syndicate or individuals or 
bankers, and to award the full amount of such 
subscription. 

Without action the Senate adiourned.

ART MAGAZINES. 
DHE AMERICAN ART REVIEW for January. Estes & 

Lavelat. Boston, New-York, and Chicago. 

The first article, on William Merritt 
Chase, is illustrated by an admirable etching 
py Unger of Mr. Chase’s portrait of Frank 
Duverneck. Some time ago one of our monthly 
magazines gave a good wood-cut of this cap- 
ital work, which now appears in its most ap- 
proved form, Unger’s etching is a fine exam- 
ple of this master’s method. Clear, distinct, 
without feebleness of line, faithful in portray- 
ing color, it is finished, without being finick- 
ing. A wood-engraving of the artist, cut by 
G. Kruell, is an excellent portrait. It is 
strong, effective, and can be taken as a model 
of itskind. It has the great advantage of 
having been well printed. This is good honest 
art, as it finds expression, with a graver’stools 
on wood, and should stand as high as even 
Unger’s etching. Mr. Chase’s ‘‘ Portrait of a 
Lady,” copied by F. Juengling, is one of those 
special pieces of wood-cutting for which we in 


the United States have almost the specialty. 
Tints are light, colors are fleshing. e imi- 


tate'as no others have yet even tried to do the 


most transient effects of painters, There is 
exceeding delicacy about it, not always fully 


appreciated. Itis as peculiar in itself asif anew 
method had been invented, and the graphic 
art produced by novel materials. The 
pld school does not like it, and why? 
Because it runs exactly counter to their 
conservatism. Still, it is a charming pic- 


ture, being full of originality in the wood- 


engraver’s calling, and producing effects 
which were unknown before. Mr. C. H. 
Miller’s etching of ‘‘ Valley Spring”’ is afairly 
vigorous piece of work, without any other 
special merit. In the article on the second 
annul exhibition of the Philadelphia Society 
of Arts there isa good process copy of Mr. 
Frank Moss’s ‘Resurrection o Jairus’s 


Daughter,” which Mr. Koehler says ‘is a 


well-balanced composition, showing traces of 
reflection, even in the sombre scale of the 
eolors chosen.’’ This picture, which has a 
great deal of merit of it, of that religious char- 
acter so little appreciated in this country, 
** suffered to a greater degree than did most of 
its companions from the unfortunate place it 
had given it. Works of this kind do not want

This is anumber of singular excellence, not 


only from the fine character of the illustra- 
tions, but from the interesting character of the 
text. “*‘The Last Evening in England,” an 
stching by Hood, is by the same artist, whose 
**Gentle Knight” attracted such marked atten- 


jion in the last number of the Fortfolio, The 


idea conveyed is that of aman and woman 
who ars about leaving their country. The 
emigrant stands on the stone quay, and beside 
him is seated his wife, who holdsachild. Mr. 
G. P. Jacomb Hood has that great power of 
creating sympathy. There is really in the de- 
tailof his work no great aftempt at manual 


skill, and it would seem true that if he aimed 
at more accomplished manual work, he would 
probably spoil his etching by too much care- 
fulness about minor matters. An etching of 
A. Brunet Debaines, after W. L. Willie, 
‘“* Shipping on the Mersey,”’ is a charming 
piece of work. Weare ae much inclined 
to give our English friends the first place for 
work of this character. It isa pleasant, quiet 
morning, right close to Liverpool, and steam- 
ers, tugs, and small craft are making for port. 
Yhere is hardly any wind, and the water is 
barely rippled. Without being too minute in 
its details, it gives an excellent impression of 
a harbor thronged with moving vessels. Most 
especially is the tone of the picture perfect 
with its sky, through which occasional flecks 
of clouds are driving. A portrait of Sylvanus, 
reproduced by Amand Durand after Rem- 
brandt’s etching, is excellent as furnishing op- 
portunity for study and comparison. In this 
etching Rembrandt used for the lighter shades a 
faint stipple. It will be noticed more particu- 
larly inthe head how exceedingly fine are the 
lines of the needle. But this use of the stipple 
must have been intended for a special 
urpose, not with the idea of hurry- 
ig forward a piece of work, for by 
examining the curtain, on the left hand 
side, the texture of the dress, and the back- 
ground, a wonderful amount of delicate etch- 
ing will be noticed. Lines cross and recro}s, 
and in some respects tke ‘‘ Sylvanus’? may be 
considered as among the most laborea of ail 
Rembranat’s etchings. In the text there is an 
nstructive article on some old wood-cuts, with 
such fillustrations as the ‘‘Standard-bearer of 
Shaffhausen” and Diirer’s*‘ St. George Slaying 
the Dragon.”’ In the Ari Chronicle the faint- 
st note of disapprobation is heard in regard to 
Mr. Whistler’s 12 Venetian etchings, the com- 
plaint being ‘‘that there is so little in them.” 
A fairly long paragraph on Mr. Whistler con- 
cludes as follows: ‘‘it seems to us that in 
etching, as in painting, Mr. Whistler has been 
trying how much can be suggested with the 
least apparent labor, and that he is anxiously 
striving to maintain a peculiar kind of reputa- 
tion which has its own great perils.’ This bit 
of criticism will fit the works of many other 
than Whistler, 

—The Etcher. London: Sampson Louw, 
Marston, Searle & Rivington. New-York: J. 
W. Bouton. A portrait study, an etching 
of E. de Liphart, is the salient print in the De- 
cember number of the Hitcher. It represents 
the head of a girl of some 12 years old, and is 
charming in its drawing and technique. It is 
realistic enough to be an excellent portrait, 
and the delicacy of the lines enhance its pleas- 
ant character. What is essentially good about 
it is the drawing. Details of hair without 
finicking elaboration show wonderful skill in 
the handling of the needle. It is quite a long 
time since we have seen so excellent a picture 
in the Hitcher. The ** Three-decker at Her Last 
Moorings,’’ by J. E. Hodgson, is lusty etching, 
but hardly beyond the scope of usual work, noris 
there very much to be commended in Alfred 
Withers’s ‘‘ Hastings Old Town.”’ Itmay bea 
very truthful picture, but it is hardly treated 
in an artistic manner. For 1881 the publishers 
of the Etcher promise contributions from many 
leading English and foreign artists, among 
them Calderon, Alma Tadema, Macbeth, Haig, 
David Law, Montefiore, rwick, Lalanne 
Lhermite, Gravesande, and Buhot. Among 
recent sales of etchings in the art gossip we no- 
tice the fojlowing: Rembrandt’s ** The Descent 
from the Cross,’’ second state, £45; “St.

GREEK SCULPTURZ 


A HISTORY OF GREEK SCULPTURE. From the 
Earliest Times Down to the Ageof Pheidias. By 
A. 8. Murray. London: JOHN Murray, New-York: 


ScRIBNER & WELFORD, 1880. 


This is an extended treatise on the finer dis- 


tinctions to be drawn between the sculptured 
remains of Greek art which have so far been 
handed down in museums or discovered during 
the last 800 years in Asia Minor, Greece, and 
Italy. It is just such a book as the manager of 


Greek and Roman antiquities in the British 


Museum might be expected to write in the 


present day. Mr. Murray belongs to the 
growing class of antiquarians who follow Ger- 
man precedents in the care with which they 
sift authorities and the prudence with which 


they abstain from startling theories or perilous 
conclusions, Along with this soundness of 


view and thoroughness of discussion there 


runs the inevitable disadvantage of unpop- 
ular treatment. Mr. John Ruskin, for ex- 
ample, occupies the other position. He is 
all theory and enthusiasm, and what 


he lacks in exactness he makes up in pictur- 


esqueness, The method of Mr, Murray is 


that of all serious investigators who have seen 
too much of the actual objects with which he 
deals not to know that mistakes are easier to 
make than truths to discover. He quotes 
chapter and verse from ancient and modern 


authorities, considers respectfully the theories 


of German, French, and Italian writers before 
himn, and will not advance before he has tested 
the ground thoroughly. He is like the popular 
elephant of the boy’s reading-book. If the 
bridge feels shaky, he refuses_to cross the 
river. It will not doto cail Mr. Murray’s 
book an elephant exactly. All that could be 
done to make it pleasant reading he has done, 
chiefly by the expedient of foot-notes, In the 
main his proofs lie in favor of the strong 
Phoenician element which is being discovered 
in the earliest Greek art, and which Mr. Glad- 
stone, in several of his able books touching on 
classic literature, has more than _hint- 
ed at. Mr. Murray does not impress 
strongly on his reader that art pro- 
ceeded in the main from Babylonia over West- 
ern Asia Minor into the north and then the 
south of Greece, but that is because of his con- 
servative mode of utterance rather than any 
sign of want of belief in sucha migration. In- 
deed, he forms a pleasant contrast to the some- 
what wild and imaginative treatment which 
Mr. Gladstone is disposed, and perhaps by rea- 
son of his multitude of cares compelled, to ac- 
cord to such subjects, for he isin the position 
of an expert who weighs the theories of a more 
brilliant mind. When he corroborates, there- 
fore, there isso much the more glory to the 
other. Sometimes ho inclines against Mr. 
Gladstone, as where he gives more weight to 
the theory that the Kuanos of Homer meant 
steel rather than bronze, as the Premier of 
England argued in ‘“‘ Juventus Mundi.”’ 


“The various handicrafts prosecuted by the 
Greeks in Homeric times include spinning, weav- 
ing, and embroidery, pottery, saddlery, carpentry, 
masonry, working in gold, silver, copper, fuanos, 
iron, tin, and lead. Some of the designations of 
metals are confessedly vague. Chalkos, originally 
the name of copper, still continued to be applied 
when the copper, alloyed with a small perceratage 
of tin, came to be what is now called bronze; but 
whether this alloy was actually known in Homeric 
times is more than open to doubt. The chalkeus, 
or smith, was a worker in all metals. Again, it has 
been questioned whether the term Xassileros. as 
employed by the poet, properly corresponds to 
the qualities of tin, though ancient authori- 
ty is in the affirmative. But the chief 
dificulty is in determining the nature of 
kuanos, which, according to some, judging 
from the epithets applied to it, must mean steel, 
while others would prefer to identify it with 
bronze. Certainly it would seem that if one metal 
more than another could be compared for its bril- 
liant colors with arainbow and with serpents, as is 
the kuanos in the armor of Agamemnon, that metalis 
steel. Nor can it be forgotten that a process of 
making, if not actually steel, yet something very 
like it, was known, since it is attested by an inci- 
dent the memory of which can never be effaced. 
Ulysses, recounting how he and his companions 
thrust the red-hot yrs of a stake into the one eye 
of Polyphemus as he lay overcome with wine and 
sleep, says that the blood hissed, as when a smith 
dips a great axe into cold water to harden it, for in 
that is the strength of iron.” 

A word should be given for the broad type 
end many illustrations of this volume. The 
latter are more than 70 in number, inclusive 
of 11 plates. Itis what the author calls it—a 
narrative of the rise and progress of Greek 
sculpture. Yet itis plainly an introduction to 
asecond yolume, which will treat of the age 
following Pheidias, and, at the rate given in 
the opening volume, Mr. Murray may not be 
content with less than a third. Scholars even 
more tban artists will welcome the study. The 
attempt to reconstruct from Homer the sword 
of Achilles, and from Hesiod the shield of 
Hercules, is ingenious and plausible, use hav- 
ing been made of the treasures of Egyptian, 
Pheenician, and Ionic art which the British 
Museum contains. There are several refer- 
ences to the Cesnola collection in the Metro- 
politan Museum.

THE NEW PRODUCE EXCHANGE. 

The Building Committee of the Produce Ex- 
change have selected four of the seventeen sets of 
plans sent in for competition for the erection of 
the proposed new Exchange building, and have 
displayed them on temporary racks on both sides 


of the staircase on the upper floor. Ail day yes- 
terday they were surrounded by admiring crowds, 
who found it difficult to make achoice between 
them. The committee refuse to disclose the names 
of the fortunate architects, but their mottoes are, 
respectively, ‘‘Adsum,” **Qui Tam,’ ‘ Ceres’? and 
“In me mea spes omnis.” In all four cases the 
general design is of that composite style of archi- 
tecture of which the Western Union build- 
ing and the United Bank building, at Wall- 
street and Broadway, are examples. The interior 
arrangements of all are very nearly alike, 
the instructions of the committee having been 
closely observed in each case. Whichever plan is 
adopted, the new structure will be very imposing 
and beautiful. It will be of brick, with stone trim- 
mings, partly ornamental. A tower with a clock 
will be one of its features, and over the various 
doorways will stand symbolical statues. The street 
floor will be divided into offices. The second and 
third floors wiil contain the Exchange proper, with 
aroof of glassin the centre, officers’ rooms, a re- 
ception room, a library, and committee rooms, 
The fourth, fifth, sixth, and seventh stories will be 
divided into neat offices. The building will have 
entrances on each street, and will be provided with 
two elevators and every other convenience. After 
the plans have been — 10 days the members 
will decide between them by ballot, and then the 
name of the winning architect and a full descrip- 
tion of his design will be given to the public.

SHAKING THE THEORY OF FEIGNED 
UNCONSCIOUSNESS. 


DR. ALEXANDER AGAIN CROSS-EXAMINED 
SEVERELY—WHY HE BELIEVED THE 


CADET WAS SHAMMING—A DULL ENIFE IN 
COURT—WHITTAKER’S PULSE AND EYES. 

The severe cross-examination of Surgeon 
Alexander by ex-Gov. Chamberlain was continued 
before the Whittaker court-martial yesterday. 
This witness was the first man at West Point to ad- 
vance the theory that Whittaker was feigning un- 
consciousness when discovered, cut down, and un- 
dergoing examination at Surgeon Alexander’s hand 
—a period altogether of about 20 minutes. The 
importance of discovering the grounds of this 
theory, and of breaking down the theory itself if 
possible, was fully realized by Whittaker’s counsel. 
To this end ex-Gov. Chamberlain and Prof. Greener 
have applied themselves. In answering their ques- 
tions, the witness on several occasions showed 
a desire to evade the points involved, and 
more than once was directed by Gen. Miles to 
frame direct answers. Surgeon Alexander ad- 


mitted that the statement, ascribed by Whittaker 
to one of his assailants, that he would place a hand- 


kerchief under his head to prevent his bleeding too 


much would, if true, tend to increase Whittaker’s 


mental excitement. An excessive action of the 
heart would, the witness admitted, producé an _un- 
usual flow of blood, and faintness might result in 
consequence. Sometimes an excessive rush of blood 
to the head would produce unconsciousness, while 
it was equally true that a flow of blood away from 
the head would produce the same effect. He did 
examine Whittaker’s wounds the following day, 


and the Cadet fainted under the operation. 
Q.—Did he show apy indications then of faint- 
ing? A.—No; I don’t know that he did. I should 


judge that he was susceptible to influences that 
would cause fainting. Mental shock, continued 
the witness, is one of the strongest influences to 
which the human system can be subjected, and 
death is sometimes the result. A slight injury, ac- 
companied_ by shock, is more liable to cause faint- 
ing if blood flows. He admitted that at his quar- 


ters that morning he did say it was a —— out- 
rage, and any Cadet who didn’t swear himself in- 


nocent ought to be dismissed at once, ; 
Q.—And yet after your first examination of Whit- 
taker you went out and said to Col. Lazelle that 
the Cadet was feigning an insensibility that did not 
exist? A.—Yes. I still thought he had been as- 
saulted, but supposed he desired to exaggerate the 
injury. Upon more careful consideration of the 
case that morning the witness safd he came to the 
eonclusion that Whittaker had mutilated himself 


or had the assistance of accomplices, and this led 
to the remark he made at his quarters, 


Q.—Did you see any evidences that would con- 
nect any accomplices with the act? A.—(After 
some deliberation)—I saw nothing that Mr. Whit- 
taker was not capable of doingto himself. No, I 
did not see any such evidences. It would, the wit- 
ness admitted, bea brutal thing to mutilate one’s self, 
anda person should be suspected of suchan act 
only on the very strongest evidence. : 

To Judge-Advocate Gardner—Yes. Whittaker 
would have been obliged to lie very still for such 


slight injuries to have been inflicted. = 

T'o Prof. Greener—I thought I was justified in 
forming the conclusion that Whittaker was sham- 
‘ming, from the fact that my examination developed 
no evidences of concussion of the brain. My reason 
for thinking he was a coward was that he failed to 
offer any resistance to his assailants. I don’t 
think that the darkness, the number of assailants, 
a remark to the effect that he was a dead man if 
he made an outery, or any of the surrounding cir- 
cumstances, as described by Whittaker, were sufli- 
cient to justify his non-resistance. Ithink he lost 
a@ very excellent opportunity for distinguishing 
himself and bringing credit upon his race. 

To a series of written questions put by the court, 
the witness replied: Yes, the fact that the pupil of 
his eye responded to the light was a certain indica- 
tion of consciousness. I should say from the ap- 
pearance of the blood that the cuts had been in- 
flicted from two to four hours. Cases are reported 
in all countries of mutilation being a common re- 
sort to escape military service. Whittaker’s pulse 
was beating from 68 to 70 to the minute when I ex- 
aminedit. Ifhe had been through gieat mental 
excitement I should probably have found it running 
from 80 to 100 beats to the minute. The pulse of a 
man who had fainted would be much slower than 
Whittaker’s, running down as low as 40. and from 
that to 60. If aperson fainted and then passed into 
a profound slumber. on awaking to counsciousness 
I should expect to find his pulse in a normal con- 
dition. The cut on the back of Whittaker’s head 
was slight, and was probably made by some very 
sharp instrument pressed upon the skin. 

The knife found in Whittaker’s room was pro- 
duced and the witness thought it was sharp 
enough todo the cutting. It was handed around 
among the members of the court. Gen. Miles 
managed to cut a finger nail with its sharpest 
blade, It was evident from the contented smile 
that sat upon the court after the examination was 
concluded that no great impression had been 
formed of the cutting powers of the puny weapon. 

To Major Merrill—If Whittaker had been kneeling, 
a person from behind might have made the cuts on his 
ears and the marks on his hair. Isaw no indications 
that the water in his wash-bowl had been used to 
remove blood from his fingers. If Whittaker 
daubed the blood on the Indian club before being 
tied, I should suppose, assuming that he tied him- 
self, that he would necessarily have daubed some 
on the bandages. I saw no blood on the bandages. 

Col. Morrow (with dramatic earnestness)—If in 
the darkness of night a person, suddenly aroused 
from his slumbers, should find three masked men 
in his room, should be pulled out of his bed, cut 
and bound, and should be menaced with death if 
he made any outcry—would not, I ask, uncon- 
sciousness be produced on that person if he was a 
timid person? You have used astronger word. I 
use the word timid? A.—If a man went through 
all that and did not faint, I see no reason why he 
should faint afterward. 

Col. H. M. Lazelle, the commandant of West 
Point, was next examined, and testified in corropb- 
oration of what has already been published con- 
cerning the occurrences of the morning of April 6. 
He will be cross-examined at to-day’s session of

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SHIPS IN TROUBLE AT SEA. 
Sen coal —— 
RUN INTO OFF BARNEGAT—SHORT OF 
—PROBABLE LOSS OF A BARK. 
The Norweigan bark Skudesnaes, Capt. 
Kjeldsen, which arrived from Aberdeen yesterday, 
was caught in a severe gale on Jan. 3, in latitude 
20° and longitude 20°. Stormy weather continued 
until the 2ist. On Friday last, in latitude 36° and 
longitude 74° 80’, an Italian bark showing the let- 
ters ‘‘N M T J.”’ was spoken. Her master re- 
ported that she was bound from Genoa for this 
port, and had already been 71 days out. On the 
following day, during a dense fog, the Skudesnaes 
was run into by an unknown vessel. Her rigging 
was somewhat torn. but otherwise she was unin- 
jured. The collision occured 25 miles off Barnegat. 


The bark Harry Buschman, which arrived from 
Newry yesterday, was 60 days in crossing the 
ocean. Heavy gales from the west and north-west 
blew during the early part of the passage 
and the bark stood to the southward, where she 
met with moderate weather. On Feb. 2, in latitude 
21° 22’ and longitude 59° 41’, she spoke a Norwegian 
bark, which showed the signal letters ‘‘“S D W 
Vy.” The latter reported that she was short of pro- 
visions, but the Buschman’s supply was so low that 
she could offer the stranger nothing. Capt. Bright- 
man, of the brig Pearl, which arrived from Port 
Spain yesterday states that on Jan. 20, in latitude 
26° 80’ and longitude 70°, he passed the wreck ofa 
large vessel floating bottom upward. Severe 
weather was experienced after passing Hatteras. 
The schooner G, W. Anderson, from St. Croix, 
met with very heavy gales after passing latitude 
30° north, She was obliged to put into Wilmington 
for a harbor and in order to obtain fresh supplies. 
The bark G. T. Ray, from Demarara, experienced 
heavy adh prone | gales during her whole pas- 
sage, which occupied 32 days. The seas were very 
heavy and her bulwarks were stove in. Heavy 
westerly storms were encountered by the 
bark Agnes, from Bordeaux, after passing 
the Banks. Several sails were blown away. while 
others were badly split. The ship Marlborough, 
from London, was detained in the English Channel 
17 days, owing to heavy westerly gales. After 
passing the Channel, she went to the southward 
and had moderate weather, J. W. Parker & Co., 
of No, 125 Pearl-street, the agents of the bark Hen- 
rietta, which sailed from this port for Antwerp on 
the 18th of last October, now regard that vessel as 
lost. She carried a cargo of 33,000 bushels of corn, 
one-third of which was in bags and the remainder 
in bulk. Mr. Parker has slight hopes that the crew 
may have been picked up by some vessel bound for 
China or the East Indies. The Henrietta was com- 
manded by Capt. Sylvester, a young man, but a fine 
navigator, who is highly spoken of by his agents. 
tae missing vessel was owned by a Liverpool 
ouse.

ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 

The trial of Charles F. Holbrook for shoot- 
ing James McCagney dead in a liquor store at the 
corner of Ninth-avenue and Twenty-ninth-street, 
on the night of Nov. 17, 1880, was begun in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, Judge Barrett pre- 
siding, yesterday. Holbrook is indicted for mur- 
der in the second degree. He is of respectable ap- 
pearance, and gives no evidence of a violent tem- 


He says he shot McCagney in self-defense. 
Assistant District Attorney Lyon conducts the 


prosecution, and Messrs. William F. Kintzing and 
Maurice Mayer appear forthe prisoner. The first 
witness was Dr. P. E. Donlin, Deputy Coroner, who 
testified that McCagney’s death was caused by a 
bullet which lodged in the base of his brain. Matthew 
Burns, keeper of the store in which the murder 
occurred, testified that Holbrook entered his place 
and asked several persons to drink with him. 
McCagney then came into the bar-room and asked 
several other persons to drink with him, after which 
he turned and said to Holbrook: * I didn’t see you 
before.”” McCagney and Holbrook exchanged’ re- 
marks, which Burns could not hear, and immedi- 
ately the former struck the latter in the face. Hol- 
brook pushed his assailant away, saying: * I don't 
want anything to do with you; keep away from 
me.’? A moment later Burns heard some person 
ery: “Look out for the revolver!” and heard 
pastok-anots. He crouched behind some champagne 
poxes, and could not see who was discharging the 
revolver. When he arose from his place of shelter 


the room was filled with smoke and McCagney’'s 
lay upon the floor. The other ms had 

fled. James McGuire testified that he saw the 

astay, and that M ey was the ageressor, 
itted that he had nm in State Bc ww and 

that when McCagney started to strike 

moyed out of his way.

PATERSON JEWELERS ROBBED. 


THE WORK OF DARING BURGLARS — $6,000 
WORTH OF PROPERTY STOLEN. 

One of the most daring burglaries ever per- 
petrated in Paterson, N.J., occurred in that city 
yesterday morning at anearly hour. About two 
years ago William Berdan, Treasurer of the Dan- 
forth Locomotive and Machine Works. engaged 
with Ira Garside in the jewelry and silverware 
business, in a small store at No. 122 Market-street, 
near Main. They carried a large stock of cheap 
jewelry, imitation diamonds, &c., but gradually 
laid in quite a stock of good wares, including valu- 


able jewelry of fine quality, the latter stock was 
displayed in trays in handsome show-cases, and at 
night the trays with their contents were removed 
and placed in a large safe in the rear of the store 
behind the counter. This was done by Mr. Garside 
on Monday night, as usual, who left the store 
about 9 o’clock, after securely locking up every- 
thing. Yesterday morning it was discovered that 
the place had been entered and ropbed of between 
$5,000 and $6,000 werth of goods. It appeared that 
entrance had been effected from the rear, the yard 


easily communicating with Hotel-street, just 


around the corner from the store. A back window 
was opened leading into the workshop back of the 
store, and it is thought a boy was put through a 
transom over the door leading from the shop into 
the store, who thereupon readily unfastened that 
door. A _ sectional jimmy was found, with which 
the burglars broke a hole through the side of the 
safe next the rear wall, which they could do with- 
out being seen from the street, They first bored 


through the iron with drills, evidently intending if 


necessary to blow it open, as they had an insect- 
powder bellows filled with powder and two 
ags of powder: but finding the iron thin, 
jperely used the jimmy, which made no noise. 
They left several drills, a cold chisel, a brace and 
bit, and other tools. The *‘ jimmy” had evidently 
been used before, as it was bent atoneend. It 
was finely made, of steel. The thieves carefully 
separated the genuine from the cheap jewelry. Imi- 


tation gold watches were thrown on the floor with 


German silver watches and plated ware, but the real 


gold and silver watctes and the best jewelry and 
silverware were carried off. Trays of plated rings 
and _ bracelets were dropped carelessly, but all the 
solid articles were taken. The goods carried off 
would have filled two or three valises, it is saia, 
and would have been too heavy for less than three 
men to bear easily. There is little doubt that 
they had a wagon, as toward morning a veh'cle was 
heard driving at a desperate rate of speed through 
neighboring streets that the thieves would have 
been apt to take in making their escape. It 
is impossible to tell at what hour the burg- 
lary was committed, but the Chief of Po- 
lice thinks it must have been about 4 o’clock. 
He is of the opinion that the thieves must have 
been at work for several hours before they got 
fairly into the safe, working as they did at some 
disadvantage. The patrolman on the beat says he 
looked ito the store, which was brilliantly lighted 
all night, at least once every hour until about 4 
o'clock, when he was relieved, but did not notice 
anything suspicious. As before stated, the safe 
was in such a position that it could be broken open 
without the thieves being seen from the street. 
There is reason to believe that the burglars went 
off in a hurry, before fairly completing the job they 
had undertaken. The Police seem to be without a 
clue to the perpetrators of this daring crime; they 
can only surmisetnat it was the work of skillful 
professionals from New-York, assisted by accom- 
plices in Paterson, The young men who are the 
losers by the burglary have the sympathy of the 
community in Paterson, where they have always 
both lived. Their stock was all paid for, and they 
were doing a good trade. There are some who 
entertain queer suspicions as to the identity of the 
gu‘Ilty parties, but the Police seem to think, as 
above stated, that the principal operators must 
have been New-York professionals. 
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DOCTORS WHO DO NOT AG 
aeaendiecetens 
PRACTITIONERS EXONERATE DR. SAWYER, 
WITH ONE LOUD DISSENTING VOICE. 

At a quarterly meeting of the Westchester 
County Medical Society, in Mount Vernon, yester- 
day, the case of Dr. P. R. H. Sawyer, of Bedford 
Village, who had been censured by the Coroner's 
jury in the case of the late John W. Williams, of 
Poundridge, whose body had been exhumed last 
Fall owing to suspicions that he had been poisoned, 
was taken up for consideration. Dr. George H. 
Magness, of White Plains, to whom a small por- 


tion of the intestines had been submitted for 
analysis, testified before the Coroner’s inquest 


that he had found a grain and a half of 
corrosive sublimate, and that the membranes were 
very much perforated by the poison. It also came 
out in the evidence before the Coroner that Dr. 
Sawyer had given Williams, who was a confirmed 
inebriate, **20 grains of calomel for a first dose, and 
left 20 grains more to be taken in four hours; also, 
a large dose of compound cathartic and four blue 
pills.” It was believed that that large quantity of 
catomel had, by mixing with the nydro-chloric acid 
in the stomach, formed the corrosive sublimate 
found, and which Dr. Magness thought sufficient 
to cause death, Dr. Sawyer, who is a 
member of te_ society, reported the case 
to that body and demanded an examination. 
Dr. Magness is not a member of the society. The 
society endeavored to get a copy of the testimony 
taken at the Coroner’s inquest, but the Coroner 
said he did not have it in his possession, having 
lentit. Both the disputing doctors made their 
statements before the society yesterday. During 
the most important part of the proceedings report- 
ers were excluded from the room. After the soci- 
ety adjourned it was learned that it had passed a 
set of resolutions, a copy of which it was impossi- 
ble to procure, in which the society censured the 
Coroner for not having in his possession and not 
having filed in the County Clerk’s office the testi- 
mony taken at the inquest: secondly, it censured the 
Coroner’s jury in having found their verdict ‘ cen- 
suring’? Dr. Sawyer in his treatment of the case 
upon the evidence, although the society did not 
know what that evidence was; and, thirdly, it ex- 
onerated Dr, Sawyer from any malpractice in the 
case and approved his treatment, which they con- 
sidered entirely mnt on These resolutions 
were passed with but one dissenting voice, that of 
Dr. Augustus Van Cortlandt, of New-Rochelle, 
who considered the prescription given above 
enough to kill any man, and branded the whole ac- 
tion of the society as a ‘* whit»washing arrange- 
ment.’’ The question now arises, since poison was 
found in Williams’s stomach, how did it get there ? 
Did the Doctor’s dose of calomel produce it, or was 
he poisoned, or did he commit suicide? It is un- 
derstood that all the papers of the Coroner in this 
ease are in the hands of the District Attorney, who 
was taking steps to take criminal cognizance of 
the case until the present “economic Board of Su- 
pervisors” refused to provide the money to bring 
the guilty parties, if any, to justice. 


DEFECTIVE SANITARY ARRANGEMENTS. 

Sanitary Inspector Camfort reported to the 
Board of Health yesterday that on the 12th inst. he 
had made an inspection of the lands and streets in 
the vicinity of One Hundred and Seventy-seventh- 
street and Railroad-avenue, and found the road- 
way and the lots adjacent covered with water to 
the depth of several feet, causing the cellars and 
basements of several houses in the vicinity to be 
filled with water. The drain and culvert were ob- 
structed with sand, dirt, and ice so that the water 
could not pass through. Large streams of water 
were also flowing down One Hundred and Seventy- 


seventh-street from lands east and north of Ford- 
ham-avenue, where there is no proper facility for 
the discharge of storm water after a heavy rain- 
fall, therefore many cellars in the neighborhood 
are periodically filled with water. The remedy for 
this state of affairs is to have the Mill Brook sewer 
extended, and to construct a sewer in One Hun- 
dred and Seventy-seventh-street, from Webster- 
avenue to Fordbam-avenue. The matter of 
opening Webster-avenue is still in the hands 
of Commissioners appointed by the Su- 
preme Court several years ago, and un- 
til their report is received and confirmed 
nothing can be done toward the extension of the 
sewer in Webster-avenue. Dr. Camfort recom- 
mended that the Department of Public Parks be 
earnestly requested to use their best endeavors to 
hasten the report of the Commissioners, and to 
have all the obstructions removed from the present 
drain. These recommendations were adopted by 
the board. An almost similar state of affa'rs was 
found by Dr. Camfort on the east side of St. Ann’s- 
avenue, between One Hundred and Forty-sixth and 
One Hundred and Forty-seventh streets, and in this 
case the Doctor recommends that all the obstruc- 
tions be removed from the drain in St. Ann’s- 
avenue, and that the receiving basins be cleaned 
and repaired and the drain connected with the 
Brook-avenue sewer at One Hundred and Forty- 
sixth-street. The matter was referred to the De- 
partment of Parks. ; 
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A SINGULAR SUICIDE. 
From the London Telegraph. 

Rmong the curiosities of suicidal annals tho 
recent proceedings of one Johann Treichel, a me- 
chanic who put an end to his existence a few days 
ago at Argenau, will in all probability obtain rank 
as by no means the least extraordinary freak hith- 
erto performed by eccentric self-slayers. Treichel, 


it appears, lived over against a church-yard, and 
the constant contemplation of that wmel- 
ancholy inclosure may possibly have not 
only caused him to grow weary of 
life, but inspired him with the dismal 
notion of preparing his grave with his own hands 
before qualifying tor its occupancy. Scaling the 
church-yard wall one evening, he dug a hole in the 
earth seven feet deep, fixed his spade firmly across 
the top of this cavity, and hanged himself to a 
strong cord, one end of which he attached to the 
shaft of the spade. He had, some days before he 
carried this novel method of suicide into execution, 
mentioned it, apparently in jest, to his wife and 
one or two acquaintances. As, on the night in 
question, he failed to return home from his work, 
Mrs. Treichel suspected that what had appeared 
tohera mere pleasantry on her husband’s part 
might prove to be grim earnest. She, therefore, 
sat up all night awaiting his advent in vain, and at

THREE MEN BADLY BURNED. 

There was acoal-oil gas explosion at Hunter’s 
Point yesterday, but fortunately it did not develop 
into alarge and disastrous fire, as at one time it 
seemed likely that it would. In the Empire Oil 
Works of Logan & Sons, on Newtown Creek, near 
the foot of Dupont-street, was a large iron still 
which had been found weak in one place 
so that it required a patch. The still, ac- 
cordingly, was emptied, but a_ small pipe 
which connects it with the tank and through which 
the crude oil runs into it, was not disconnected, as 
it should have been, but was simply shut off in the 
ordinary way. This pipe, the workmen say, was 
not tight, allowing a little of the oil to drip into the 
still and lie there through the night, throwing off a 
heavy and powerful gas. In the morning three 
men went into the still to fasten the patch, and the 
first red-hot bolt that was driven through a hole 
into the still lighted the gas and caused an. explo- 
sion. The three workmen were soon found with 
their clothing all in flames and were drawn out 
through the man-holes. Thomas Alerton, aged 42, 


who has a wife and hve children dependent on him 
for support,was badly burned about the head, face, 


neck, and hip, and will be laid up for some time. 


He was taken to St. Catharine's Hospital. John 


O'Hara, 30 years of age, who also has a wife and 
child, was seriously burned about the arms, head, 
face, and neck. and was taken to the same hospi- 
tal. Edward Cole, aged 30 vears, who was taken 
directly home, was badly burned down the front of 
his body—from the top of his head to his toes.

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The Signalwervice Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, ‘in this region, warmer, cloudy 
weather, with light rain, easterly, veering to 
westerly, winds, lower barometer. 


The Refunding bill is at last before the 
Senate, and will undoubtedly be disposed of 
this‘week definitely in one way or another. 
The signs so far are all favorable to its pas- 
tage, though in what form it is difficult to 
foretell. The feature of the committee’s 
bill which is most important in every regard 
is the rate of interest. On this point our 
dispatches report some significant changes. 
The feeling in the Senate in favor of a 
3+ per cent. bond is not so strong as it 
has been supposed to be, and the 3 per cent. 
rate has made some converts. The changes 
which have occurred are said to have been 
caused to some extent by statements of 
bankers. This we can readily comprehend 
if the proposition be to accompany the 3 per 
cent. bond with remission of a reasonable 
proportion of the taxation—either national 
or State—by which banks are now burdened. 
The main argument in favor of a 33 per 
cent. maximum limit to the rate of interest 
is that there should be no risk run. But, 
practically, there would be no risk were 
the 3 per cent. rate made acceptable to the 
banks, and the advantages of refunding at 
such a low rate would be simply incalculable. 


It cannot have escaped the attention of a 
certain portion of the public that a vigorous 
effort is being made to push the Refunding 
bill on the ground that it will tend to a gen- 
eral advance in prices. The peculiar repu- 
tation of some of the journals in which this 
argument is advanced would justify the sus- 
picion that it isnot made in good faith, and 
that their advocacy of the bill is inspired 
by a wish to defeat it. It would un- 
questionably be damaging to the meas- 
are if it were really believed to 
be desired by the organs of stock jobbers. 
But for the views of this class for or against 
the measure Congress may very properly 
ghow the utmost indifference. There are 
geal interests, of national importance, in- 
volved quite sufficient to determine legisla- 
tive action, and refunding by any well-ma- 
tured plan is a matter of too great extent to 
be readily used by the stock gamblers. 
There is good reason to believe that this 
class have already largely discounted any 
effect whtich the passage of a good bill can 
have on their ventures. In any case, it is 
the duty of Congress to determine their ac- 
tion regarding refunding strictly by the 
merits -of the proposed measure. 


Weare likely to have official information 
touching the working of the civil service 
rules in the New-York Custom-house which 
cannot fail to be interesting. Mr. Conk1iine 
has already obtained from the Senate the 
gdoption of a resolution asking for details in 
regard to alleged violations of these rules 
‘pr evasions of their spirit. This is now fol- 
lowed by another proposed by Mr. Hoar, 
which asks that the rules themselves be re- 
ported to the Senate and ‘‘ such a statement 
of the proceedings under the same as may 


show’the practical effect of the operation of 
paid'rules upon the publicservice.’’ Nothing 
xould be more desirable than that both these 
resiolutions should be responded to promptly 
wad fully. We have no doubt that the facts 
will show that the rules are well devised, 


sound in principle, and practical in their op- 





eration, and that they have had a good effect 
upon the service precisely in proportion to 
the fidelity with which they have been ap- 
plied, both as to their letter and their spirit. 
If the facts brought out by Mr. ConK.irna’s 
resolution should show that the rules may 
be partially defeated through defects in their 
scope or terms, those brought out by Mr. 
Hoar’s will show, on the other hand, that 
the remedy is not to abolish the rules, but to 


perfect them.

The Charleston News has resumed its 
famous conundrum, which so bothered the 
Legislature of South Carolina at its last 
session, and to which, so far as we know, no 
intelligible answer has yet been ‘‘ guessed.”’ 
It is: ‘‘In your opinion, what policy 
should be pursued by the Democratic Party 
in South Carolina to retain good and 
honest government, and at the same 
time secure a free ballot and a fair 
count?’ The particular motive for 
urging this puzzle on the statesmen of South 
Carolina at this moment is thus announced: 
‘‘The people of the State are weary of can- 
vasses and elections, in which a minority 
are expected to overcome a majority, with- 
out hurting anybody and without consigning 
any zealous worker to the penitentiary.” 
We would suggest a mode of solving 
the problem, though with the diffidence 
becoming under the circumstances. It is to 
nominate good men, give every voter his 
rights, and try to convince instead of to 
force or cheat the people into supporting 
such men. This may be utterly novel and 
impracticable in the latitude of Charleston, 
but it works very well as far south as Phila- 
delphia, for example. 


The resolution adopted in the State Sen- 
ate yesterday recommending the Canal 
Board to abolish tolls on westward-bound 
freight on the Erie Canal is not intended, as 
some of its opponents assumed, to reduce 
the revenues of the department. These tolls 
amounted last year to only about $100,000, 
and the assumption on which the resolution 
is based is that their abolition will so in- 
crease the volume of westward freight by 
canal as to promote a reduction of rates on 
the important eastward movement, and a 
consequent increase of its volume. Should 
the result be as anticipated, the canal reve- 
nues would be rather increased than dimin- 
ished, notwithstanding the tub thrown to 
the Syracuse whale in the shape of freedom 
from tolls on salt. The argument that this 
is a move in the direction of freeing the 
canals from State tolls altogether is deserv- 
ing of no consideration, for that is a ques- 
tion to be met only when it is presented. 
The restriction of the Constitution which 
limits expenditures on the canals in any one 
year to the income of the year previous is a 
barrier in the way of any policy of improv- 
ing their condition and increasing their ca- 
pacity, and the question of removing it with 
a view to that specific end is deserving of 
serious consideration. 





REVISING THE TAX LA WS. 


The Assembly having concurred in the 
resolution for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to aid in revising the tax laws of this 
State, as the same was amended in the Sen- 
ate in accordance with the suggestion of the 
joint committee, there is good reason for 
hoping that this much-needed work will now 
proceed with dispatch. Certainly every 
agency has been provided for that could well 
be devised for the thorough performance 
of the task. The methods which 
have heretofore been tried separately 
with such poor results are now to 
be combined in a manner that gives promise 
of a better outcome. It is many years since 
the necessity of revising the chaotic muddle 
known by courtesy as our system of taxa- 
tion and assessment has been recognized. On 
two occasions in recent years the subject has 
been turned over to commissions of experts, 
who have devoted months to its study and 
reported the result to the Legislature. 
That body, in the meantime, had been re- 
lieved from the necessity of investigating 
for itself, and could not be brought to 
accept the measures submitted by the com- 
missions. Neither was it able to modify the 
measures in a way to make them acceptable, 
and all the labor and expense devoted to 
their preparation were virtually thrown 
away. Last year the matter was acknowl- 
edged to be of pressing importance, and the 
Governor recommended another commis- 
sion, but the Legislature did not 
feel encouraged by past experience, 
and after some delay referred it to 
a joint special committee. The com- 
mittee labored with more zeal then wisdom, 
and brought forth several bills, some of 
wuich were rejected and others adopted 
after being amended out of their original 
shape. The net result was to make con- 
fusion worse confounded and to render 
still more urgent the need of systematic and 
thorough revision. 

This year the matter was taken up earlier 
and more earnestly. The Governor re- 
frained from specific recommendations, but 
in the Legislature both a joint committee 
and a commission were proposed. The com- 
mittee has been authorized and appointed, 
and consists of five Senators and eight mem- 
bers of the Assembly, with Senator Wins- 
LOW as its Chairman. Itappears to be made 
up of about as good material as was 
available, and has organized and laid out its 
plan of work. With a view to securing 
harmonious action, the resolution providing 
for the commission was turned over to this 
committee to be put into a shape acceptable 
to itself. As finally adopted, it authorizes 
the Governor to appoint not less than 
three, nor more than seven, Com- 
missioners ‘‘to counsel with and aid” 
the joint committee in the “work of 
revising and amending the laws of assess- 
ment and taxation, the result of such ad- 
visory action to be reported to the two 
houses from time to time by the joint com- 
mittee.”’ This plan makes the commission 
subsidiary and advisory to the committee, 
and obviates the difficulty hitherto encoun- 
tered in using the work of experts who 
were not members of the Legislature. 
They could only report the results of 


their labor to be accepted or rejected, 


without participating in the debates 
or defending their work before either house. 
Under the present plan the final form of all 
bills to be presented will be given to them 
by the committee, all reports will be made 
by it, and can be submitted to both houses 


at once, and there explained and supported 


Che Heto-Dorh. 
by those who have been engaged in the work 
of preparing them. At the same time the 
special knowledge of the Commissioners, 
the results of their study and observation, 
will be fully available in shaping legisla- 
tion so far as the committee may be con- 
vinced of their value. As in any case the 
measures prepared would have to be sub- 
jected to examination by Legislative com- 
mittees, and undergo the ordeal of discus- 
sion in the two houses, the best plan is un- 
doubtedly to have the committee work and 
that of the experts go on together ina way 
that will secure the approval and advocacy 
of the former for the final result. Indeed, 
the advantages of this method of proceeding 
are quite obvious. 

A good deal depends on the character of 
the commission to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. It should consist of men who have 
not only made a thorough study of the prin- 
ciples of taxation and of the different sys- 
tems which have been tried, but are capable 
of setting forth the results of their study 
with force and effect. They should be capa- 
ble of making practical suggestions regard- 
ing the provisions of law to be adopted, and 
of showing the consequences that would flow 
from mistaken legislation. The importance 
of their functions is in no degree lessened 
by their purely advisory relation te the joint 
committee. It is desirable above all things 
to avoid looseness and incongruity in the 
product of the committee’s labors. It will 
have before it the fruits of previous investi- 
gations, the recommendations of various 
persons in official position, the sugges- 
tions of the wise and foolish in many 
quarters, bills referred to it from the 
Legislature, and bills submitted by 
citizens, and by counsel in the interest of 
those subject to taxation. ‘To evolve from 
the chaos of material a harmonious, consist- 
ent, and equitable system of tax laws, will 
be no easy task, unless there is a clear com- 
prehension of the underlying principles of 
taxation and of their practical working in 
the varied application of which they are 
susceptible. There should be no attempt 
at patching the heterogeneous mass of 
enactments now in existence. These should 
be displaced bodily, and in their stead we 
should have a system as simple, compre- 
hensive, and equitable as the collective wis- 
dom at the command of the committee can 
devise. If it succeeds in producing a 
work which shall meet the requirements of 
the public revenue, secure substantial 
equity among those who pay taxes, and ad- 
equately guard the great interests of the 
State, and if that work receives the sanction 
of the law-making power, this session of the 
Legislature will be notable in the history of 
the Commonwealth. 





THE FREIGHT STEAMER. 

Although a great deal has been said con- 
cerning the improvement that has been made 
in naval architecture during the past 25 
years, perhaps the most forcible presentation 
of the change is that by Mr. WriLuram 
PEARCE, of the ship-building firm of Messrs. 
Joun Evper & Co., in a lecture recently 
delivered at Glasgow. The firm of which he 
is a member has been engaged for many years 
in building large ocean steamers, and, if we 
are not mistaken, launched last year a larger 
amount of tonnage than any other builders 
upon the Clyde. For this reason Mr. PEakcE 
is in a position to speak from wide ex- 
perience, and the statements he makes 
must be taken as conclusive. For the pur- 
pose of comparison he takes the Cunard 
steam-ship Persia as the type of the old 
class of ocean steam-ship, and the Arizona, 
of the Guion Line, as a type of the vessels 
of to-day, although it is quite possible that 
the performances of some of the lately 
launched steamers that are to cross the At- 
lantic this year will surpass in economy 
and speed the record of the last-named vessel. 

The steam-ship' Persia was launched in 
1856, and was at that time considered the 
finest ocean steamer afloat. She was the 
‘‘crack”’ ship in the Cunard Line, and, as 
many will remember, was a favorite for 
years with all Americans making the trans- 
atlantic voyage. She had side-lever engines 
indicating 3,600-horse power, and con- 
sumed 6 7-10 pounds of coal per horse- 
power. But her engines were so cumber- 
some, and the consumption of coal was so 
great, that in a voyage from Liverpool to 
New-York she was only able to carry 250 
tons’ weight of cargo. This made the carry- 
ing of cargo a highly expensive operation, 
for in the voyage the vessel burned 6} tons of 
fuel for every ton of freight on board, and 
even with this vutlay her average speed was 
not more than 13 knots per hour. The 
Arizond, which has compound engines, 
has an indicating horse-power  two- 
fifths greater than that possessed by 
the Persia, and consumes but 1% pounds 
of coal per indicated horse-power. 
But what is of even more importance, 
she can carry, in addition to her fuel, 3,400 
tons’ eight of cargo, and can steam at an 
average speed of 16} knots to the hour, thus 
burning but one-fifth of a ton of coal for 
each ton of goods she carries across the At- 
lantic. To make the comparison complete, 
it may be said that by means of her com- 
pound engines the Arizona can develop 
power at one-fourth of the ratio of expense 
required to develop it on board of the 
Persia, while, on account of the compact- 
ness of her engines, her smaller area of coal 
bunkers, and her greater size, the Arizona 
can carry atonof cargo at one-thirtieth of 
the outgo in coal required on the Fersta, and 
this, too, at 25 per cent. greater speed. 

It would be impossible to indicate in a 
clearer manner than this the causes for the 
great revolution in trade which has taken 
place within the last fifteen years, and which 
has driven the sailing tonnage of the world 
off of so many of the great routes of com- 
merce. When a ton of cargo could only be 
carried at six times its weight in fuel, the 
carrying of cargo was of necessity an expen- 
sive operation. The steamers at that time 
took no freight except first-class goods, upon 
which high rates of freight could be paid 
without materially increasing their cost. The 
rates of freight before the war averaged from 
£6 to £8 per ton, and at times they were 
higher even than the last named amount, 


while the sailing vessels of that time received 


what would be the steamer rates of to-day. 
With the changed conditions, brought about 
chiefly by the invention of compound en- 
gines, it is easy to see that the sailing vessels 
have no longer a firm grasp on any but the 
very longest ocean voyages, and then only 


on the carrying of cheap and undesirable 
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cargoes,. For it must be remembered that 
while the Arizona is a good specimen of a 
fast-sailing passenger and freight steamer, 
there are steamers now plying across the 
Atlantic, taking four or five days longer to 
make the trip, that carry fully as much 
cargo as she does, and yet burn on the voy- 
age only about one-third of the average 
amount of coal consumed by her engines. 
It is to vessels of this latter class that the 
merchandise exported from this country is 
gradually falling, and in the immediate fu- 
ture their share in this trade will be even 
larger than it has yet been; for, by avoiding 
extreme speed, and by utilizing the space 
devoted on other steamers to passenger ac- 
commodations, these large freight carriers 
will soon be able to take merchandise across 
the Atlantic at much lower rates than 
sailing vessels have ever been able to 
with profit to their owners. This is 
a feature in the carrying trade which 
members of Congress, who are so solicitous 
about reviving our American commerce, 
would do well to bear in mind. If we desire 
to get our share of the millions of dollars 
paid out annually for transporting American 
produce, we must do it, not by maintaining 
fast lines of mail steamers, but by owning 
and sailing freight-carrying vessels of large 
tonnage that can steam from 250 to 275 miles 
per day, with no greater consumption of 
coal during that period than a householder 
ordinarily has in his cellar. These are the 
freight carriers of the future and the craft 
that American merchants need to supply 
themselves with. 


NEW-YORK’S MILITARY MEMORIALS 

Many of our readers must be surprised and 
mortified to learn that the great State of 
New-York, from which went many thou- 
sands of soldiers to the defense of the Re- 
public, has made no adequate provision for 
the preservation of the records, trophies, 
and relics of our share in the great struggle. 
While other States have watched with tender 
care over the objects which are identified 
with their military history, and have 
arranged and compiled the official rec- 
ords of their regiments, New-York has 
abandoned everything of the kind to 
the bats and owls. There is an institu- 
tion in Albany .known as the Bureau of 
Military Records and Statistics, nominally 
under the charge of the State, but really 
nothing more than a storage-place into 
which flags, arms, documents, and relics 
of every sort are tumbled without re- 
gard to order and without any attempt 
to preserve them from the ravages of time. 
The depository of these interesting and 
unique objects is an old private house, ex- 
posed to fire and liable to damage from 
storms. Here are piles of documents relat- 
ing to the history of New-York regiments 
in the war, battle-flags, captured guns and 
other articles, maps and plans, all of which 
are huddled together in confused heaps, in- 
accessible to intelligent examination and 
fast moldering to decay. 

Most people regard battle-flags with pe- 
culiar veneration and tenderness. They 
were borne in the van of many a fight, and 
were riddled with shot and shell, faded by 
storms, and finally emblazoned with the 
names of fields over which they floated in 


triumph. ‘They are the actual survivors of: 


conflicts in which many gallant men were 
laid low in death. Once symbols of the 
pride and patriotism of a regiment, 
they are brought back—mournful me- 
mentoes of the fights in which the 
regiment fell in decimated ranks. Their 
history is the history of the regiments 
which followed them through the varying 
and stormy scenes of a long war. In the 
State-house of Massachusetts the battle- 
flags of the regiments sent to the war are 
preserved with religious care. Some of 
them are arranged in trophies, with an eye 
to artistic effect, in recessed niches in the 
walls of a great corridor, defended by heavy 
sheets of plate-glass. Others are grouped 
around a dome-lighted alcove, built to receive 
CHANTRY’S statue of WASHINGTON, the statue 
and the flags being inclosed in walls of glass. 
Each flag-staff bears a plate whose legible in- 
scription perpetuates the glorious history of 
the regiment at whose head it was once car- 
ried. The battle-flags of the New-York 
regiments, several hundred in number, are 
stored in the shabby building in Albany, 
piled in racks or stacked against the walls of 
rooms, unprotected from the meddling fin- 
gers of relic-hunters and from the ravages 
of vermin, exposed to dust and damp, and 
without any attempt being made to preserve 
their identity. 

There is a statute of the State which 
makes it the duty of ‘‘ the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Military Statistics’? to collect ‘in 
permanent form’’ an authentic sketch of 
every person who volunteered into the ser- 
vice of the general Government from the 
State of New-York during the war. There 
was appropriated in 1865 the sum of $75,000 
to secure a repository for these records, and 
for the battle-flags and other memorials 
which had been collected. To this 
sum $31,950 was added by private 
subscription, and it was proposed 
to build a suitable structure which 
should serve as a war museum and house of 
records. But, although the State has paid 
$50,000 to collect the records of regiments 
and individuals, nothing has been done with 
them. Stacks of documents, pamphlets, 
and newspapers are piled, like waste paper, 
in a dusty room in the rickety old build- 
ing in which innumerable other objects, 
some invaluable and some worthless, are 
huddled in nooks and corners. The 
guardians of this unmeaning hodge- 
podge are merely watchmen who draw 
their salaries, and who have _ neither 
the qualifications nor the opportunity to ar- 
range and classify the articles in their 
charge. While other States have preserved 
with jealous care the sacred memorials of 
their citizen soldiery, in order that their his- 
tory shall live through coming generations, 
New-York has neglected her share of these 
relics, as if ashamed to burn them as rub- 
bish, and yet unwilling to make provision 
for their preservation. 

The State has paid millions of dollars for 
the building of a Capitol. Somewhere in this 


vast and costly structure should be found a 


nook in which the records, battle-flags, and 
other memorials of our share in the war for 
the defense of the Union may be kept. 
There they should be arranged intelligently, 
protected from sacrilege and degtruction, 
and exhibited, under proper restrictions, to 


visitors to the great State-house The 
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State pays a high rent for the shabby 
old building in which the so-called museum 
is stored. It can afford to house under its 
own roof this collection of things curious, 
valuable, andirreplaceable. And this trans- 
fer should be made as speedily as possible. 
The relics and records of the war have been 
too long neglected. It is high time that 
they were arranged and protected with a 
liberality and reverent care worthy of the 
patriotism of our volunteer soldiery, worthy 
of the great State of New-York. 


SUICIDE. 

The statistics of suicide are of great inter- 
est not merely to philanthropists, but to the 
cold and dispassionate students of that bar- 
barously named science, sociology. The 
relative happiness or misery of a nation 
ought to be indicated by the extent to which 
its people kill themselves. Ina community 
where everybody is happy suicide would 
naturally have no attractions, and when 
suicides are frequent we would be justified 
in assuming that misery has made the peo- 
ple weary of life. Such, at any rate, has 
been the prevailing theory, but a series of 
statistics recently published in an English re- 
view seems to be glaringly in conflict with 
this theory. 

We need not be surprised to find that the 
Italians commit suicide less frequently than 
any other people. Their climate is so de- 
lightful, the cost of living is so small, and 
the number of rich foreigners which a benefi- 
cent providénce annually sends among 
them is so great that they have no tempta- 
tion to try a new and unknown world. 
Only 37 Italians annually commit suicide, 
and when we remember that the population 
of the peninsula is 27,000,000, this is a very 
small percentage. It may be objected that 
altbough suicide by the ordinary methods 
is infrequent in Italy, thousands of desperate 
Italians commit suicide by coming to New- 
York and dying of the climate, but this 
would be a mere quibble. 

In Great Britain and Ireland the annual 
number of suicides is 70. That is to say, 
twice as many people kill themselves in the 
British islands as kill themselves in Italy. 
Are we, then, to assume that Englishmen are 
twice as miserable as Italians? Such an 
assumption would be supported with great 
difficulty. There isa great deal of fog in 
London, and it has become the fashion for 
American humorists to lecture at unsuspect- 
ing British audiences, but these two causes 
cannot be held responsible for all the suicides. 
Doubtless, the attempt to understand Mr. 
GLADSTONE’S Irish policy and the depressing 
effect of Lord BEACONSFIELD’s efforts as a 
novelist must render many Englishmen 
weary of life, but after we have carefully 
sought every reasonble explanation of the 
frequency of suicide in England we are 
compelled to admit that it is not fully ex- 
plicable. 

The Frenchman kills himself to a very 
large extent. No less than 149 Frenchmen 
commit suicide every year. This is what we 
might expect of a people struggling to re- 
member day by day whether they are living 
under a King or Emperor or one of two or 
three kinds of republics, The reading of 
French newspapers must also be a prolific 
cause of suicide. The reader is liable at 
almost any time to be shocked by finding a 
news paragraph setting forth some occur- 
rence of not more than three days old. Of 
course, a Frenchman of a nervous tempera- 
ment would be seriously disturbed by a suc- 
cession of such shocks happening within a 
space of say not more than six months, and 
would very likely, in his excitement, seek 
the sure serenity of death. Life is hardly 
worth living in a country where you may be 
dragged out of bed at any hour in the night 
by excited patriots and required to lenda 
hand in upsetting the Government. The 
wonder is not that somany Frenchmen com- 
mit suicide, but that suicide is not the uni- 
versal practice. 

One would imagine that the Danes would 
very seldom kill themselves. They have a 
small country, the geography of which they 
can master in half an hour, and they are 
believed to be a prosperous and happy peo- 
ple, exempt from revolutions and elections, 
and to a very great degree from daily news- 
papers and malaria. Nevertheless, out of 
the small population of Denmark 258 per- 
sons kill themselves every year. The fact 
admits of but two explanations, neither of 
which will be felt to be fully satisfactory. 
We may assume that asa nation the Danes 
are still trying to understand what was the 
famous Schleswig-Holstein question which 
led to the war with Prussia and Austria, and 
that many of them are thereby reduced to 
such a state of disgrace that they seek 
refuge in death; or, we may suppose that 
the Muhlbach novels, which a few years ago 
devastated this country, have been translated 
into Danish and are universally read. These 
two causes would undoubtedly be sufficient 
to account for any quantity of suicides, but 
itis not certain that elther the Schleswig- 
Holstein question or the Muhlbach novels 
engage to any marked extent the attention of 
the Danes of the present time. 

One hundred and sixty-three Americans 
die every year by their individual hands. 
According to the accepted theory, this would 
be held to show that Americans are nearly 
four times as miserable as Italians. This is, 
of course, unthinkable. We are the happi- 
est, as well as the greatest and best, people 
on earth. Probably the reason why so many 
of us commit suicide is our love of enter- 
prise. We exhaust the possibilities of this 
world at an early age. In former days we 
‘‘went West,’’ and in what was then vir- 
tually a new world began life over again, but 
nowadays there is no West in the old sense 
of the term, and to go West is about as un- 
satisfactory a thing asa man can do. In 
this state of things there is nothing left for 
an enterprising American but.to migrate to 
the world beyond the grave, in the hope of 
finding there an Opening for smart business 
men and for labor-saving inventions. 

Of different classes of men, widowers with- 
out children are most prone to suicide. 
Where 205 married men with children kill 
themselves, 1,004 widowers without children 
perform the same rash act. This is a start- 
ling and unexpected statement. Among the 
the other sex an opposite state of things pre- 
vails. Suicide among married women is one- 
third more frequent than it is among widows. 
We can understana that the ease with which 
widows can obtain husbands reconciles them 
to life, but must we believe that a widower 
without children is driven to suicide because 


no Woman will marrv him? There does not 


seem to be any other conclusion, and we 
must accept the fact that a childless widow- 
er’s life is about the worst risk a life insu- 
rance company can take. 

The moral to be drawn from these inter- 
esting statistics is that if a man wants to 
avoid committing suicide he should become 
an Italian, and should in no circumstances 
be guilty of the mistake of becoming a 
widower without children. If he prefers to 
become a Dane or a Frenchman, or even to 
remain an American, herunsa frightful risk, 
and if he loses his life thereby he has no one 
but himself to blame. 


The plan of co-operative building, of which 
an exposition was made in Tne Tres of the 30th 
ult., and which originated with P. G. Huserr, of 
the firm of Hunsert, Prrsson & Co., architects, 
appears to have sprung into ample and immediate 
favor. Norisit strange that itshould meet with 
marked approval in a City so configured that a 
house to live in has always been both expensive 
and difficult. Through the Hubert Home Club As- 
sociations, which have been imitated by other 
architects, it is claimed that the amount of invest- 
ment will be refunded by the saving in rent in less 
than four years, and that a comfortable and per- 
manent home may thus be secured. The first 
apartment-house on the Hubert plan, and the first, 
of course, in this or any other city, isin Fifty-seyv- 
enth-street, between Sixth and Seventh avenues, 
and will probably be ready for occupation the com- 
ing Spring. A number of other apartment-houses 
on the co-operative principle have since been be- 
gun or planned, and the desire for them is such, we 
are informed, that persons call nearly every day at 
the architect’s office and put down their names so 
as to be in season toshare in the next enterprise. 
Builders say that there has never been so active a 
demand for apartments, and, naturally, many per- 
sons having small means and wanting a home are 
eager to avail themselves of the co-operative pro- 
ject. It is more and more evident as the years go 
on that the most desirable way for the 
bulk of New-Yorkers of average means to 
live is in French flats, as they are called, although 
the New-York flats are, as arule, entirely superior 
to those of France. Among the Hubert Club Asso- 
ciations is one of eight families, whose building, 
now in process of erection, at Eightieth-street and 
Lexington-avenue, is said to secure to each mem- 
ber, by the investment of $4,000 each—only $1,500 
required in cash—the ownership or perpetual lease 
of apartments containing eight comfortable and 
pleasant rooms, ata yearly cost or rental to each 
family of not more than $350. Similar accommo- 
dations would cost, in the regular way, at least 
twice as much, probably far more. The building 
in Fifty-seventh-street, already mentioned, will 
provide, for the eight members of the club, eleven 
fine rooms, at a cost not exceeding $850 a year, all 
told. While such figures seem deceptions to New- 
Yorkers, accustomed to exorbitant rents, they are 
founded on duly considered plans and estimates, 
and their complete correctness is youched for. The 
great frugality of the new project comes from the 
economy of all well-considered co-operation, as 
well as the saving of the large amount a landlord 
must necessarily charge for his property over and 
above a due percentage on his investment, in order 
to secure himself against periods of financial dull- 
ness, vacant apartments, default of payment in 
rents, &o. But members of a club are not subject 
to risk, and pay tribute totnobody. The co-opera- 
tive apartment plan is certain to be fully tried here 
during the next year or two, and present indica- 
tions are that it will prove eminently successful 
and satisfactory.

The Boston Museum of Arts is the owner to- 
day of a very fine slab coming from Nineveh, which 
has been for some time on exhibition at Mr. G. L. 
FEvARDENT's. This piece of Assyrian work is 8 
feet long by 4 feet wide, and weighs some 1,800 
pounds. Afigure of a King in full dress, some 
6 feet 7 inches high, is cut on the stone. 
He has a cap, wears earrings, has sandals, brace- 
lets on his wrists, and in his belt are three dag- 
gers. Wings are attached to his shoulders, and in 
his left hand he grasps asword. There are 21 lines 
of cuneiform characters running across the base of 
the slab. The whole work is conceived in the 
boldest style of Assyrian art, and the cuneiform 
letters are as sharp and precise as if cut yes- 
terday. It is, indeed, a notable piece of work, 
and will answer for a type of the best style of art, 
as found at Nineveh. The date of the work may 
be placed at 800 B.C. The stone on which the fig- 
ure is engraved is not very hard, and therefore its 
wonderful preservation is quite remarkable. The 
Museum of Arts at Boston is to be congratulated 
over the acquisition.

Some fifty years ago, in days when a beard- 
ed divine, or layman for that matter, would as- 
suredly have been mobbed, a parson waited on his 
diocesan Bishop, Puiturorts, of Exeter, in colored 
trousers. That famous prelate, glancing at the un- 
orthodox attire, observed, in his silky, sarcastic 
tones, ‘Rather a light color, eh, Mr. Dornrorp?” 
‘* Well, my lord,’”’ replied the Vicar, in some con- 
fusion, ‘‘the fact is that these trousers were of a 
much darker hue, but they have been subjected to 
several washings.’? ‘“‘ And,” said the prelate, still 
smiling, ‘‘the color of the trousers has, I pre- 
sume, run into the neckcloth;” and here his eye 
rested severely on that article, which also was 
biack when it should have been white. This inci- 
dent has been called to mind by a matter now con- 
yulsing the forensic world of Munich. While pro- 
fessional attire is rigorously insisted upon at the 
British Bar, so far asthe upper man is concerned, 
the utmost latitude is allowed to the play of indi- 
vidual fancy in the matter of covering the lower 
limbs. Butin Munich a Judge lately reproved an 
eminent barrister for appearing in court in colored 
trousers, when the barrister furiously defied the 
court to prevent him wearing what he pleased. 
This tremendous question has now been carried to 
asuperior court, but a tedious suspense is threat- 
ened, inasmuch as it is asserted that the point will 
be carried from appeal to appeal until it reaches 
the Judicial Committee of the Senate, who may 
not give judgment for a year or more.

It is not denied that, for some reason, Amer- 
ican ships cannot be profitably used in foreign 
trade under present conditions. The reason, say 
some, is that the law forbids buying abroad and 
prices forbid building at home. But Mr. Roacu 
and his associate beggars at the doors of Congress 
aver that it is the running of the ships, not the 
acquiring them, which comes hard; that the real 
trouble is taxation and the dearness of labor, and 
that this legal prohibition does not restrain. The 
American capitalist looks on and sees foreigners 
carry off the freight moneys. He is tied by two 
ropes—one being a direct statutory prohibition, the 
other a compound of statutes and facts. Mr. Roacu 
says that the latter is the only one that holds him. 
Why, then, should Mr. Roacu object to cutting the 
former one? The capitalist thinks differently. and 
he wants to be relieved from this rope, which Con- 
gress can sever at will. If it issevered, then we shall 
all be able to see whether the capitalist starts, and 
hence whether this rope of prohibition has been 
holding him back any. It is obvious that Mr. 
Roacu can at once put his claim about where the 
real hindrance is to the test—or that he can prove 
his own sincerity, at least, which some persons 
may question—by urging Congress to repeal this 
antiquated statute. originally enacted asa retalia- 
tory measure, and forgotten during half a century. 
The opportunity to thus confute and confuse his 
opponents by proving that he has been right all 
along is one which Mr. Roacn cannot afford to 
neglect. Orisit possible that he is harassed by 
fears lest the American capitalist who does not 
go now to the Delaware Clyde for ships would go 
to the Scotch Clyde if the law should take its 
hands off? Any article whatever, except ships— 
which are thus placed in the category with obscene 
publications and other things hostile to public 
morality—can be brought from abroad and freely 
used here, on paying some rate of duty; but 
against ships there is an absolute prohibition, and 
that this prohibition, not intended as protective, has 
been seized as such, is evidence of the mad ex- 
travagance of protection. So the grain of our 
free and independent West is borne to the sea- 
board on English steel rails, thence to Europe in 
English ships, all for the benefit of the typical in- 
dividual whom Mr. Rurus Hatcu says is a gentle- 
man—the American working man.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Gen. Sherman has 
directed that the following troops be ordered to 
this city to report to Col. R. B. Ayres, Second Artil- 
lery, at the United States Barracks, to participate 
in the inauguration ceremonies of the 4th of March: 
From New-York Harbor, Light Battery C, and 
Batteries D and M, Third Artillery, from Fort 
Hamilton; Battery I, Third Artillery, from Fort 
Wadsworth, and Battery F, Third Artillery, from 
Fort Schuyler. Major H. G. Gibson, Third Artil- 
lery, will command this battalion, and Assistant 
Surgeon James A. Finley, United States Army, will 
accompany it as medical officer. He will reportin 
person for this service to Lieut.-Col. De Russy at 
Fort Hamilton, at such time prior to the departure 
of the troops as may be indicated to him by that 
officer. Hospital Steward F. A. Bradbury, at Fort 
Hamilton, will also accompany the battalion as as- 


sistant to the medical officer. The battalion will 
leave New-York for Washington not before the 
22d nor later than the 25th inst. The battery of 
the Third Artillery (Fort Schuyler) will be trans- 
ferred to Governor’s Island, New-York Harbor, to 
day, previous to departure for Washington, and be 

uartered for the night at Fort Columbus, for whick 
the post commander will make the necessary 
arrangements. From Fortress Monroe, four bat 
teries of artillery, to be designated by the post 
commander. A field officer will be sent, if practi 
cable, with this battalion, and Assistant Surgeon J. 
V. R. Hof will accompany it as medical officer. 
They will leave Fortress Monroe for Washington not 
before the 24th nor later than the 26thinst. Col. R. 
Bayres, Second Artillery, will make the necessary 
arrangements for quartering these troops at the 
barracks while on the temporary service above 
mentioned, in accordance with the instructions on 
the subject which have heretofore been given him. 
They will return to their permanent stations when 
so ordered by competent authority. 

Capt. James Marshall, Assistant Quartermaster, 
will be relieved from duty at Fort Wayne, Michi- 
gan, by the commanding General Department of 
the East, and will then proceed to Little Rock, 
Ark., and report to the commanding officer De- 
partment of Arkansas. The special order of Feb. 
8, 1881, relating to First Lieut. Philip Reade, Third 
Infantry, Acting Signal Officer, has been revoked. 
The Superintendent of the General Recruiting Ser- 
vice has been ordered to cause 50 recruits to be 
prepared and forwarded under proper charge, as 
follows: To Fort Concho, Texas, via the Texas and

RICH PAINTING AND GLASS 


DECORATIONS IN THE NEW UNION 
LEAGUE OLUB-HOUSE. 
MR. LOUIS TIFFANY’S YET UNFINISHED 


WORK AND ITS AGREEABLE PROMISE— 


MR. JOHN LA FARGR’S VICTORY AND 


OTHER PAINTING — WORK BY SILL 


SMITH AND COTTIER & CO. 
The interior of the great building of the 
Union League Club, on Fifth-avenue, at the 
corner of Thirty-ninth-street, is to be as lavish- 


ly decorated as the exterior is to be imposing. 


There is still a good deal lacking to completion 


within, but the chief painting on the walls is 
finished, and some of the most important glass 
work is in position. Mr. Louis C. Tiffany has 
to decorate the lower corridor and the vault 
of the double flight of stairs which are seen in 
front as one enters; he is also to furnish the 


glass windows for lighting this handsome stair- 
way. Such of his glass as is already to be seen 


decorates the centre of the ceiling where the 
double flight meet. It consists of the dark- 
toned glass which is Mr. Tiffany’s specialty, 
relieved by raised filigree designs of an 
Oriental appearance, somewhat like cloisonné 
work before the intersecting patterns of metal 


have been filed down to a smooth surface with 


the enamel. Mr. Tiffany is peculiar im the 
use of such effects. Doubtless, when the 
candelabrum which hangs in heavy brass 
globes and ribbons from the centre of this 


ceiling shall be lit the beauty of the glass will 
become apparent. As to the walls and ceiling 


of the transverse corridor, which runs east 


and west before these stairs, the work is not 
et enough advanced to form a judgment. 
ridescent, pearly effects seem to be aimed at, 
and two large panels between the windows on 
the stair repeat more strongly the same 


idea. Until these windows are filled with 
colored glass and the painting quite 
finished it is impossible to judge fairly of 
the effect. At the eastern end of the same cor- 
ridor, and on the main floor, is the theatre, a 
fine room, in which two iron columns are the 
only supports besides the walls. The walis 


are tinted dark red, the work of Mr. Frank 
Hill Smith, of Boston. Light-colored glass, 


possibly of Boston manufacture, fills the upper 


sashes of the three large windows on Thirty- 
ninth-street, Around the upper walls runs a 
deep border of decorative designs somewhat 
light in tone and not especially remarkable. 
On the floor above, the large room upon Fifth- 
avenue has English glass by Cottier Co. of a 
richer color than that in the theatre. The 
fourth floor has several rooms decorated by 


Mr, Hill Smith, The smoking-room, for in- 


stance, with onen fire-place and “' cozys” with 
deep benches for loungers near the hearth, has 
a ceiling painted rather more realistically than 
conventiorally, with festoons of pomegranate 
branches bearing fruit. The effect is rich and 
not unypleasing. 

To Mr. John La Farge has been intrusted 
what may be thought the most important work 


in the building, unless it be considered that the 


decoration of the main corridor, as being the 
first seen upon entering, should rank first in 
orcer of honors. These are the rose window 
and ceilings of the dining-room on the top 
floor which overlooks Fifth-avenue. The win- 
dow, but not the colored glass, is seen trom 
outside in that gable which forms whatever 
er ase wm the western facade of the 

uilding has toshow. Ofaplain wheel shape, 
the greater inner body of the rose is of a gen- 
eral yellowish effect, while the lesser outer 
ae is of complex green and blue, such as Mr, 
4a Farge delights to mingle. The central 
piece shows aneagle done very broadly, the 
outlines by no means definite. Over the centre 
of this window appear to run slender festoons 
with beads of greenish glass in relief; they 
follow a set pattern, yet have a graceful con- 
fusion of lines; the eagle is, of course, entirely 
** conventional” and unrealistic, 

Tbe room may be considered to have two 
ceilings, one being that of the penthouse roof, 
the other the vaulted lower ceiling connecting 
the upper with the walls. The inner gables of 
this roof leave two broad spaces, triangular in 
shape, for decoration. The ground of decora- 
tion of the straight upper ceilings and rolling 
lower ceilings is gold. Nearly three-fifths of 
the upper ceiling is plain dead gold; then 
comes a system of small, closely ranked deco- 
rations, rather florid. The upper rank has for 
motive a conventionalized heraldic eagle, 
white, and entirely decorative in effect; the 
rank below consists of large single gold stars 
in small biue backgrounds; below these are 
torsos of satyrs and fauns, extremely conven- 
tionalized, like the same objects in old 
Florentine decorative bas-reliefs, bronzes, 
pilasters, &c. Between upper and iower 
ceilings, and framed in the carved wood- 
work, which is liberally disposed about 
the walls, is an open band of florid deco- 
ration taking the form of large spirals. 
The lower ceiling has in relief on its 
gold ground an open system of formal decora- 
tions painted in green and blue shades which 
merge into each other. There are two main 
ranks in this system, the motive of the upper 
being baskets of fruit repeated; that of the 
lower, upright batons with ribbons, and roll- 
ing vine-like sprays connected together by 
garlands. ‘The effect of these golden ceilings, 
with their red, orange, white, green, and blue 
decorations delicately blended after varied and 
yet set patterns, is very sumptuous. At the 
two ends of the penthouse roof, which crowns 
the centre of the hall, in the inner gables, are 
the chief decorations, or at least those to which 
the eye will be most surely drawn. In the 
apex there is wood-work and 2 terra-cotta 
ornamentation of tiles. The triangular space 
in both cases contains below the apex an arch 
in which stands the painting. That on the 
south side has a picture of Victory, with 
sword and garland, marching onward. It is 
upright painting, but frame, background, 
figure, and all are modeled in clay 
in relief and afterward painted. The 
fesign is by La Farge, the modeling 
by the younger St. Gaudens. This singularly 
novel piece of art is painted to correspond with 
the general system of decoration on the ceilings 
and windows. A very beautiful dark blue 
sean of tile-work fills the arch and gives re- 
ief to the painted bas-relief. The outer part of 
the modeled frame is blue, the frame itself gilt, 
the mat inside green, the background of the 
modeled figure a reddish orange. The figure 
enshrined in this complicated series of colors is 
that of an angel with expanded wings march- 
ing from left to right. The hair is reddish 
ecenes, the torso turned in oe that de- 
mands a great skill in the modeler. The right 
wing and sword fill the left side of the picture, 
the raised left arm and garland of victory the 
right upper corner. The upper part of the 
body is, therefore, facing the spectator; the 
lower is moving past. Itisa position not un- 
known‘jn bas-reliefs, and even on jars discov- 
ered in Italy and Greece, and expresses 
motion and energy very handsomely. 
Ths hands are rather large; the wings 
as if inlaid with mother-of-pearl; the 
light, loose tunic to the knee painted with 
the blue and green shades running into each 
other which La Farge shows—far less deli- 
cately, however—in the interior of Trinity 
Church, Boston. In this figure Mr. La Farge 
seems to have entirely loosed himself from the 
bondage of the pre-Raphaelites, and sought 
independently to approach that freer antique 
which is not found in the severe and pure 
remnants of classical antiquity themselves, 
but existed along with them. His passion for 
color is too strong to allow any art to escape 
him. Here we find him pressing glass, mosaic, 
tile-work, wood, and clay into his service to 
produce a whole in which color is the main 
fe Everything has to bend to that. He 

as the healthy America belief that the world 
is meant to live in, and that whatever comes 
to han must be used. He is not afraid of 
casting into the alembic of his fancy all sorts of 
charming lines, motives, colors, of using in 
new ways the old figures and ideas, of taking 
trom Greece, Italy, and France whatever 
seems to his artistic judgment suitable to gain 
a certain desired effect. His angel is 
a ‘favorable divinity,’’ such as one sees on 
the sarcophagi or the Greek vases dug up in 
Apulia. This glass rivals the deep hues in the 
old stained windows of the French cathedrals, 
His systems of tendrils and volutes, of deco- 
tative fauns and satyrs, remind one of the de- 
lightfully formal and yet luxuriant foliage 
and tracery which the Florentine sculptors 
and metal-smiths wrought during the second 
sreat epoch of the history of Italian art. 
ence the danger he runs is to overload the 
room with sumptuous decoration which might 
fatigue the eye and weary the spirits. From 
this he is saved by the fact that he is a very 
great artist—a greater artist, we suspect, than 
either Euro or America has yet cared to 
recognize. Whether there is in his peculiar 
line a greater workman living is a question to 
be seriously entertained. As Americans we 
van hardly put ourselves in the shoes of Euro- 
peans; what we find great may not seem so to 
them. Yet one cannot help wondering who it 
is now alive in Europe who can do work of 
this kind so well. It is not a question of ver- 


fection. The decoration of Mr. La Farge is 
open to criticism, like everything else in art. 
But where are we to look for any artist abroad 
who shows such decorative genius? Certainly 
the interior of the Opera at Paris cannot be 
called in good taste, with its overl and 
its colossal fying figures disporting them- 
selves over the ceiling. And yet France tried 
to get its best workmen to build and decorate 


that edifice, and foreigners aro taken to it in 


order to show them the last word in decorative 
design. 

It may be aajes to the other artists at work 
in the Union ague to rate Mr. La Farge’s 
contribution so high. But it -is to be remem- 
bered that the strongest among them, Mr. Tif- 
fany, has not yet shown his hand. When his 
glass isin place and his painting completed, 
there may be reason for changing opinions in 


that respect, It is certainly matter for con- 


gratulation, particularly now, when our Mu- 
nicipal bodies and clubs are feeling able to 
spend money upon such matters, that we have 
such able workmen to callupon. There may 
possibly be abler men abroad; if there are, 
they cannot do better than to emigrate to the 
United States; it is extremely unlikely, con- 
sidering the popularity of foreign art here, 
that they will have any difficulty in holding 
their own against our artists, provided they be 
equally talented. == ] 
Judgments upon buildings and their internal 
decorations are extremely hazardous while 
they are still incomplete. It is, therefore, 
with some hesitation that this notice is given. 
How wiil the ceilings of the dining hall look 
when all the stained glass is in, the wood-work 
complete fand finished, the parquet burnished 
and set with tables covered with white cloths, 
the buffets filled with silver? There is good 
reason to believe that the first verdict will not 
be reversed, and that it will be agreed that 
Mr. La Farge and his assistants, among whom 
is Mr. W. ita Low, of Albany, have produced 
pieces of art which will mark an epoch in the 
decoration of our clubs. Sitting at dinner in 


this high gallery, from which the tops of the 
Palisades are visible, the eye ought to be 


pleased in many ways. There is great orig- 
inality and variety in the clever confusion of 
the ranks of decoration. In the four corners 
the arms of the State of New-York are seen, in 
combination with the arms of the United 
States. At the northern gable hangs the coun- 
terfeit frame containing the same arms donein

MENDELSSOHN GLEE CLUB. 


This well-known association gave its second 
concert of the fifteenth season last night, with the 


same success that has been a characteristic feature 
in its history from the beginning. Mrs. William G. 
Morgan contributed two piano solos, and Mr. 


Georg Henschel sang superbly. The club also ex- 


hibited the good results of careful practice in a 


number of male choruses, and fully justified the 
claim that is made for it as the best drilled ama- 
teux society in this country. The principal object 
of interest in the concert was the song of Mr. W. W. 
Gilchrist entitled *‘ Ode to the Sun.’”” The Mendels- 
sohn Glee Club offered last Summer three prizes 


for three classes of songs, and some 40 composi- 


tions were sent to the committee, which was com- 
posed of such eminent musicians and judges as 
Mr. Joseph Mosenthal, Mr. Samuel P. Warren, and 
Mr. Dudiey Buck. The songs in each class were re- 
viewed by the several judges without consultation, 
and when the votes were opened it was found that 


Mr. Gilchrist, of Philadelphia, had been marked 
by each of them as the composer of the best song 
in the three grades. This result was a surprise 
to the many writers who had never heard 
the name of this young composer. The high per- 
sonal character of the judges and the conditions 
under which the prizes were awarded made it im- 
possible to suppose that Mr. Gilchrist was not enti- 
tled to the honors he had won, and an inspection 
of his scores of these and other previous works 
shows that he possesses a decided talent for this 
class of composition. The modesty of this Amer- 
ican writer is, of course, to be praised; but 
it is, meyertheless, a matter of regret that 
he does not turn his undoubted powers to 
the production of works of greater scope. 
His ** Ode to the Sun,” to which was awarded the 
first prize, is a chorus for male voices, with a piano 
accompaniment. for four hands. It is a strong, 
manly, and original composition. There are no 
suggestions init of the tons of male voice songs 
that are ground out by every one here and abroad 
who aspires to beacomposer. It is, indeed, too 
good a work to be passed over after one hearing, 
and is, moreover, too elaborate and dignified to 
receive only the interpretation which the Mendels- 
sohn Club is able to give it with 40 voices. It was 
sung with zeal and remarkable perfection, and 
it was evident that the members of the club were 
seriously interested in it. Indeed, no better male 
voice chorus singing could be heard anywhere, but 
if the song failed to produce the effect for which 
it was intended, it was solely due to the fact that 
the volume .of voices was not equal to the 
demands of the xcore. It should be arranged 
for orchestra, and sung by a strong chorus, 
and would prove under these conditions to be 
a grand work. As it was rendered last night it 
showed power and thoughtful, cultivated styie on 
the part of the composer. An American writer 
who can at the beginning of his career show such 
ability as is manifested by Mr. Gilchrist not only 
deserves encouragement, but should not be per- 
mitted to seclude himself. Itis to be hoped that 
something more will be heard from this gentleman. 
AE TSI: 
A GROWL FROM CHICAGO. 

The Italian opera season in Chicago, which 
was conc!uded last week, has provoked much com- 
ment in the local press. It would seem that there 
are at least two factions in the matter. For some 
mysterious reason, there appears to have been an 
effort on the part of the management to unduly 
push forward those of his artists who have still a 
reputation to make, and to ignore others who can 
command success by the power of their names and 
their supreme ability. The Chicago Jridune, in an 
editorial, gives forth some plain truths when it 
says: 

“* Campanini, who unquestionably is the greatest 
of Italian lyric tenors, with the single exception of 
‘Lohengrin,’ has been cast on the off nights, and 
has evidently b:en somewhat disgruntled, although 
he has sung with Valleria, who is in all respects a 
superior artist to Gerster (musical tricks of vocaliza- 
tion not being essential to art and as superfluous as 
a train and furbelows would be on the Medicean 
Venus.) The répertoire has been a shabby one. 
With the exception of ‘ Mefistofele,’ ‘Don Gio- 
vanni,’ and * Lohengrin,’ the operas were old 
light, and hackneyed works in the Italian school 
—not that the Italian operas are to be dis- 
carded by any means, but has not her os 
manager ever heard of other operas in the Italian 
schoo! that he must give us the same little handful 
of threadbare works every time he comes here? 
If he is going to retain this troupe for next 
season, would it not be well for them this Sum- 
mer to study up such works as ‘* Lucrezia 
Borgia,’ * Norma,’ ‘Il Poliuto.’ * Barber 
of Seville,’ ‘Ernani,’ ‘Dinorah,’ ‘ North 
Star,’ ‘Robert, the Devil,’ ‘Huguenots,’ ‘Masa- 
niello,’ ‘Semiramide,’ ‘L’Africaine,’ and scores 
of others that belong to the Italian stage, not to 
mention a few German works that seem to have 
made some noise in the world outside of her Maj- 
esty’s dominions ?”’ 

It would seem to be a part of the manager's plan 
to throw discredit where it does not belong, and 
accordingly a statement of receipts for the several 
performances is printed. To any one living east 
of the Alleghany Mountains it is ineredible that 
the same theatre which contained a large audi- 
ence at each representation should have shown re- 
ceipts of $7,005 on one evening and $1,357 on another. 
The New-York public has been exceedingly gra- 
cious to Mr. Mapleson ever since he first came 
here. There is no doubt that he has given us opera 
in the best manner possible for an gimpresario, and 
that where he has failed to carry out his pro- 
grammes he has not been very much to blame. 
His promises, however, have unfortunately not 
been met in the matter of operas which would 
have been exceedingly acceptable. If it 
had not been for the heroic exertions of Signor 
Campanini and Mile. Valleria the Academy of 
Music would have been closed last season, and this 
year these same admirable artists have kept his 
company at the standard they claim. When one 
considers the versatility and popularity of Mile. 
Valleria, and the superb character of Signor Cam- 
panini’s personations in every réle he undertakes, 
it is altogether wonderful that there should not be 
the same generous recognition of their merits that 
the New-York public certainlv accords. 

It would be well for Mr. Mapleson, on his return 
to New-York, to bear in mind that although the 
worm is patient, it will turn; that some of the 
operas that have been repeatedly promised should 
be produced, and that popular favorites and 
great artists should not be sacrificed for the 
sake of attempting to build uv a fictitious reputa- 
tion for cheap substitutes and commonplace sing-

SETTLING THE CONTESTED 8EATS—ELEC- 


TION OF OFFICERS, 
The new Republican Central Committee 


made its permanent organization last night. There 
was a very large attendance of delegates. Col. 
Joel W. Mason, temporary Chairman, presided. 
The first business of the meeting was the presenta- 


tion by the Hon, John D. Lawson of the report of 


the Committee on Contested Seats. He said a full 


and complete hearing was given in each case, and 
the committee was unanimous in all the recom- 


mendations made by it. In regard to the contest 
and protest made by H. C. Parke inthe First Dis- 
trict, the committee reported that 30 members were 
said to have been refused the right to vote at the 


primary, and that persons not members were 


allowed to vote. It was also claimed that ballots 


were found in the boxes after the closing of the 
polls done up in bunches of a dozen or more. 
The committee, however, found that most of these 
charges were founded on hearsay, and were not 
within the knowledge of the witnesses, while some 


of the violations charged, though probably truly 


charged, were not intentional, The vote polled 


was 195to5in favor of the ticket headed by Col. 
M. W. Burns, and the committee recommended 
that the Burns delegation be admitted. In respect 
of the contest in the Fourth District, where 


two separate primaries were held—one_ at 


No. 185 East Broadway, olliing 303 good 
Repubilcan votes, and the other under 
the lead of E. S. Newins. The committee 
found that Newins {is a resident of Brooklyn, 
and that that wing of the district organization has 
held but three meetings in a year, and has no Vice- 
President or Secretary. The other body was not 
the legally constituted association, and the com- 
mittee, therefore, recommend that the State Com- 
mittee be requested to order a re-enroilment and 
reorganization of the district. In the Ninth Dis- 
trict the committee found that the Jacobus or reg- 
ular ticket was elected by 200 votes against 16 in 
the opposition; that the irregularities complained 
of were of a minor or technical character, 
and did not affect the result. and _ they, 
therefore, recommended the seating of the 
Jacobus delegation. The contest made from 
the Fourteenth District was withdrawn by 
the contestants. In the matter of the contest 
in the Fifteenth District, the committee reported 
‘in very condemnatory terms as to the practices re- 
sorted to at the primaries, and recommended that 
the result of the primary be declared void as to 
both parties to the contest, led respectively by 
Sheridan Shook and Morris Siskind, and 
a re-enrollment and reorganization of the 
district made by the State Committee. 
The committee directly charged that the tally list 
submitted to them was prepared after the election 
to meet the inquiry instituted, and was false and 
fraudulent. In the individual contest made against 
the election of Major Willard Bullard, in the T'wen- 
Bye oe District, to fill the vacancy occasioned by 
the death of District Attorney Phelps, the commit- 
tee reported in favor of Major Bullard’s admission 
asadelegate.

WINNING BY FOUR POINTS 


RESULT OF THE CUSHION-CAROM 
. MATCH. 

JACOB SCHAEFER DEFEATS WILLIAM SEXTON 
IN A MOST EXCITING 8TRUGGLE—ONE 
HUNDRED AND TWO INNINGS PLAYED. 

William Sexton and Jacob Schaefer played 
a match game of billiards, 400 points up, for a stake 
of $1,000, at Cooper Institute, last evening. In 
many respects it was one of the most remarkable 
contests of the kind on record. It originated in 
friendly banter between the experts, and was 
made under the unusual agreement that the win- 
ner should take the stakes and gate-money, leaving 
to the loser the task of footing all the expenses. 

‘The men chose the game of cushion-caroms as a 

test of skill, and adopted the rules of the new 

“champion's game” to govern it. In cushion- 

caroms it is necessary that the player shall 

take at least one cushion before making a 

earom-stroke on the second object ball. Under 

the rules last evening, when a ball “froze” 
the player was at liberty either to spot 
the balls and play from’ the _ string 
or to play upon the free object ball. Cushion- 
caroms are rarely played in public matches, and 
the game last evening was the first of the kind ever 
played in the Metropolis, and the first played in 


this country fora number of years. The last one 

layed was that between the late John Flack, of 
Boston. and Schaefer, in which the latter won, 
running in one inning 35 points, the highest on rec- 
ord at the game. 

The supposed equality of skill between the con- 
testants lent last night’s game great interest, and 
as regular “ nursing’ on the rail was impossible, 
brilliant play had been predicted on both sides. 
After along delay Dudley Kavanagh was chosen ref- 
eree. Joseph Dion became umpire for Sexton, while 
Alonzo Morris, Jr., looked after Schaefer's inter- 
ests. At 8:25 0’clock the players strung for lead, 
in the presence of alarge number of spectators. 
Sexton won, selected the white ball, and opened 
with a counting stroke, slipping up on a draw after 
scoring 2. He left them ‘safe’? on Schaefer, who 
failed tocount. Sexton then made a half-dozen, 
giving his opponent an opportunity to play some 
delicate shots about the table near the corner. The 
spheres then scattered, and Schaefer chased them 
about in brilliant fashion, running up into double 
figures. He made 19 before he failed, and Sex- 
ton made 1 and mis-cued. In the next inning 
he executed a superb long single cushion shot 
that was greatly applauded, and added 5 to 
hisscore. In the sixth inning Schaefer drew the 
balls into a corner, and his delicate and skillful 
stroke caused them to ring out carom after carom. 
He held the position finely until he had run 20, 
when the balls separated and he retired after com- 

leting 26 caroms. To this pretty piece of play, 
sexton replied with 2 shots. Fortune seemed to 
frown on him, and the spheres refused to’ be ca- 
joled into obeying the impulse of his cue. They 
became equaily fickle with Schaefer a little later, 
too, and the scoring was very meagre for along 
time. Sexton’s face betrayed his chagrin, and he 
ground his teeth with suppressed anger. 

Sexton, still pursued by ill-fortune, opened his 
sixteenth inning with an _ inglorious' mis- 
cue, which he followed up witha very pretty run 
all over the table, which gave him 15 caroms. 
Schaefer then mussed altogether, forfeiting 1 
er to his adversary. He at once began some of 

is delicate corner work, however, and began to 
ay up the caroms in fine style, making, in particu- 
ar, one splendid ‘“‘fine’’ single-cushion shot, 
the cue-ball hugging the rail, both on 
its journey to the bottom cushion and its 
return to the red object ball. He profited 16 points 
in this inning. Schaefer, who was‘ playing in fine 
form and with great skill, gathered in 8 caroms in 
his twenty-second inning, turning his first string at 
101 points, 46 points ahead of Sexton. The latter 
made an ugly drive at the refractory ivories, but 
failed to overcome their obstinacy for a 
jong period. He missed a “twice around- 
the-table” stroke by a hairs breadth in 
his twenty-seventh inning, but began to 
creep up slowly on his opponent, until the latter, 
in the twenty-ninth inning, began to play, with 
well-judged dexterity, to gain the corners. The 
inning was marked by some pretty position play, 
and netted Schaefer 19 points in all. Sexton kept at 
his heels with great pluck, however, and bya daz- 
ziing variety of ‘‘draw,”’ “ follow-to-the-cushion,” 
“‘kiss.” and ‘“‘bank’’ shots, ran up 21 points and 
passed his first hundred only 23 points behind his 
opponent. The scores at the close of the thirtieth 
inning stood: Sexton, 101; Schaefer, 124. A ‘‘foul” 
stroke cut short the latter’s thirty-second inning at. 
its outset, and Sexton resumed his unusually brii- 
jiant open-table work amid great applause. He 
wvas now in hot pursuit of Schaefer, and woke the 

tter up to a sense of his danger. For a long 
time Schaefer kept about 20 points between 
the scores, until one of Sexton's unlucky 
“*kisses’’ gave him an opportunity to gain 
by his fine corner nursing. He put together 
neatly 22 in two innings a little later, but still Sex- 
ton kept persistently right at his heels, making a 
pretty spurt himself in the forty-third inning which 
netted’ 11 points. A moment later Schaefer gained 
4he corner, and some of his marvelous nursing 
quickly neutralized all Sexton’s work by adding 18 
to Schaefer’s string, giving him a natural advan- 
take over the Yankee lad. He followed it up, add- 
ing small figures to the score, but making many 
Bhots that were deservedly applauded. In the 
fifty-second inning Sexton awoke loud plaudits by 
x beautiful “ hug-the-cushion”’ carom, and in the 

fty-third inning Schaefer’s score stood at 205, Sex- 

on’s being 179, showing him to have well main- 
tained the ground he had gained while Schaefer 
was making his second hundred points. 

A great cheer went upin the fifty-sixth inning, 
‘when Sexton by exceptionally fine play scored 15 
and turned his second hundred also, but 2 points 
behind Schaefer, whose score stood 207 to Sexton’s 
205. The cheers became tumultuous as Sexton 
passed his opponent in the next inning, and began 
to play with great strength and brilliancy. He was 
repeatedly cheered as he scored 7 difficult shots in 
quick succession. He was playing at his best, and 

ollowed up the score with admirably played 
runs of 6 and 18. Schaefer began the difficult 
task of cushion-nursing on the “ rail’ a little later 
and just “‘tied’’ Sexton’s count of 18 points. 
Meagre scoring followed, relieved by the neat exe- 
cution of many of the shots, until the sixty sixth 
inning, when Sexton interpolated a finely scored 
fiozen. Then Schaefer, who had been playing 
poorly. began to close up on him, and decreased 

is lead by netting small runs. This spurred Sex- 
ton to good work again, and, with a beautiful 
purt of 19 caroms, he passed his third hundred, 
Ms points ahead. The scores stood 802 to 264 in his 
favor at the close of the seventy-eighth inning. 

Schaefer put together 10 two innings later, and 
followed them up with another piece of corner 
nursing which yielded just a dozen points. This 
he followed, three innings afterward, with another 
burst of very skillful play, which netted him 

oints.. This brought the score Schaefer, 314; 
poston, 815. There was an outburst of cheering as 
it was announced. Sexton at once began to widen 
the gap between them slowly, playing all 
over the table with eat dexterity and 
accuracy. He was perfectly cool and_ col- 
lected, and rolled up the small but useful figures 
with astonishing regularity. There was enthusi- 
astic cheering over some of his complicated shots. 
Schaefer for along time seemed unable to do any- 
thibg of any account in the way of sustained play- 
ing, but in his ninety-fourth inning he scored 15 
neatly in the corner, and the excitement became 
most intense, there being but 12 points difference 
between thescores. Schaefer, who fought pluckily, 
made 11 caroms a little later, and pressed 
bis adversary hard for the lead. Sexton re- 
plied with a skillful 14, and followed it 
with a run of extraordinary brilliancy. Every shot 
was greeted with frantic applause. Therunnetted 
12 points. Schaefer replied with equally fine play, 
exhibiting amazing coolnessand pluck. He scored 
23, and the run deserved the applause it earned. 
It brought his score up to 380. The spectators be- 
yvame almost uncontrollable in their excitement. 
(He made 5 more, leaving him but 15 to go. He 
scored 14amid indescribable confusion, and then 
essayed a maseé, which he missed. 

Sexton needed but 4 points to win. The bails 
were leftina safe position, and he waited several 
minutes forthe uproar to cease, but got tired and 
played in the midst of the noise. On the shot de- 
ae $1,000. He played, and missed by a hair’s 

readth. His face grew as pale as death as the ball 
rolled by without touching. The spectators rose 
to their feet in suspense. Schaefer played and also 
missed. Again he left the spheres in a most diffi- 
cult position, and Sexton again missed. He lefta 
pone “draw to the cushion,” and Shaefer scored 

it, and won by just 4 points. 

Cheer upon cheer rent the air as the stroke was 
made. The crowd rushed down to the table, and 
the victor was lifted upon the shoulders of his 
friends and. carried about. The cheers were renewed 
seain and again, and the crowd lingered, huzzaing, 
until long after the game closed. It was undoubted- 
jy the finest game ever played in the country, and 
pne of the most closely contested matches on 
record, The mannerin which both men maintained 
their pluck and coolness in the crisis caused general 
astonishment. The game was played in 2 hours 
znd 50 minutes, and required 102 innings to decide 
it. Sehaefer’s average was 8 47-51, and Sexton’s 
3 45-51. The highest run was 26, made by Schaefer 
in his sixth inning. Sexton’s highest run was 21, 
made in his thirtieth inning.

A OLERGYMAN’S SAD FATE. 


DYING OF SMALL-POX IN A PAUPER HOSPITAL 
—BURIED IN POTTER’S FIELD. 


On the 27th of January last T. Dauncy, the 
proprietor of a boarding-house at No. 185 Jay- 
street, Brooklyn, informed the health authorities 
in that city that a gentleman who had taken a fur- 
nished room in his house some time before was 
sick, and that he believed the lodger was suffer- 
ing from small-pox. Mr. Dauncy’s suspicions 
were verified, and the patient, who gave 
the name of Poole, was taken to the 
hospital for srnall-pox patients, at Flatbush. 


Mr. Poole was a man of splendid physique, edu- 
cated, and well provided with money. He was af- 
flicted with small-pox in its most aggravated form, 
his case being one of the worst ever treated in the 
hospital. Knowing that the man’s recovery was 
all but impossible, Dr. Schenck asked him several 
times who were his relatives, in order that they 
might be communicated with. The patient in- 
variably answered by asking the question, ‘* Doc- 
tor, do you give meup?” As long as Dr. Schenck 
would admit that there was any possibility of the 

atient’s recovery the latter would not say where 

is relatives or friends, if he had any, could be 
found. Just before he died, Poole told the Doctor 
that his lawyer’s name was D. G. Harriman, and 
that his office was at No. 230 Broadway, in this 


City. 

When the patient died, as he did about a week 
after admission to the hospital, Dr. Schenck sent 
word of the event to Mr. Dauncy and to Mr. D. G. 
Harriman. The former answered at once that he 
did not know whether the deceased had any rela- 
tives. Mr. Harriman did not reply immediately, 
and, owing to the nature of tne disease, Dr. Schenck 
was obliged to have the patient buried in Potter’s 
Field. Mr. Harriman was engaged in a Brooklyn 
court when the message announcing Poole’s 
death was sent to his office, and he did 
not get it until the following day. He 
then wrote to Dr. Schenck that he knew very little 
of the deceased beyond the fact that he was a re- 
tired Presbyterian clergyman, and that he had 
come to New-York from Philadelphia to establish a 
leatheroid company for making chair-seats. Mr. 
Harriman thought thatthe Rev. Mr. Poole had 
brothers in the West. He said he would endeavor 
to find them, and in the meantime he directed tha: 
the body be undisturbed, but that the grave be 
numbered, It was subsequently learned that the 
deceased had introduced himself when he hired the 
furnished room at Mr. Dauncy’s house as the Rev. 
George H. Poole. He said he had been Pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church of Philadelphia, but 
that he was obliged to resign on account of ill- 
health. His physician had told him, he said, that 
a sedentary life to a man of his physique would 
break down his constitution. The Rev. Mr. Poole 
was the author of several religious works and at 
one time prominent, it is said, in Presbyterian cir- 
cles in Philadelphia. His effects, consisting of $64 
in money, a watch, and a number of papers, inciud- 
ing deeds of property, await the order of his rela- 
tives. 
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ELEVATORS RUNNING AT LAST. 
ae ae ee 
FOUR FOR PASSENGERS GOING IN THE POST 
OFFICE—NONE OF THEM HYDRAULIC. 

For the first time in over a year the four 
passenger elevators in the Post Office were yester- 
day in running order, much to the gratification of 
Postmaster James, Assistant Custodian McAfee, and 
the many officials and others whom business calls 
to the upper stories of the building. These eleva- 
tors have been a_ continual source of 
trouble. The large hydraulic ones in the 
east and west pavilions on the north side were 
much admired, but were expensive affairs to 


the Government. Hardly a week passed but a 
broken flange or a leak in the heavy tubing caused 
the one or the other to be laid up for days ata time. 
They were deemed positively safe, however, and 
so the repairs were continued. In February last, a 
tube section of the one on the Broadway side 
jumped out of place, and the water rushing out 
allowed the elevator to fall from the fourth to the 
second story, and one or two persons in it were 
quite seriously injured by the shock. The elevator 
was then abandoned, and for months the heavy 
car rested between the first and second floors, sup- 
ported by timbers placed across the stairrail. A 
short time afterward the one on the Park-row cor- 
ner also got out of repair, and it, too, was aban- 
doned, so that the thousands of persons who daily 
visit the law library. court-rooms, &c., being com- 
pelled to climb the steep iron stairways, were 
naturally loud in their complaints. 

Postmaster James at once made an effort to 
renovate the entire elevator system of the build- 
ing. The two running by steam power in the in- 
terior of the edifice, used mostly by the employes, 
proved inadequate for the service required of them, 
and were not considered safe by those who had 
the most occasion to use them, There was great 
delay in obtaining authority for this improvement, 
but, influenced by the continued requests from 
Postmaster James, and the complaints of Judges, 
lawyers, Commissioners, and others. the order was 
at last given, and the hydraulic elevators in the 
pavilions have now been supplanted by two of the 
Otis pattern, which are run by steam, with safety 
eatches. Two of thesame make have taken the 
place of the old ones in the interior. The four 
were all running yesterday for the first time, 
though the one in the Broadway pavilion was 
started about a monthago. Theactual cost of the 
two hydraulic elevators in the pavilions cannot be 
stated. The contract price covering the pavilions, 
stairways, elevators, and two heavy Eearautis 
pumps was originally about $130,000. To this 
must be added the repairs incidental to several 
years’ use. There are four of these pumps in the 
engine-room, the two that were pane for the ele- 
vator and two used in hoisting mail. There is at 
present no use for the first two, and it has been 
recommended to the department that they be sold.

RAPID TRANSIT FOR BROOKLYN. 

Acting under the law of 1875 which enables 
the Mayor to appoint arapid transit commission to 
select routes forarapid transit road whonever he 
shall be petitioned so to do by 50 citizens who are 
householders and tax-payers, Mayor Howell yes- 
terday appointed the following gentlemen a com- 
mission for the purposes named in the act: Thomas 
Kinsella, No. 430 Clinton-street; Isaac Hender- 


son, No. 47 Seventh-avenue; Samuel Hatton, 
No. 218 Adelpni-street; Alanson Tredwell, No. 540 
Franklin-avenue, and Daniel T. Walden, No. 37 
Putnam-avenue. The object of the men who are 
moving in the new scheme is to secure a road run- 
ning from South Ferry directly to the depot ot the 
Prospect Park and Coney Island Railroad (better 
known as Culver’s road) at Twentieth-street and 
Ninth-avenue. Mr. A. R. Culver, President of the 
road just mentioned, said the promoters of 
the new scheme, of which it is no 
secret he is the principal, proposed to build their 
road, beginning on the southerly side of Atlantic- 
avenue, at Columbia or Hicks-street, and extend- 
ing thence southerly to some point where it could 
strike across to Fourth-avenue, without going over 
Gowanus Canal. Thence, to the city line, the road 
would be through pore property, on the surface 
and by tunnel, ending at or near the present rail- 
road depot at Ninth-avenue and Twentieth-street. 
Mr. Culver said further that if the requisite permis- 
sion was obtained the road would be built and 
ready for use this year.

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UP AMONG THE ICE-YACHTS

A DAY’S SEARCH FOR SPEED UP 

THE HUDSON. 

A ROUGH SURFACE AND NO WIND-—RACES 
TWICE POSTPONED—SOME TOUGH YARNS 
SPUN IN AN ICE-BOAT’S FORECASTLE. 

The passengers on the Hudson River Rail- 
road all want seats on the river side of the car so 
they can see the ice-boats skipping up and down, 
admire the great mountains of crystal ice, piled up 
in some places 30 or 40 feet high, and watch the 
steamers and fishermen trying to break their way 
through the ice. The ice-boats are so thick on the 
river that there is scarcely room for them to pass 
each other. They wait at Spuyten Duyvil for a 
train, start out with it, and by the time the train 
reaches Yonkers the ice yachtsman has been there, 
eaten his breakfast, and is smoking a cigar. Some 
of the ice-boats go so fast that thoy have to carry 
three or four tons of pig-iron for ballast. 

That is to say, this is about what the guileless 
public are led to expect by the many thrilling dis- 
patches from Poughkeepsie and round about, de- 
scribing the tremendous feats of the ice-boats. 
The solemn fact is that you travel an average of 
40 miles along the river bank for every ice-boat you 
see, and as to the great hillocks of ice, they are ail 
gammon,too. The Hudson River never was in a 
more ordinary and unromantic condition than 


it is just at this minute. From Spuyten 
Duyvil to Poughkeepsie there is not an 
ice-hill higher than a dinner-table, and 
what lumps of ice there are, all look as if they 
wanted scrubbing, ‘The scene of desolation begins 
with the Harlem River, assoon as you cross the 
bridges. This little river is still covered with ice. 
but has many open spots. Several new boat-houses 
have been dropped down on the banks since last 
Fall, and the steamer ©. Vibbard is frozen in near 
Macomb’s Dam bridge waiting for Spring. The 
draw-bridge of the elevated railroad between 
Macomb’s and High Bridge looks nearly finished 
and ready for traftic. The Hudson, as far up as 
Yonkers, is open enough for navigation. It is full 
of floating ice, but.a good clear track could easily 
be found. Above Yonkers, for several miles, it is 
open and sbut in streaks, but up = as 
far as Tarrytown there is an open channel. 
Above Tarrytown it is still locked up as tight as a 
bank safe. Along the shore the ice is snawy, dirty, 
and broken, but out in the stream it looks clear, 
clean, and smooth. At every station above this 
point there isa track across the river on the ice 
where countless sleighs and wagons have crossed 
and are still crossing. all the traffic is still done 
on the ice, and there is no sign of its giving way. 

A special committee of one was dispatched from 
Tue Times office yesterday to inquire into the 
causes and consequences of ice: boating and report 
upon the condition generally of the Hudson River 
counties. ‘This committee reached the smoking- 
car of an early train at the same mo- 
ment with a large partv of gentlemen 
who all looked as if they were going away 
to be married. They wore, without exception, the 
shiniest silk hats ever seen out of a hat store, and 
the dye on their heavy black mustaches was as 
shiny as their hats. They carried sachels and 
smoked strong cigars, and they never opened their 
mouths to speak without emphasizing the remark 
with some pure Biblical language. It was gathered 
from their conversation that vey were going to 
Albany. And the train had hardly started before 
another gentleman went around the car and hand- 
ed to each member of this party a pretty little yel- 
low card. These cards may have been rewards for 
good behavior, but they looked very much like 
passes to Albany, for the shiny gentlemen stuck 
them in their hat bands and looked happy. Off 
Tarrytown there were several hundred people on 
the ice, and a new and novel means of locomo- 
tion was here discovered. Men and boys were 
traveling about the river on hand-sleds, one person 
oneach sled. This person held in each hand a 
pointed stick, grasping it in the same style in which 
ababy grasps a fork. Putting both feet on the 
front round of the sled, the man shoved himself 
ahead with the pointed sticks, jamming them into 
the ice, making rapid motions. In this way the 
sled was shoved along faster than a man could 
easily walk, and apparently with much less exer- 
tion. In this way the boys of the towns amused 
themselves. business men crossed the river, and 
fishermen went out to examine their lines. And, 
speaking of fishermen, there are certainly as many 
of them at work through the ice as there are 
fishes down below, They used to chop a lit- 
tle hole through the ice, drop a _ iine 
through, and wait for a nibble. But now they 
do the business on a grander scale. They take a 
big ice saw and saw two parallel slits a foot apart 
and about 50 feet long. The block of ice thus 
sawn out is removed, and 20 or 30 lines are *‘ set,’ 
each fastened to a stick laid across the slit. One 
man sits on the ice to watch the lines and delib- 
erate. A thousand of these fish-holes, between 
Yonkers and Poughkeepsie, would be a very mod- 
erate estimate, but none of them seem to be pro- 
ducing any fish. But perhaps it was not a good 
day for fishing. Horses and sleighs were driv- 
ing all over the river as safely as on land, and the 
ice was mostly smooth in one sense. It was not 
broken up and jammed into hummocks, as it often 
is, but it was only in selected spots that it was 
glassy enough for good skating. 

That tremendous ice yacht that makes the ex- 
press trains feel sick and travels 60 miles an hour 
in a 40-knot breeze, is reported in New-York to be- 
long to Yonkers. But when you go up to Yonkers 
and inquire for the prodigy, it belongs at Tarry- 
town. Tarrytown has seen it and knows all about 
it, but unfortunately the yacht is owned at New- 
Hamburg. At New-Hamburg the story is corrob- 
orated in every particular, (indeed, some additions 
are made to it,) but the yacht is at Poughkeepsie. 
At Poughkeepsie, you learn that the yacht is owned 
at some uncertain point ‘* up the river.” 

The first thing that Tae TrwEs’s committee ran 
across at Poughkeepsie (after running across the 
bridge, of course,) was an ice yachtsman. It was 
easy to tell him by his costume, for ice yachting, 
like all other fashionable sports, has its peculiar 
costume. A young gentleman of the period cannot 
consider himself well up with the times, and not 
by any means a gentleman, y’ know, unless he has 
apolo costume, a rowing suit, a riding suit, a 
yachting uniform, anda few sets of trunks and 
shirts for general athletics. And an ice yachting 
costume may now safely be added to the outfit. 
This gentleman at Poughkeepsie. who stood on the 
platform waiting for the train as though he ex- 
pected the train to bring up a_ breeze 
from New-York, was one of the most 
prominent of the young gentlemen of that city, 
who are at present devoting themselves to the 
exciting sport of ice-boating, so his costume may 
be accepted as the proper thing, to be followed by 
all young gentlemen of ice-yachting ambition. His 
most prominent article of dress was a very large 
pair of top boots reaching far above his knees. The 
tops of the boots were made of fine morocco, and 
into them were stuffed the ends of a very small 
pair of corduroy breeches, fitting tight. Above 
this was a coat very much abbreviated in the mat- 
ter of skirts, and over all, adding lustre to the en- 
tire uniform, wasa shining silk hat. He swung a 
cane, and it was noticeable that he kept carefully 
away from the doors of the waiting carriages, for 
he might easily, in the ice-yachting costume, have 
been mistaken for a footman. Soon after the train 
arrived this young gentleman picked his way 
through the mud toward the river bank, and THE 
TimeEs’s reporter, surmising his destination, and not 
being acquainted with the Poughkeepsie streets, 
followed ata safe and respectful distance. 

It was only a fewsteps from the depot to the 
ice yachts, They lay near the Poughkeepsie dock, 
20 or 80 of them, most of them with sails hoisted, 
and flags hanging lazily from the mast-heads. Their 
owners or suiling-masters were with them, and sev- 
eral hundred men and boys surrounded them, and al- 
most hid them from sight. For yesterday wasa re- 
gatta day. The ice-boatmen have been waiting all 
Winter fora good day forarace. A month orjso 
ago there was a constant wind sweeping down the 
river, but then the ice was toorough. Last week’s 
rains and warmth, followed by this week’s cold, 
put the ice in pretty good shape, but then the wind 
died out. There was to have been arace on Mon- 
day, but there was no wind, so it was postponed 
till yesterday. The start was to be made at 
10:30 in the morning, and the course was to be 
from Main-street dock down to Blue Point, up to 
Crum Elbow, and home. The race was to be for 
the Club Pennant, now held by the Hail, and pre- 
sented by Commodore (not Captain) Kidd. At 
10:30 o'clock the boats and their owners were 
ready—the Icicle, the largest ice-boat in the world; 
the Snowflake, the Aolus, the Haze, the Ella, the 
Hail, the Gracie, and a dozen others—but there 
was not a breath of wind. The poor yachts lay 
stillall day waiting for something to turn up, but 
nothing turned. Even should a wind spring up, 
the boatmen said, the ice was not very good. It 
needed a rain, and then a cold snap, to 
put it in perfect condition. It was all sound 
and there were few air-holes, but it was 
‘‘flakey” and rough. The ice yacht, indeed, 
seems to be very much such an animal as 
the bicycle. Give him all the favorable condi- 
tions he demands, and he will go like a deer; but 
let anything go wrong. and he is worse than a lame 
horse. While the yachtsmen were disconsolately 
watching their drooping sails, an ice-boat was seen 
coming down the river. Hope at once revived—a 
breeze must be springing up. But when the boat 
approached, it was seen that its owner was walk- 
ing behind it, pushing it along. All day long the 
disappointed sportsmen watched the clouds and 
hoped for wind, but no wind came, and so the race 
had once more to be postponed. It was just the 
same at New-Hamburg, where a large number of 
ice yachts are owned. The men were all ready for 
a race, but they had to go home, cold and disap- 

ointed. The only lively thing to be foundin 

oughkeepsie was an afternoon newspaper that 
the reporter bought at 1 o'clock, giving a detailed 
account of the ice-boat race, which, it said, began 
at 2 o’clock, one of the boats going over the course 
in 3:45, another in 3:50, and a third in 3:55. For 
a winute report of a race that was not sailed, this 
enterprising newspaper achieved the farinaceous 
prize. 

There being no prospect of seeing or participat- 
ing in a race, the reporter sought and found a gen- 
tleman who had had some experience in ice-boat- 
ing. This gentleman was seated beside the hottest 
stove in Poughkeepsie, but he said there was noth- 
ing so bracing and invigorating as the cold, fresh 
alr. . 

**There’s nothing likeit,’ said he. ‘* My favor- 
ite place is on the rudder block. All you have to 
do is to hold on tight and away yougo. Acci- 


dents? No; very seldom. You hardly ever hear 


of an accident—that is,ascrious one. When the 
boat is flying along and happens to strike a hum- 
mock there’s something of a concussion. Isaw a 
boat strike this way once going 30 or 40 miles an 
hour. There was only one manon her. He flew

jump a wide crack. Ihave often eppes cracks 
six feet wide, myself, and I’ve h of boats going 
safely over an opening 20 or 30 feet broad, but I 
never saw that done. How do they carry ladies? 

They stretch a netting from 
brace to brave, and let the ladies sit downin it. 
They can’t fall out, and it makes a very comfort- 
able seat. I don’t know about a boat making a 
mile a minute in a 30-knot wind, but I have often 
hte at the rate of a mile a minute Iam sure. The 

oats sometimes go faster than the wind—there’s 
no doubt about that. I was on one, one day, 
going straight before a strong breeze, when we got 
to going so fast we sailed clear out of the wind. 
The sails flapped, and you’d have thought there 
was no wind at all. A minute afterward the wind 
caught us again and filled the sails.” It was when 
the gentleman reached this point in his interesting 
narrative that the reporter started for the train to

ANOTHER LONG ISLAND RAILROAD.

STEPS TAKEN TO START AN OPPOSITION TO 
THE PRESENT MONOPOLY. 

A largely attended meeting of persons in- 
terested in the project of building a new railroad 
on the north shore of Long Island, from Astoria or 
Ravenswood to Northport, a distance of 40 miles, 
was held yesterday afternoon at No. 74 Wall-street. 
A committee, appointed to represent the towns 
along the proposed route, consisting of Messrs. C. 
R. Street, J. M. Brush, Isaac Rogers, George M. 
Tileson, S. C. Rogers, Edward Carll, Thomas At- 
kins, George C. Wood, and C. E,. Shepherd were 


present, accompanied by a large crowd of farmers 
and fellow-townsmen. The meeting was called to 
order by Assemblyman Williams L. Youngs, of 
Oyster Bay, who said the scheme had had its origin 
in the outrageous treatmenc to which the people 
of Long Island had been subjected by the 
new management of the Long Island Railroad 
Company. Dr. Oliver L. Jones was. elected 
Chairman and Mr. Youngs Secretary. The latter 
made an address in which he said that the people 
of his place were heartily in favor of the project. 
It was proposed to run the road through Flushing, 
Bayside, anhassett, Roslyn, Glen Cove, Oyster 
Bay, Cold Spring, and Huntington. It was esti- 
mated that it would cost $800,000 to build it. The 
speaker had been assured by a number of responsi- 
ble gentlemen that if sufficient stock were sub- 
scribed for there would be no difficulty in placing a 
reasonable amount of bondson the market. Un- 
der the laws of this State it was necessary to sub- 
scribe one-half the amount required to buikd the 
road, and to pay in 10 per cent. before organizing. 
The question to be decided was, therefore, could 
$400,000 be obtained between Astoria and North- 
ar He believed that it could. One gentleman 

ad informed him that he would take $50,000 of 
the stock. In conclusion, the speaker read a letter 
from 8. L. M. Barlow, promising the scheme his 
hearty support. 

Mr. Street, of Huntington, said the people of that 
place had held a meeting in which they denounced 
the Long Island Railroad Company and pledged 
themselves to do all in their power to secure a new 
road. Supervisor Rogers, of the same village, 
added that Huntington would without doubt 
give a mile and a half of land to the new company. 
Mr. Vandewater, of Flushing, said the people of 
that place had been so often deceived by new 
north shore railroad schemes that it would be neces- 
sary to show them that the present one is bona fide 
to enlist their support. Mr. George C. Wood said 
that the farmers alone would subscribe $150,000, 
which would build 10 miles and give them some- 
thing to sayin the management. They wanted a 
road that could not be sold out. Discussion arose 
as to the advisability of building the road broad or 
narrow gauge. Mr. Rossi, an engineer who has 
madé a partial survey of the route, being called 
upon, said that a narrow-gauge road could be 
built 20 per cent. cheaper, and that it 
would cost less to transport freight on 
sucha road. After further discussion, the Chair- 
man was authorized to appoint a committee of 
seven to confer with contractors and engineers 
and a committee of 25 to solicit subscriptions. 
It was stated that the road could be easily con- 
structed, there being only one place that needed 
filling in, and one in which a cut would be required. 
Dr. Rainey, of Brooklyn, one of the projectors of 
the Blackwell’s Island bridge, with which it is 
proposed to connect, made a statement to the 
effect that all the iron work has ben contracted for, 
and that it is expected that permission will be re- 
ceived from the New-York authorities to -begin 
work on the piers within a day or two. In that 
case the bridge would probably be completed in 
three years. The meeting then adjourned for two 
weeks. 
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FATAL CRASH AT A SHIP’S DOCK.

THREE MEN KILLED AND TWO INJURED BY 
A FALLING MAST AND DERRICK. 

An accident occurred yesterday morning, 
about 11 o’clock, on the New-York Warehousing 
Company’s dock, at the foot of Comover-street, 
Brooklyn, by which three men were instantly killed 
and several others were injured. The men were 
engaged in removing the foremast from the full- 
rigged ship Cleopatra, which arrived at this port 
from Havre, France, in ballast, some days ago, 
consigned to Theodore Ruger & Co., of 
No. 5 William-street, in this City. During 
the voyage, the foremast, which was 75 
feet in jheight and 33 inches in diameter, received 
an injury which made necessary its removal. The 
work was intrusted to Philip B. Low, of Rutger- 
street, who sent a gang of riggers in charge of 
Henry Kerr to take out the mast yesterday morn- 
ing. The topmast was first taken down, and then 
a derrick was constructed with a spar and the 
large foreyard of the foremast. Thomas D. 
Cordes, the Captain of the vessel, told the 
foreman that he did not consider the spar 
and yard arm, without better support, sufficient 
to bear the weight of the immense mast, and 
explained hcw the improvised derrick might be 
strengthened. He had seen such work done be- 
fore, he said, and therefore knew what he was talk- 
ing about. The foreman seemed to be displeased 
at the Captain’s criticism, and with the remark, 
“Wealways do it this way inthis country; I am 
doing this job,” ordered the work to go on. The 
mast was slowly hoisted from its position, and 
swung into the ‘air over the side of the vessel. 
There does not seem to have been any apprehen- 
sion of an accident even on the part of tne Cap- 
tain, for he went himself on the dock 
and ordered his sailors to assist the riggers. The 
mast was swung in a horizontal direction, and the 
end nearest the shore had just touched the ground 
when a crackling sound was heard, and in 
almost the same instant the derrick and mast 


came down with acrash. About 20 men were en- 


gaged in the work, but the most of them, warned 
by the cracking of the spars, escaped. Edward 
Johnson, one of the Cleopatra’s crew, only saved 
his life by jumping overboard. Five men became 
entangled in the tackle, three of whom were 
almost instantly killed. The remaining two escaped 
with slightinjuries. The killed were: 

ANDERSON, JOHN, aged 23, one of the sailors on the 
Cleopatra. 

Kerr, Henry, the foreman, aged 47 years, residing 
in South Fifth-street, near Fourth, Brookiyn. 


Victor, GEORGE, aged 53, residing in vackson-street, 


near Cherry, this City. 

The two men caught in the rigging, but who es- 
eaped with slight injuries. were David Desmond 
and Norman McCloud, both residing in this City. 
the former at No. 18 Lewis-street, and the latter at 
No. 363 Pearl-street. The bodies of the dead men 
were frightfully mutilated. The remains of the un- 
fortunate foreman, Kerr, and of George Victor, the 
rigger, were taken to their homes. The body of 
the sailor, John Anderson, was taken to the Morgue. 
The foremast, in falling, struck the side of the ves- 
sel and damaged her to the extent of $1,000. Cor- 
oner Keller will hold the inquest.

The magistrate claimed that the complainant in the 
case had been detained in court for two hours and 
a half and the prisoner had been locked up until 
Monday morning.

Mr. D. J. Whitney, Chairman of the Society 
forthe Prevention of Crime, has sent a communi-

Elizabeth, with a poker and attempted to cut Offi- 
cer Blank, of the Tenth Precinct, with a razor, 
when the latter arrested him, was sentenced to the 
penitentiary for nine months, yesterday, in the 
Court of Special Sessions. The prisoner offered no 
defense of his conduct. 


Mr. R. Graham, General Secretary of the 
Church of England Temperance Society, called at 


the Central Office, yesterday, and _ visited Superin- 
tendent Walling. Mr. Graham, while ona visit to 
this country, is making a study of the steps taken 
to curb intemperance. He wiil make an inspec- 
tion of the low groggeries and resorts for tramps in 
this City, under the escort of the Police. 


A report:has been made to the Board of 
Health by Sanitary Inspector Tracy on the condi- 


tion of the tenement-house Nos. 57 and 59 Mulber- 
ry-street, of which William Nelson, Jr., of No. 24 
Old-slip isthe owner, in which he says that they 
were found in a condition dangerous to life and 
detrimental to health. Dr. Tracy recommended 
that they be vacated. This recommendation is 
strongly indorsed by Sanitary Superintendent Day, 
and the board ordered that the house be vacated 
an or before the Ist prox. 


An unoccupied house on Inwood Hill, be- 
tween Spuyten Duyvil and Inwood, was entered 


by burglars about two weeks ago, and a quantity 
of wearing apparel was stolen from a trunk belong- 
ing to Virginia Jetter. On Monday Patrolman 
Duffy, of the Thirty-second Precinct, saw a bundle 
wrapped up in a black shawl floating down the 
Hudson River on a cake of ice. He secured it, and 
when it was opened found it to contain the cloth- 
ing stolen from Miss Jetter’s trunk. How it came 
on the cake of ice is a mystery. 


E. T. Howe, Treasurer of the Howe Oil 
Company, was posted on the Produce Exchange, 


yesterday, as haying failed to meet his liabilities. 
Mr. Howe had been speculating in lara on his own 
account, and had been caught short on the recent 
upward turn. On'the Exchange his liabilities were 
estimated between $50,000 and $75,000, but he said, 
yesterday afternoon, that they would fall consider- 
ably short of the former figure. The oil company 
was not affected in any way, and he himself ex- 
pected to be able to make a settlement ina few 
days. He has been regarded as an unusually bold 
operator, and it is said that last year he realized 
nearly $100,000 in pork. 

Joseph A. Adams, the oldest and one of the 
best known wood-engravers in this country, died in 


this City on Sept. 16,1880. He left an estate valued 
at about $50,000, and largely consisting of real prop- 
erty, absolutely to his wife, Maria, and creating her 
and his nephew, Aaron Adams, Fxecutrix and Ex- 
ecutor. When the will was offered for probate his 
son, —— B. Adams, filed objections, and the 
trial of the contest was opened yesterday before 
Surrogate Calvin. The contestant alleges that the 
will was procured to be drawn in its present form 
by undue infiuence, and that the testator, who was 
78 years old, lacked testamentary capacity. 


Mr. A. Flauraud, of No. 17 Ann-street, Vice- 
President of the Cercle Musical et Philanthropique, 


made application recently to the Police Commis- 
sioners on behalf of the society for a permit to 
hold a masquerade ball at the Academy of Music 
on the 28th inst. The application was referred to 
Capt. Clinchy, of the Eighteenth Precinct, who re- 
ported that, although Mr. Flauraud was a respecta- 
ble man and the members of the society were rep- 
utable people, he could not recommend the grant- 
ing of the permit, owing to the number of disrepu- 
table persons who attended the ball of the society 
last year and the disturbances which occurred. 
The application was yesterday denied by the Com- 
missioners. 

John O’Toole, who formerly kept a sailor’s 
boarding-house in Oliver-street, was arrested yes- 


terday on suspicion of having been concerned in 
swindling a resident of Buffalo out of $800 by 
means of the “‘sawdust’”? game.

O’Toole 
was taken to the Tombs Police Court and remanded 
to the custody of the Police to await the arrival of 
the swindled man, who has been telegraphed for.

The Coroner’s jury in the case of Patrick 

Martin, of Summit, who was killed on the railroad, 


found that his death was the result of accident 
while he was intoxicated. Morris Lannegan, who 
had been arrested on suspicion of being concerned 
in his death, was discharged. 

Town Clerk Stockman, of Irvington, Essex 
County, has completed his annual report, and it 
makes a showing rarely seen. The assets of the 
township are $41,000; liabilities, $9,000, and cash on 
hand, $1,310. The taxes of 1880 remaining unpaid 
amount to $9,000, so that the township has $32,000 
over and above its liabilities. No tax was assessed 
last year for town purposes. 

While a masquerade ball was in progress at 


Cooper’s Hall, Jersey City, yesterday morning, an 


alarm of fire was raised, some smoke and flame 
having been discovered in the ladies’ dressing- 
room. The ball-room was crowded, and there was 
great danger ot a panic. A number of the women 
made a rush for the doors, and the alarm quickly 
spread. With great presence of mind George Mc- 
Laughlin, the proprietor of the hall, closed the 
doors of the dressing-room, and anther gentleman 
announced in aloud voice that there was nothing 


the matter except that a lady had fainted. Order 

was thereupon restored and the fire was extin- 

guished. The damage amounted to about $100. 
The ice in the Passaic River above the falls 


began breaking up on Monday night, and during 
the night the rushing wasses struck one of the 
mains which supplies the city with water and 
broke it, cutting the city off temporarily from its 
water supply. Yesterday, however, the communi- 


cation was restored throueh other mains, Tha ice 


running down the river formed a gorge near the 
Broadway bridge several feet high, threatening to 
sweep away that structure if it got much higher. 
The farms just above were inundated for hundreds 
of acres by the water thus backed up, and much 
damage was feared. Fortunately yesterday the 
break-up of ice above the falls was stopped, so that 
the ice-gorge at Broadway received no new supply 
of material. 


A party of 19 Slavonic laborers who had 
walked from Jersey City were found in Newark 


yesterday and taken to Police Head-quarters. 
They were in a distressed and starving condition, 
and some policemen and reporters made up a sub- 
pny oem and got them something to eat. Through 
an interpreter they said they had come from 
Slavonia and were on their way to Pennsylvania, 
where they expected to obtain work. There were 
80 of them in all. When they landed they had but 
$22 among them, and some rascal swindled them 
out of that. Then they started to walk to Pénn- 
sylvania and had reached Newark. A short time 
afterward 21 more of the party came into head- 
quarters and were furnished with food. They will

OCEASING TO DO BUSINESS. 
Y ~ 
PETITION TO DISSOLVE THE PACIFIC MUTUAL 
INSURANCE COMPANY. 

The Pacific Mutual Insurance Company, 
through its Trustees, has petitioned the Supreme 
Court to dissolve it because its property is not 
sufficient to afford a reasonable security to those 
who may deal with it. Judge Donohue, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, yesterday, granted an order 
directing all persons interested in the corporation. 
to show cause on May 20 why the prayer of the: 
petitioners should not be granted. He also appoirt-: 
ed Mr. Jacob R. Telfair Receiver of the property of 


the company. pending the proceedings. The 
Trustees of the company who signed the petition 
are: H. B. Claflin, John H. Clark, Francis Payson, 
Theodore W. Morris, George W. Smith, John A. 
Bartow, Levi M. Bates, John E. Searles, Jr., James 
H. Dunham, Ramsey Crooks, Charles R. Flint, 
Louis Leonce Coudert, Thomas Hale, Willoughby 
Powell, Jacob R. Telfair, Walter H. Lewis, and. 
George A. Meyer. The petition avers that its signers 
are a majority of the Trustees. It says the company 
was organized in December, 1854, under the act of 
April 10, 1849, and that it is “purely mutual” in 
character, having no stockholders. From time to 
time it has issued to its customers dividends or re- 
turn premiums in scrip, the owners or holders of 
which scrip have borne, or bear, to the company 
the relation of stockholders, and have annually 
elected the Trustees. A resolution declaring that 
the business of the company be wound up was 
passed at a meeting of the Trustees held on Dec. 
20, 1886. The assets of the company are shown to 
consist of: Cash in bank and trust company, 
$55,170 68; United States 4 per cent. registered 
bonds. $215,000; premium notes, $26,467 85; unpaid 
premiums, $24,035 22; 81 shares of American Ex- 
change National Bank stock at 125, $3,875. and 75 
shares of Coast Wrecking Company’s stock, 0. 
The company owes the Manhattan Company $10,000, 
which it procured as a loan on the security of 
$20,000 of United States 4 per cent. bonds. 

Mr. Coudert, one of the Trustees, said last night 
that the comeney was not insolvent, and would be 
able to pay all claims now known to exist against 
it. The business in which it was engaged—that of 
marine insurance—is, however, one in which it is 
hard to estimate losses at any time, and it 
is possible, said Mr. Coudert, that some risks 
now held to be good may turn outso as to in- 
crease the liabilities. All the claims that have been 
made against the company will not be paid. Some 
of them are fraudulent, and one for a large sun, 
Mr. Coudert said he had already advised the com- 
pany to reject. This ‘claim was so fraud- 
ulent in its character that there was 
little likelihood that it would be sued 
upon, The Pacific Mutual has _ languished 
for along time, but its dissolution has been has- 
tened by the death of Mr. H. J. Moody, who was 
elected its President about two years ago, and who 
died suddenly about a year since. The Trustees of 
the company did not wait until its assets had been 
almost completely dissipated and there was noth- 
ing but a skeleton for a Receiver to administer 
upon, but determined to give up business while 
there was yet sufficient means to satisfy all the 
well-founded demands likely to be made upon it. 
Mr. Coudert said the temporary Receiver of the 
company’s property, Mr. Jacob R. Telfair, is a well- 
known insurance adjuster, and well fitted to fill 
the post to which he has been appointed.

THE KINGS COUNTY DEMOCRACY. 

The Central Democratic Association of Kings 
County, better known as the Jefferson Hall De- 
mocracy, met last evening in-their rooms, corner 
of Willoughby and Adams streets, to hear the report 
of the committee appointed to confer with the regu- 


lar or MoLaughlin Democracy, with a view to bring- 
ing about harmony between the factions. Thecom- 
mittee reported that no practical proposition look- 
ing toward harmony was proposed by the Mc- 
Laughlin Democracy, which did not involve the 
disbandment of the Central Democratic Associa- 
tion. .As the representives of the latter or- 
ganization would not entertain any such 
proposition, they reported that they had no 
plan of harmony to _ report. The report 
was unanimously adopted amid much enthu- 
siasm. The general opinion among _ those 
who spoke on the subject seemed to be that it was 
better to be defeated next Fall than to secure vic- 
tory with the Boss again in control of the Demo- 
cratic organization of the county. A proposition 
to amend the constitution by increasing the Execu- 
tive Committee from 15 to 30, and by providing that 
the members shall be elected in future by the 
ward organizations instead of appointed 
by the Central Association, was voted down. 
Gen. Slocum and others who opposed the _proposi- 
tion, said that under the elective system Boss Mc- 
Laughlin’s heelers would soon control the ward 
organizations, and in that way secure control of 
the Executive Committee. 
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BURNING OF A CHICAGO CHURCH. 
CuicaGco, Feb. 15.—There is much excite- 
ment and interest regarding the late developments 
as to the burning of the Michigan-Avenue Baptist 
Church. The mystery is now greater than ever, 
since the janitor and his assistants have intimated 


their suspicion that the Pastor, the Rev. Kerr B. 
Tupper, is guilty of firing the church. It is said 
that he left Paducah, Ky., under a cloud, having 
been suspected of setting fire toa church there, 
and burning some documents. His salary has al- 
ways been meagre, but he has a charming family, 
and no conceivable reason can be given for the 
commission of such a crime, and it is but just to 
say that, in spite of his contradictory steries and 
inconsistent actions, the accusation is not gener- 
ally made, and there are many firm believers in his 
innocence.
